Despite a cynical move against Christian Solidarity International, 
slave redemption in Sudan will continue 


Shame on the UN 


HERE IS A bright side — there are 

several bright sides, in fact — to the 

nauseatingly cynical vote by a Unit- 
ed Nations panel to “de-accredit” Christian 
Solidarity International (CSI), the Zurich- 
based organization that has bought the free- 
dom of nearly 10,000 slaves in Sudan. 

First, the outrageous action by the UN 
Committee for Non- 
governmental Organiza- 
tions has focused renewed 
attention on the human- 
rights horrors of Sudan, 
where the Arab north, as 
part of a bitter civil war, 
enslaves Christians and 
followers of indigenous re- 
ligions from the black 
south. 

Second, the world 
learned that the UN allows 
some of its worst human- 
rights violators to sit in judgment of inde- 
pendent human-rights organizations such 
as CSI. The 19-nation Committee for Non- 
governmental Organizations includes dele- 
gates from China, Cuba, Algeria, and Pak- 
istan, none of which would exactly welcome 
investigations into their own human-rights 
records. 

Third, and most important, CSI’s slave- 
redemption efforts will continue. After all, 
CSI is already banned from Sudan, and that 
doesn’t prevent its rescue workers from en- 
tering the country. “It doesn’t make any dif-

PISTOL PERSUASION 


I agree with your argument regarding 
the lawsuits against gun manufacturers 
[Editorial, News and Features, June 25]. It 
is setting a dangerous precedent for future 
lawsuits against almost anything unpopular 
(I read lawyers are now after the lead- 
paint industry). But I disagree with your 
attitude toward guns. 

We do not live in a perfect, 
ideal society. Many of us can 
go home to the comfy sub- 
urbs and leave the rest of the 
real World behind. There ex- 
ist seamy, dangerous, preda- 
tory segments of society that 
most of the middle class 
does not see and hardly ever 
interacts with. Occasionally, 
however, we are touched by 
this segment and realize how 
helpless we are. 

My family and I were the 
victims of death threats from 
an individual who was 
whacked out on drugs. We 
were constantly barraged by threats and in- 
timidation. I had even recorded death 
threats on my answering machine. 

I went to the police, but they could not act 
on threats alone. I went through the courts 
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GUN CONTROL: are the 
media shooting off at the 


ference to CSI. It’s not going to stop them 
from doing their work,” says Theresa Perry- 
McNeil, the organization’s American 
spokesperson. “They’re not going to stop 
until every slave is free.” 

The UN’s action was morally corrupt. Ear- 
lier this year, CSI — exercising its preroga- 
tive as an officially recognized nongovern- 

mental organization, or 
NGO — infuriated the 
brutal Sudanese govern- 
ment by inviting John 
Garang, head of the rebel 
Sudan People’s Libera- 
tion Movement, to ad- 
dress the UN Human 
Rights Commission. The 
butchers whom Garang’s 
forces are resisting com- 
plained to the Committee 
on Nongovernmental Or- 
ganizations — and got 
even. Acting on the barest of technicalities 
concerning the way Garang had identified 
himself — he violated UN rules by printing 
his speech on his own organization’s let- 
terhead rather than on CSI’s, for example 
— the committee stripped CSI of its NGO 
Status. 

The practice of slave redemption — buy- 
ing slaves their freedom at $50 to $100 per 
person — has come under increasing 
scrutiny in recent months. Organizations 
such as UNICEF and Human Rights Watch 
argue that it may be worsening Sudan’s 


for protection, i.e. a restraining order, but I 
know a piece of paper is not going to stop 
some wacko from committing a crime. 

I very strongly believe this individual did not 
act because he knew I was armed and was ca- 
pable of using it. Neither your paper nor any- 
one else will ever convince me that guns are 
not necessary in this society— they definitely 
are. The police can only act after a crime has 
been committed, and the courts are powerless 
to come down hard on violent criminals. 

This country has never had more gun 
laws. Many of them have been enacted in 
the last few years, yet these school shootings 
are a recent phenomenon. More laws, more 
shootings? It doesn’t make sense. The prob- 
lem goes beyond the superficial problem of 
“too many guns”: this is a societal problem. 

I think we need to look at where this soci- 
ety is headed and what its priorities are. Per- 
haps we are exposed to too much violence in 
the media to the point where we have be- 
come desensitized? [The] problem goes 
much deeper than guns. What motivated 
these kids to do what they did? Are legal 
rights for children, government intervention 
into raising our children, 
and legal action and lawsuits 
against parents making par- 
ents afraid of properly disci- 
plining their children? 

These are some of the is- 
sues we should be looking at 
rather than blaming guns for 
the ills of society. Some 
politicians are using gun 
control as an emotional is- 
sue to gain notoriety and 
votes, and unfortunately the 
media follow suit. Perhaps it 
is also a power trip for the 
politicians and media to 
control the masses. 

Until you have been in a situation like I 
have, you will never fully appreciate the fact 
that in the proper hands, firearms do serve a 
useful purpose, and segments of society do 
exist that prey upon innocent people. The

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slavery problem by creating financial incen- 
tives for more slave raids. An article in the 
current Atlantic Monthly makes the same 
point (“Don’t Quote Me,” News and Fea- 
tures, June 25). But Charles Jacobs, presi- 
dent of the Boston-based American Anti- 
Slavery Group, which has raised nearly 
$50,000 for CSI, counters that the rescue 
work is enthusiastically supported by local 
officials in southern Sudan. “When they see 
us incentivizing slavery, they'll tell us to 
stop,” Jacobs says. 

This newspaper has taken a special in- 
terest in slave redemption. In 1995, 
then—Phoenix reporter Tim Sandler (now 
with NBC’s Dateline), with Jacobs’s help, 
was allowed to accompany a CSI team 
into Sudan. Sandler’s account, “Africa’s 
Invisible Slaves,” published on June 30 of 
that year, was among the first in the West- 
ern media to document the existence of 
slavery, an ugly reality that the Sudanese 
government and its supporters had vehe- 
mently denied. 

Organizations such as Christian Solidari- 
ty International and the American Anti- 
Slavery Group deserve the thanks of a 
grateful world community for exposing the 
horrors of Sudanese slavery and for taking 
steps to solve it, one person at a time. 

The UN’s attempt to discredit such . 
courageous work discredits only itself.

The 
hat... ”, eee cops, though, have their own barrel: Pax 
! Oboe man Centurion, a bimonthly newspaper 
f published by the Boston Police 
Patrolmen’s Association. In the current 
_ issue, they may not quite manage to get 
Sy. even, but they do get damn mad. 

Take, for instance, this column by BPPA 
president Thomas Nee, in which he 
praises Mayor Tom Menino and Police 

Commissioner Paul Evans for not enforcing the residency requirement. Nee uses 
the occasion to blast Boston Herald reporter Maggie Mulvihill — who recently 
exposed the residency violations — for “slamming, slanting, and assassinating the 
character of one of our patrol officers with nearly a week's worth of yellow 
journalism,” an apparent reference to the white officer fingered in the noose incident. 
At least it looks like Nee is whacking Mulvihill — he writes only of “this particular 
journalist, who | will not give credit by reporting her name.” 

Another union officer/journalist, Bob Boyle, takes Boston Globe columnist Derrick 
Jackson to task for a tough piece Jackson wrote on the handling of Filipe Texeira, 
the Cape Verdean priest. Boyle complained that Jackson omitted the incident that 
led to Texeira’s arrest — he allegedly drove his car up onto a sidewalk, then 
repeatedly refused to produce his driver's license. Boyle accused Jackson of “yellow 
journalism” (apparently a favorite phrase at Pax Centurion), adding, “There is a 
blatant attempt by several irresponsible journalists in the City of Boston who incite, 
provoke and create a climate of racial tension where there is none.” 

Taking the screw-’em-all approach, finally, is Kevin Doogan, who begins his piece 
with, “The news media in this City just can’t get enough cop bashing stories to fill 
their papers.” He proceeds to deride the media's “unbridled hatred and disrespect 
for police officers in general,” and to characterize the city’s newspapers as “police 
bashing rags.” Doogan also singles out Mulvihill, Herald reporter Steve Marantz, 
and Boston Tab reporter Linda Rosencrance, suggesting, “Why don't the three of 
you grab some crayons and scribble some more rubbish.”

As the Fenway turns 


As the Boston Red Sox push to build a new and bigger Fenway Park, city 
officials continue to pledge that the Fenway neighborhood the team is 
eyeing hungrily will have some say over its own destiny, despite Mayor Tom 
Menino’s strong interest in the Sox’ proposal and the inside muscle the team 
has assembled. 

Last week, the Boston Redevelopment Authority moved forward with 
plans to create a new layer of community review for West Fenway 
development while the re-zoning of the entire neighborhood is being 
completed. The June 23 meeting to continue preparations for an Interim 
Planning Overlay District in the Fenway was heated — the Fenway Action 
Coalition’s Peter Catalano directed a Bronx cheer at BRA director Tom 
O'Brien. Still, it was downright placid, and organized, compared to the city’s 
chaotic meeting with community residents last month (see “Fenway Follies,” 
News and Features, June 4). 

Still undecided after last week’s meeting was the exact makeup of the 
Fenway Planning Task Force that city officials are assembling. The task force 
would, in theory, advise the city on neighborhood land use and development, 
but the decision about who should be involved has been contentious — the 
Fenway Action Coalition and some residents are wary that institutional 
interests will drown out neighborhood influence. 

While many residents and activists appear skeptical of the city’s 
professed intent to provide residents with real input on future development, 
Red Sox-related and otherwise, O'Brien said repeatedly that the IPOD 
process will be meaningful. “Everything is on the table,” he said. That 


remains to be seen.

When Lasco ran his 250th — 
and final — race at Wonderland 
recently, the Revere racetrack 
threw the dog a bash, 
“celebrating Lasco’s retirement 
with prize [sic] and giveaways 
to promote greyhound 
adoption.” The dog, a press 
release advised us, was moving 
on to “a loving and caring 
home.” Far from placating anti- 
racing activists, however, the 
event sent them into a tizzy of 
disdain. 

“It’s a farce,” says Greta 
Marsh of Massachusetts 
Citizens Against Greyhound 
Racing. “A big phony farce.” 

One reason activists are up in 
arms was the timing of the 
event, which was held the day 
after a fatal fire at the kennel 
that houses Wonderland’s dogs. 
“We’ve been trying to get them 
to install sprinklers,” says 
Laurel Williams of the 
Greyhound Protection League. “They don’t care 
enough about their animals to make sure they 
don’t burn alive.” She calls Lasco’s retirement 
party “a PR sham.” 

Williams is equally unimpressed with 
Wonderland’s ongoing adoption program, 
Wonderdog. “I applaud any effort to give these 
dogs a home,” she says. “But it’s kind of ironic: 
for years they said, ‘We don’t have any dogs to 
place,’ but when protesters started showing up 
outside the track, they started placing dogs.” 

The thing is, when it comes to finding homes 
for dogs, the Wonderdog program does not have 
a very good track record. Indeed, though greeted 
with great fanfare by Wonderland, Lasco’s 
adoption was organized independently of the 
Wonderdog program. And Mike Carrabba, 
Wonderland’s adoption coordinator for the past 
three months, doesn’t exactly sound like he’s 
going flat out.

“Right now I don’t have any dogs,” he says. 
How many dogs has Carrabba placed so far? 
“Actually,” he says, “I haven’t had any.” 

Worse than Wonderland’s lackadaisical attitude 
toward placing dogs, says Williams, is its 
penchant for actually hindering legitimate 
adoption groups. Those who speak out against 
racing, she says, are blacklisted — the track will 
actively deter trainers from supplying dogs to the 
group. “Effectively,” she says, “they’ve been 
muzzled.” 

Lasco, Williams continues, is a lucky exception 
to the rule. “For every champion racer there are 
hundreds who simply disappear from the 
records,” she says, noting that many dogs are 
shipped to smaller tracks out of state. “Most of 
the killing goes on at lower-level tracks,” she says. 

So how did lucky Lasco’s last race go? Did he 
go out in a blaze of glory? “No, he came in dead 
last,” says Carrabba. “Oh, I shouldn’t say dead.”

A celebrity impersonator falls on hard times 


INDING THE RIDDER Country 

Club, tucked away in East 
Bridgewater, is a challenge at the best 
of times, but if you’re Mike Rydberg, it 
can be very tricky indeed. “You go in a 
7-Eleven for directions,” he says, 
“people look at you like you’ve got 
three heads.” Or worse. “I have been 
jeered,” Rydberg says. “I have been 
called the P-word.” He means pervert. 
“People will point and laugh and make 
rude gestures.” 

Such are the trials of being a Pee- 


HA-HAAR! Making a living off Pee-wee Herman these days is no piece of 


career but Mike Rydberg’s as well. “I 
heard about it coming out of church,” 
Rydberg says. “Someone said, ‘Did you 
hear about Pee-wee? He got caught 
whacking off in a movie theater.’ I 
thought, ‘Oh, no!’ I figured it was 
dead, that he really messed things up 
for me.” 

To Rydberg’s surprise, the 
masturbation incident didn’t end his 
career so much as it transformed it. He 
simply went from being a G-rated 
performer to being an R-rated one.

wee Herman impersonator. Rydberg, 
42, describes his physical resemblance 
to Pee-wee as “vague at best,” but he 
has the overgrown-kid thing down pat. 
He has also fitted himself out in the 
too-tight suit, the bow tie, and the 
ventriloquist’s-dummy hairdo. By day, 
Rydberg works in a warehouse (“I pick 
up boxes, stack pallets”), but he has 
been moonlighting as Pee-wee for 
more than 10 years. “The physical 
labor,” he says, “is never as hard as 
being Pee-wee.” 

This has been especially the case 
since 1991, when Pee-wee’s creator, 
Paul Reubens, was busted for public 
indecency, derailing not only his own 
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“Now I make a few masturbation 
jokes,” he says. “It gave me a few more 
minutes of material.” 

It’s not all good, though. Pee-wee 
pretenders haven’t quite become the 
impersonators non grata that, say, O.J. 
Simpson imitators have (“O.J. hasn’t 
worked for quite a while,” says Ron 
Bartels, owner of the Impostor 
Bostonians agency), but it’s safe to say 
that prospective clients aren’t beating 
down Rydberg’s door. In fact, until 
recently, it had been years since he’d 
done a single gig. 

Tonight, though, Rydberg is at 
Ridder Country Club, doing a 60th 
birthday party for a guy named, 









ominously, Dick. In the club’s parking 
lot, he hones his Pee-wee persona, 
complete with adenoidal voice and 
spastic body language. “Why don’t you 
take a picture,” he says to a 
photographer taking his picture, “It'll 
last longer.” Delighted, he does a little 
hop, flaps his arms, and lets out a 
manic bark of laughter: “Ha-Haar!” 

About five minutes before showtime, 

though, the cavorting stops. Standing 
in the entryway, Rydberg is pensive, 
subdued. “I’m always full of 
butterflies,” he says. “You never know 
how you'll be accepted.” And then he’s 
on again, bounding through the doors 
and into the center of the club’s dance 
floor. 

Sure enough, wanking jokes abound: 
“If masturbation were a crime,” Pee- 
wee hollers, “Dick would get the 
electric chair!” About two-thirds of the 
fifty or so people in the room laugh. 
Which is a pretty good average. 
Rydberg recalls doing the same joke at 
another party. “I made fun of the host 
and he had me thrown out,” Rydberg 
says. “He just said, ‘Get Pee-wee out of 
here.’ ” 

Even tonight, not everyone is a big 
fan of the act, which involves such 
props as a pissing Pee-wee doll called 
Wee-wee Herman. One guy in 
particular looks on with glaring 
distaste. “I don’t consider myself a 
prude,” he says later, “but I don’t like 
those kinds of jokes.” 

Even Rydberg’s own kids wince at 
the Pee-wee thing these days. “I told 
my son recently that on the way home 
from a gig I’d pick him up from 
school,” Rydberg says. “He looked at 
me with horror: ‘No Dad, please!’ ” 
Then he adds, “One of my first gigs 
was my son’s birthday party. They 
loved it back then.” 

But Rydberg insists he has no 
regrets. “My obituary is going to read: 
MIKE RYDBERG, PEE-WEE 
IMPERSONATOR,” he says. “It’s the 
biggest thing I’ve ever done.” Rydberg 
does, however, admit to being 
somewhat tired of the act. “I’ve been 
on the ride for a long time. Every gig I 
do, I think, ‘This is the last one.’ ” 

Does that make him sad? “No,” he 
says. “Pee-wee’s ready to go.” Right 
now, though, he’s got a show to finish. 
After Rydberg’s 20-minute stand-up 
routine, the DJ puts “Tequila” on: it’s 
time for the Pee-wee dance. As a drunk 
guy in the audience follows Rydberg 
around the floor, and the laughter gets 
a little harsher, it’s easy to see how this 
could get tiring. But Rydberg soldiers 
on, working the tables, bantering with 
the crowd. I catch him during a quiet 
moment and ask how he thinks the 
show went. “So-so,” he says. “I feel 
like I did okay.” And then he’s off to 
another table, doing the Pee-wee laugh, 
holding a little plastic toilet in front of 
him. “Ha-Haar!” e

Washington, 
DC-based advocacy 
organization, ran an ad 
in the Washington 
Post, the Roll Call, and 
two papers in House 
Speaker Dennis 
Hastert’s district that 
read: “Americans want 
campaign-finance 
reform. But Dennis 
Hastert will only 
DeLay and Doolittle.” 
(See http://www 
.publicampaign.org 
/nastertad.html.) 

Still, Massachusetts 
is leading the good 
fight. Just as the Bay 
State is one of the first 
states to pass 
campaign-finance 
reform, so are its 
representatives in 
Washington leading 
the way in propelling 
the issue forward. In 
what looks like an 

instant replay of last 
year's agenda, 


Senator John Kerry teamed up with Senator 
Paul Wellstone last month to resubmit their far- 
reaching clean-money/clean-elections bill, 
which would provide for public financing of 
elections and some free TV time (as opposed 
to the less ambitious McCain-Feingold bill, 
which, like Shays-Meehan, only bans soft 
money). Massachusetts congressman John 
Tierney submitted a similar bill in the House, 
with Michael Capuano, Bill Delahunt, Ed 
Markey, Barney Frank, and James McGovern 


co-signing. 


Massachusetts reps Richard Neal and Joe 
Moakley did not sign on, nor did they sign the 
discharge petition that would have forced a 
timely vote on Shays-Meehan. 

Shays-Meehan should come to a vote after 
the July 4 recess, but even if it passes, the 
Senate won't have enough time to address it. 

With the Republicans controlling the agenda, 
the Democrats admit that their current battle is 
chiefly symbolic. Senator Russ Feingold has 
turned up the heat on this count, making a 
regular practice of “counting the bankroll” on 
the Senate floor — a practice pioneered by 
Robert M. “Fightin’ Bob” La Follette Sr. in the 
early 1900s that allows disclosure of the 
sources of contributions to campaigns during 
debate on key issues. Last week, Feingold 

disclosed the sums of campaign-finance 
contributions from health industries and unions 
that would likely influence votes on a patients’ 
bill of rights. As it turns out, pharmaceutical 
companies gave more than $10.6 million in 
PAC ($4.1 million) and soft money ($6.5 million) 
contributions in 1997 and '98.

HE REFINED SPORTY look may 
seem absurd to those who 
bought their cargo pants at the 

Mass Army Navy store before they 

were available at J. Crew, or who 

owned Adidas warm-up suits 
before Sporty Spice adopted 
them.

truly prepare for the loss of a treasured friend and air 

conditioner. It started acting ill on Monday, but I fig- 
ured the buzzing noise would go away by itself. The vi- 
brating began on Tuesday, degenerating into violent, 
shaking seizures later that night. On Wednesday, its 
breath was labored and warm, and it began hemorrhaging 
freon (or whatever).

Forgive me; the pain is still raw. That’s what I liked to 
do, before A.C. passed away. 


FIRST bonded with my air conditioner the summer I 
turned 15. Even then, A.C. was heavy for its age, but

lever, to me it was the vision of high-tech cool. “Kool,” ac- 


| tually. A.C. spelled it that way, in slanty letters near its 


Emerson manufacturer’s logo, and I envied its go-to-hell 
spirit. It was the freewheeling ’70s, and my mom, perhaps 


| out of some misplaced guilt about subjecting her children 


to a broken home (a home, incidentally, with central air), 
let me decorate my room in her new house however I 
wanted. The result was Greg Brady—on-—psilocybin—mush- 
rooms decor: Mylar foil wallpaper with cork flecks on one 
wall, driftwood paneling on another, a swirling stucco 
ceiling, wall-to-wall shag, and a black-and-white formica 
bedroom set with chrome accents that was called the 
BunkTrunk. At the center of it all, in a window framed by 
premium-gloss black paint and silver Levolor blinds, sat 
good old A.C., its side flaps fanned out with pride. 

Those were the wonder years for A.C. and me, full of 
change and discovery. One summer, I was a freckle-faced 
teen who sought out A.C. for comfort after cutting the 
grass; the next I was a bloodshot burnout who kept nice 
and cool whilé smoking grass. In the August after 10th 
grade, for reasons still unknown to me, I took up jogging. 
The only reward, as far as I recall, was an extended cool- 
down period splayed out on my BunkTrunk with the air 
conditioner cranking and a pair of giant padded head- 
phones pounding the song stylings of Supertramp into my 
skull. And on those steamy New Jersey nights when a 
young man’s mind turned to impure thoughts about the 
Cheryl Tiegs poster hanging on his Mylar-and-cork- 
flecked wall, let’s just say his fantasies were always safe 
with A.C.

A.C. and I moved into our first apartment after I gradu- 
ated from NYU. My roommates (Oberlin alums) had 
convinced me that any object that wasn’t obtained from a) 
the co-op or b) the curb was a politically incorrect indul- 
gence — especially if it destroyed the ozone layer. So I 
held to my principles and did not buy a new air condition- 
er. Instead, I visited my mom’s house and absconded with 
A.C. (and a set of butter knives, but don’t tell her). And 
when I snuck it inside our apartment, you’d best believe I 
became the toast of the town. My friends put aside their 
foolish concerns over the greenhouse effect and gathered 
in my room for a climate-controlled luau, complete with a 
blow-up Splashy Pool from CVS.

It was a 
stifling July evening, and the scent of fried garbage hung 
in the air outside. She stumbled into the bedroom to 
change into something dry, and — voila! — there she 
found us: me, seated in my underpants at a milk crate set 
for two (take-out cold sesame noodles), and A.C., cheer- 
fully sharing not only its gift of cold air, but also its ability 
to drown out the sounds of the scary coughing man who 
lived down the hall. 


.C. WENT through a difficult phase when we finally 

outgrew it. Well, Megan outgrew it. I have never out- 
grown anything, which may explain how A.C. wound up 
in my study along with an eight-track player and a Cheryl 
Tiegs poster of great sentimental value. Our bedroom be- 
came host to a mini Panasonic that boasted beaucoup 
BTUs, and A.C. — by this time a rusty old has-been with 
missing knobs, brittle side flaps, and a vent held together 
by Scotch tape — fell victim to my shameful neglect. I 
shoved it in the window, stuck bumper stickers on both 
sides to fill in the gaps, and left it there all winter. It lost its 
balance during the blizzard of ’96 and fractured its air- 
control lever on my floor. In retrospect, I fear it was a self- 
inflicted wound. And I will have to live with that for the 
rest of my life. 

Joyfully, A.C. was reunited with us the summer we 
moved into our North Cambridge “starter home,” which 
the realtor had forgotten to tell us was built on the equa- 
tor. There was no way that namby-pamby Panasonic was 
going to be able to keep our bedroom from spontaneously 
combusting, so A.C. began its convalescence by default. 
Last summer, it performed like a machine half its age. But 
this year, it could no longer take the heat. 

Today, I mourn the loss of one who touched many lives 
with the simple gift of conditioning the air.

Birds and aquatic mammals are capable of unihemispheric 
slow-wave sleep (USWS), which means they can sleep with one | me / i fol dime ke 
eye open and one hemisphere of the brain awake. USWS helps : / 
aquatic mammals such as dolphins keep breathing, presumably by 
permitting them to surface once in a while. It also enables birds to 
keep an eye out for predators. This was demonstrated in an exper- | 
iment that Nature reported earlier this year. Neils C. Rattenborg, a | 
graduate student in the department of life sciences at Indiana 
State University, lined up four groups of four mallards. Then he 
videotaped the birds while they slept. He found that those on the 
ends of the rows — those more exposed to predators — had two 
and a half times as much USWS as the birds in the middle of the 
group. A bird on the end kept its outer eye (the one facing away 
from the group) open 86 percent of the time, whereas a bird in 
the middle kept it open only 53 percent of the time.

You probably think this is some ancient Mexican tradition, 
right? Wrong. Various reasons are given for it, but I say it all boils 
down to: let’s see if we can get the gringos to eat worms. 

First, let’s get a few things straight. There’s no worm in tequila, 
or at least there isn’t supposed to be. Purists say the worm belongs | 
only in mescal. Strictly speaking, mescal is a generic term mean- 
ing any distillate of the many species of agave (or maguey) plant, 
tequila included. Today, however, mescal is popularly understood 
to mean a product bottled in the region around the city of Oaxaca. 
For years this stuff was basically home-brewed firewater con- 
sumed by the locals, but in 1950, Mexico City entrepreneur Ja- 
cobo Lozano Paez hit on the idea of putting a worm in each bottle 
as a marketing gimmick. Stroke of genius, eh? I know, I don’t get 
it either, but that’s what separates us from the visionaries. 

The critter in question is the agave worm, which is actually a 
butterfly larva. The worms bore inte the agave plant’s heart, and 
quite a few get cooked up in the brew used to make mescal. Far 
from being grossed out, Jacobo concluded that the worm was an 
essential component of the liquor’s flavor and color. He may also 
have figured, “Hey, mescal is about as palatable as paint remover, 
and the only people who are going to drink this stuff are macho 
lunatics, so why not take it to the max?” In fairness, the worms 

were also said to have aphrodisiac properties, and worms and 
bugs are sometimes consumed in Mexico as a delicacy. At any 
rate, the ploy worked and the worm in the bottle is now an estab- 
lished tradition. 

The genuine agave worm is a bright coral color, which fades to 
pink in the bottle. Some bottlers substitute a species of white 
worm that lives in the leaves of the agave plant. Connoisseurs 
complain that the white worm isn’t as tasty as the red one, which | 
to me is like complaining that your soup contains the wrong 
species of fly. I’ve had a sip or three of mescal in my day, and my 
feeling is, if you want to get sick, who needs a worm? |

Ten who undermined 
free speech

ENSORSHIP IS AS American as apple pie and 
violence. Every day, someone tramples on someone 
else’s First Amendment rights to freedom of 
expression, of religion, and of assembly. That’s why the 
Phoenix, in establishing its annual Muzzle Awards last year, 
chose Independence Day to dishonor 10 local enemies of 
free speech. 





Yes, it’s true that the Constitution, of which the First Amend- by consulting with enemies of censorship, includ- 


ment is a part, took effect on March 4, 1789. But who ever set 
off fireworks on the Fourth of March? The birth of the Ameri- 
can idea took place on July 4, 1776, with the adoption of the 
Declaration of Independence. The Muzzle Awards are for those 
who want to be seen tapping their feet to the music of freedom, 
but who don’t really care much for the lyrics. 

This year’s “winners” — as with most would-be censors — 
acted, for the most part, with the best of intentions. Surely Boston 
mayor Tom Menino thought he was doing the right thing when he 
refused to grant a permit to the folks at MassCann, organizers of 
the annual Hemp Day pot rally, unless they agreed not to goad at- 
tendees into illegally lighting up. Moved by the plight of employees 
and clients trying to fight their way past anti-abortion crazies, 
Senator Susan Fargo and Representative Paul Demakis proposed, 
in good conscience, a 25-foot buffer zone. Even the Unity (New 
Hampshire) School Board was serving aggrieved constituents 
when it voted to remove Maya Angelou’s | Know Why the Caged 
Bird Sings from its seventh-grade curriculum. 

But Menino, Fargo, Demakis, and the Unity School Board all vi- 
olated the spirit of the First Amendment. MassCann has a right to 
advocate civil disobedience — even if those attending the rally 
don’t have a right to engage in such disobedience. (Remember, 
Henry David Thoreau and Martin Luther King Jr. went to jail.) 
Anti-choice extremists have a right, as the First Amendment puts it, 
“peaceably to assemble, and to petition the Government for a re- 
dress of grievances.” Seventh-graders don’t have a right to be 
taught J Know Why the Caged Bird Sings. But by giving in to a vo- 

cal minority, the school board taught students a terrible lesson: that 
controversial speech can be suppressed at the drop of a petition. 
The “winners” were chosen by scanning news databases and 









ing Harvey Silverglate, a noted civil-liberties lawyer 
and Phoenix contributor; Sarah Wunsch, staff at- 
torney for the American Civil Liberties Union of 
Massachusetts; and Nina Crowley, head of the 
Massachusetts Music Industry Coalition. The 
criteria: the person or persons being singled out 
must have committed their misdeeds in New 
England, and said misdeeds must have taken 
place (or, in the case of Governor Paul Cellucci, 
come to fruition) since July 4 of last year. 
Pass the envelopes, please. 


Neil Rudenstine 
FORCING OUT A DEAN FOR 
LAWFUL, PRIVATE ACTIVITIES 

Big Brother is alive and snooping at 
Harvard University. 

Last fall; Ronald Thiemann, the re- 
spected dean of Harvard Divinity 
School, announced his sudden, un- 
expected resignation, telling faculty 
members he was suffering from de- 
pression. This past May another, 
considerably more titillating, reason 
for his departure emerged. The Bos- 3 
ton Globe reported that Harvard 
computer technicians had discov- 
ered thousands of pornographic im- 
ages on Thiemann’s university- 
owned computer. Word got back to 
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Harvard president Neil Rudenstine, who asked for — and 
received — Thiemann’s head on a platter. 

Now, it’s true that no one has the right to view pornogra- 
phy in the workplace. That’s why few have come to the de- 
fense of Erik Butler, who resigned as president of the Pine 
Street Inn last week after he was discovered looking at dirty 
pictures in his office. And it’s unquestionably true that Thie- 
mann — an ordained Lutheran minister who headed one of 
the country’s 
most prestigious 
divinity schools 
— had put Har- 
vard in a more 
embarrassing po- 
sition than if he 
had been the 
dean of, say, the 
business school. 

But Thiemann 
was the victim of 
a gross violation 
of privacy stem- 
ming from Harvard’s unusually paternalistic relationship with 
some of its faculty members. You see, his Harvard-owned 
computer was actually his home computer, which he used in 
an office in his home — which, as it turns out, was also 
owned by Harvard. According to news reports on his resigna- 
tion, the cyberporn he liked to view was perfectly legal — that 
is, it didn’t involve minors, and did not meet the definition of 
obscenity. It didn’t matter. It seems that Rudenstine figured’ 
that, since Harvard already owned Thiemann’s computer and 
home, it must have a proprietary claim on his brain as well. 

The porn was unearthed when Thiemann asked comput- 
er technicians for a bigger hard drive. They came to his 
house, discovered the files, and couldn’t keep their mouths 
shut — in itself a shocking breach of Thiemann’s privacy. 
As a former Harvard Divinity School tech-support employ- 
ee, writing pseudonymously in Salon, put it, “there is a way 
to look without looking, to help someone with a Word doc- 
ument without actually reading it, to troubleshoot a system 
for every conceivable problem and not notice the things on 
a hard drive. . .. Discretion is a virtue.” That view is appar- 
ently not universal. Law-school professor Alan Dershowitz 
is absolutely right when he questions why it was Thiemann 
who was disciplined rather than the loose-lipped techni- 
cians who ratted him out. 

Following a year-long sabbatical, Thiemann is expected 
to return to Harvard this fall as a divinity-school professor. 
As a nationally regarded theologian and founder of the 
school’s Center for the Study of Values in Public Life, he 
should be welcomed back. Unfortunately, the revelation of 
why he stepped down as dean will make for an awkward 
homecoming. 

As for Rudenstine, he needs to do some soul-searching 
about how much privacy he allows faculty members to 
have. No one should lose his job for viewing constitutional- 
ly protected speech on his own computer in his own home. 
The notion that a person is entitled to less freedom because 
that computer and that home are part of his compensation 
package is abhorrent. 


Paul Cellucci 
GOVERNOR TO PRISONERS: YOU’RE NOT PEOPLE 

Prisoners, obviously, are behind bars in order to be pun- 
ished. All but the most violent and dangerous, though, will 
someday return to society. It should be obvious that educa- 
tion, work experience, and some sort of participation in 
civic life are crucial to helping inmates make the transition 
from cellblock to neighborhood block. Governor Paul Cel- 
lucci, though, is more interested in scoring cheap political 
points than in fostering genuine rehabilitation — even 
when it involves trampling on prisoners’ free-speech rights. 

Cellucci is one of two second-time honorees in the Muz- 
zle Awards (if he wins one more, we may have to consider 
establishing a Hall of Shame). Last year, he was singled out 
for demagoguery involving an unenforceable bill he signed 
that outlawed the mere possession of child pornography, 
which is already illegal under federal law; the new law does 
nothing to punish those who manufacture and traffic in 
such vile, exploitative materials. This year, he gets the nod 
for his politically motivated campaign to remove prisoners 
from the political process. 

The governor began his crusade in August 1997, when 
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he signed an executive order banning a nascent political- 
action committee being organized by prisoners. At the 
same time, he announced that he would push for a consti- 
tutional amendment to prohibit inmates from voting. But it 
wasn’t until last year that Cellucci’s ugly rhetoric began to 
be translated into action. 

First, in July 1998, the legislature overwhelmingly ap- 
proved an amendment to the Massachusetts Constitution 
that would take away the right of prisoners to cast absentee 
ballots. If the legislature passes the amendment again dur- 
ing the current session, and if the state’s voters approve it 
as a ballot question, only three remaining states — Maine, 
Vermont, and Utah — will allow prisoners a voice in the 
political process. 

Then, in October, Suffolk Superior Court judge John 
Cratsley upheld Cellucci’s ban of the prisoners’ PAC, ar- 
guing that the governor was merely “preserving order and 
authority.” To date, though, the only PAC-related break- 
down in order was the result not of the inmates’ organiz- 
ing activities, but, rather, of Cellucci’s actions. Shortly af- 
ter he announced his ban, prison guards searched cells for 
contraband political literature, notwithstanding the fact 
that, at that particular moment, the PAC was still officially 
registered with the state’s Office of Campaign and Political 
Finance. 

“When you sentence someone to prison, they lose their 
liberties for a reason,” Cellucci once ungrammatically ob- 
served in explaining why he found it “repugnant” that in- 
mates had the right to vote. Actually, there are several rea- 
sons for sending a person to prison: punishment, the 
chance for redemption, and preparation for the inmate, 
upon his or her release, to become a productive member of 
society. 

In a 15-second sound-bite culture, Cellucci’s denuncia- 
tions of prisoners may sound appealing. But prisoners have 
already been forced to give up most of their constitutional 
rights — including, most profoundly, their right to free- 
dom. Taking the First Amendment away from them is ex- 
cessive and counterproductive. Cruel and unusual punish- 
ment, you might say. 


The New England God squad 
FOUR REPUBLICANS, TEN COMMANDMENTS 

In a moment of memorably low political camp last 
month, the US House of Representatives — unable to ap- 
prove a meaningful gun-control bill in response to the 
massacre in Littleton, Colorado — turned to the Good 
Book instead. On a vote of 248 to 180, the Republican- 
controlled House gave 
states the right to post the 
Ten Commandments in 
public schools and other 
government buildings. No 
doubt Dylan Klebold and 
Eric Harris would never 
have embarked on their 
murderous rampage if the 
principal had been allowed 
to post THOU SHALT NOT 
KILL next to the football 
schedule. 

New England has less to 
feel foolish about than the 
rest of the country: the re- 
gion’s House members vot- 

ed against the measure, 19 to 4. Among the nays were the 

10 members of Massachusetts’s all- Democratic delegation. 
However, four New Englanders — all Republicans — 
strayed from the path of common sense and constitutional- 
ity: New Hampshire’s Charles Bass and John “The 
Younger” Sununu, and Connecticut’s Nancy Johnson and 
Chris Shays. What’s particularly distressing is that there 
wasn’t a single Republican vote from New England against 
the Ten Commandments. New England Republicans have a 
reputation for moderation and, on occasion, sentient 
thought. That may have to be reconsidered in light of 
their allegiance to House majority whip Tom De- 
Lay, who pushed for the measure under the slogan 
“God, not guns.” (DeLay’s actual position might 
be more accurately summarized as “God and 
guns.”) 

A crucial part of freedom of religion is free- 
dom from religion. The Supreme Court has rec- 
ognized that for decades, going back to the 
1960s, when it wisely declared that school 
prayer was unconstitutional. More specifically, 
the Court ruled 18 years ago that a measure al- 
most identical to DeLay’s folly did not pass con- 
stitutional muster. 

The House vote was a great moment for 
Charlton Heston, who, as president of the Na- 
tional Rifle Association, fought against gun re- 
strictions — and who, as Moses on the big 
screen, received the Ten Commandments direct- 
ly from the Big Guy. It was not, however, a great 
moment for the House, or for the Constitution. 

Perhaps Bass, Sununu, Johnson, and Shays be- 
lieved they needed to curry favor with the vindic- 
tive DeLay, and contented themselves with the 
knowledge that the Ten Commandments bill will 
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never make it out of a House-Senate conference commit- 
tee. Or that, even if it does, Bill Clinton will veto it. (Don’t 
count on that; Clinton would never let the Constitution 
stand in the way of his pathological need to pander.) Or 
that, in the end, the Supreme Court will strike it down. 

What’s on the record, though, is that they had a chance 
to strike a blow in the name of freedom of religion. And 
they walked away. 


Unity (NH) School Board 
STUDENTS CAN’T LEARN 
WHY THE CAGED BIRD SINGS 

Since its first publication, in 1970, Maya Angelou’s / 
Know Why the Caged Bird Sings has been part of the canon 
of American literature. As one of the few works by an 
African-American woman in that canon, Angelou’s autobi- 
ography is an invaluable exception to the “dead white 
males” to whom schoolchildren are usually introduced. 

This past April, though, the Unity (New Hampshire) 
School Board dropped the book from its seventh-grade 
curriculum. The reason: 86 people — out of about 1400 
residents — signed a petition demanding its removal, on 
the basis of Angelou’s graphic description of being raped by 
her mother’s boyfriend when she was eight years old. 

“My daughter is still a child. I feel this book will rob her 
of her childhood,” Shiela Purington told the Associated 
Press. “She is only 13 years old. I think this book is too 
sexually explicit for her and the other children in her class. 
My daughter has no idea what is going on, and she is very 
uncomfortable reading it out loud in a mixed class.” Anoth- 
er parent, Mary Gere, actually said, “If this book were a 
movie, it would be considered child pornography, and the 
parties responsible would be in prison.” And surely they 
would be if Gere were in charge. 

Of course, in the world of local school-board politics, the 
right of 86 people to keep their children enveloped in a 
haze of unreality (a haze that in all likelihood exists only in 
the parents’ minds) supersedes the right of the majority to 
have their children introduced, in school, to important, dif- 
ficult literature. 

Unfortunately, there’s nothing exceptional about what 
happened in Unity. According to the American Library As- 
sociation, 5246 “challenges” were reported between 1990 
and ’98, a “challenge” being an attempt to remove a book 
from a library or a curriculum. Of these, 1299 challenges 
were to “sexually explicit” material; 1134 to material that 
used “offensive language”; 1062 to material thought to be 
unsuited to a particular age group; 744 to material with an 
“occult theme or promoting the occult or Satanism”; and 
474 to material with a gay or lesbian theme, or “promoting 
homosexuality.” 

Nor are challenges to Caged Bird unusual. In fact, the li- 
brary association reports that it was the fourth-most- 
challenged book of 1998, behind Robert Cormier’s The 

Chocolate War (1974), Nobel Prize winner John Stein- 
beck’s Of Mice and Men (1937), and R.L. Stine’s Goose- 
bumps and Fear Street series. 

It may be scarce comfort to the literate-but-silent majori- 
ty of Unity, but it could have been worse. The Unity School 
Board also received a petition to remove | Know Why the 
Caged Bird Sings from the Unity Elementary School li- 
brary. The board rejected that petition — not out of any 
particular regard for the First Amendment but because, as 
schools superintendent Robert Patterson explained, remov- 
ing it from the curriculum was one thing, but banning it 
from the library would invite a court challenge the board 
would almost surely lose.

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Susan Fargo and Paul Demakis 
BUFFER ZONES WOULD 
CHILL PEACEFUL PROTEST 

Violence by anti-choice extremists is a terrible dilemma, 
one that almost invites overreaction. But banning reason- 
able protest — doing the wrong thing for the right motive, 
in other words — is not an acceptable response. Even 
though physicians who perform abortions, such as David 
Gunn and Barnett Slepian, have been assassinated. Even 
though John Salvi was able to walk into two women’s 
health clinics in 1994 and kill two young women, Shannon 


Lowney and Lee Ann Nichols, who were working there. 

A federal law passed five years ago that prevents anti- 
choice protesters from blocking women who are trying to 
enter abortion clinics strikes a sensible balance between 
free speech and free access. A state bill sponsored by Sena- 
tor Susan Fargo (D-Lincoln) and Representative Paul De- 
makis (D—Back Bay) does not. Their proposal would re- 
quire protesters to stand at least 25 feet from the entrance 
of an abortion clinic. As unnerving as it surely is for a 
woman to have to walk through a gauntlet of Bible-thumping 
demonstrators waving posters depicting bloody fetuses, it is 
unquestionably the constitutional right of those demonstra- 
tors to be there. Demakis and Fargo would take that right 
away. 

The buffer zone would not have prevented Salvi from 
bursting into two Brookline clinics. It would not have 
stopped the murder of Gunn, shot outside a clinic from 
some distance away, or of Slepian, shot through a window 
at his home. Indeed, over the past two decades, anti-choice 
extremists have been responsible for seven murders, some 
16 attempted murders, more than 200 bombings and acts 
of arson, and hundreds of death threats, bomb threats, and 
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acts of vandalism. A buffer zone would not have prevented 
any of these incidents of domestic terrorism from taking 
place. 

Those facts have not stopped Demakis and Fargo from 
engaging in disingenuous rhetoric. “Existing law is insuffi- 
cient to prevent harassment and intimidation, and I believe 
this approach best balances the rights of patients and em- 
ployees to go about their business unimpeded with the First 
Amendment rights of people protesting the abortion issue,” 
Demakis told the Boston Herald. “The level of violence has 
increased,” Fargo told the Boston Globe. “This is not an 
abortion bill. This is a public-safety bill.” 

No, it isn’t. This is a bill to make those who go to wom- 
en’s health clinics, whether to work or obtain services, feel 
more comfortable; to keep the chanting, hollering crazies at 
a polite distance. It’s understandable, but it’s wrong. Free 
speech is only as strong as our willingness to defend its 
most obnoxious outbursts. That’s because the definition of 
obnoxious depends on whose side you’re on. Protesters 
against the Vietnam War, after all, wouldn’t have been able 
to piss on the Pentagon if they’d been kept 25 feet away. 

Fargo and Demakis may be acting with the best of inten- 
tions, but that’s true of almost all would-be censors. The 
legislature should vote this down. 


Suzanne Schrader 
SUPERINTENDENT TO PARENTS: 
SO SUE ME 

Other than Governor Paul Cellucci, 
aur only second-time winner is 
Suzanne Schrader, schools superinten- 
dent in Portsmouth, New Hampshire. 
Portsmouth should be proud of 
Schrader’s achievement. A governor’s 
life, after all, is filled with opportunities 
to suppress speech if he’s so inclined. A 
school official in a medium-size city, by 
contrast, must make do with less promising 
material. Last year, Schrader earned a Muz- 
zle Award for her heavy-handed censorship of 
the high-school newspaper. This year, she has been 
singled out for her one-size-fits-all fashion sense. 

Schrader, of course, wasn’t the only school official 
whose first instinct following the shootings in Littleton, 
Colorado, was to do precisely the wrong thing. But her 
outspoken contempt for students’ free-expression rights 
deserves special mention. The day after the shootings, a 
confusing time when sensible people were still trying to 
separate fact from media myth, Schrader-announced that 


kids would be banned from wearing clothing that evoked 
Marilyn Manson and/or the goth movement. No black 
trench coats, either. “When kids come back from vacation, 
they better not even think about wearing Marilyn Manson,” 
Schrader told the Portsmouth Herald. “Parents are wel- 
come to challenge me in court.” 

Implicit in Schrader’s statement is the fact that she knew 
what she was doing was unconstitutional. Unfortunately, a 
constitutional right isn’t much of a right if ordinary citizens 
have to pay a lawyer to enforce it. Fortunately, Schrader — 
perhaps prodded by her employer, the Portsmouth School 
Board — quickly had a change of heart. Before students had 
even returned from April vacation, Schrader announced that 
the ban had been lifted, and asked kids not to do anything 
crazy — like, you know, wear something black — until the 
board had had a chance to review and update its dress-code 
policy. “If every student at Portsmouth High School volun- 
tarily agrees to refrain from such clothing until the new poli- 
cy is in place, it will be a powerful act of respect for our slain 
peers,” Schrader shamelessly wrote in a letter to parents. 

Last year, Schrader killed an editorial in the Paper 
Clip, the high-school newspaper, that charged that a dra- 

ma teacher who had been suspended for failing 
to report a relationship between one of 
his colleagues and an 18-year-old 
student was being punished un- 
fairly, because a number of oth- 
er faculty members were also 
aware of the affair and did 
nothing. The Portsmouth 
Herald later published the 
editorial on its front page. 
Faculty adviser Lynda 
Bettcher barely avoided an 
official reprimand after she 
embarrassed Schrader by 
calling the student editors 
“courageous” at graduation 
ceremonies. 
Thus it was fitting that one of the 
more outspoken reactions to Schrader’s 
almost-ban on Manson/goth/black clothing was an 
editorial in the Paper Clip by co-editor Gabrielle Johnson, 
who expressed frustration over the lack of communication 
between Schrader and students. “I never felt threatened by 
anyone wearing a T-shirt,” Johnson told the Herald. “That 
stuff is on the outside. What is important is what is on the 
inside.” 
Sound advice. Schrader should pay attention. 
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Tom Kennedy 
A HAIR-RAISING ATTACK ON 
COLORFUL EXPRESSION 

Like any good legislator, Tom Kennedy 
believes strongly in constituent service — so 
strongly, in fact, that when one of the folks 
he represents complained about her daugh- 
ter’s hair color, Kennedy quickly responded. 
He filed a hair-dye-control bill that would 
mandate swift and terrible punishment for 
any business establishment caught aiding and 
abetting youngsters in their quest for hair 
colors not known to nature. 

The legislation filed by Kennedy, a Dem- 
ocratic state representative from Brockton, 
would ban the sale of “exotic hair coloring” 





to kids under 18. Businesses caught break- 
ing the law would face fines of $100 to 
$300. 

“I’m not trying to preclude some teenag- 
er from following the practice of some rock 
band,” Kennedy told the MetroWest Daily 
News. “I just want to protect these young 
children.” He added that the impetus for 
the bill came from a constituent whose 10- 
year-old daughter dyed her hair a fluores- 
cent purplish-orange. “The mother saw it 
and went ballistic,” Kennedy said. “It was 
just an inhuman color.” Kennedy reported 
that the mother could neither wash out the 
dye nor color over it, and that the daughter 
had to endure the taunts of her classmates 
until her hair grew out. You’ve got to hand 
it to Kennedy: he really does his research. 

At a time when politicians more than 
ever love to invoke The Family in pious and 
reverential tones, Kennedy apparently be- 
lieves that families can’t truly thrive without 
the heavy hand of the government to back 
them up. When the purplish-orange-haired 
girl’s mother dialed her state rep, sensible 
responses might have ranged from a re- 
spectful “So what?” to, at most, a sugges- 
tion that Mom might just ground her 
daughter rather than make a legislative case 
out of it. By actually drafting a bill, 
Kennedy is sending a subliminal message 
that parents are powerless, and the govern- 
ment must intervene if children are to be 
raised properly. 

Then, too, Kennedy assumes that the gov- 
ernment is actually capable of stopping kids 
from coloring their hair any way they choose. 
Despite an absolute prohibition on tattooing 
in Massachusetts, there is not a noticeable 
lack of permanently inked skin on the 
teenage population of this state. Nor does 
any underage kid who wants various body 
parts pierced seem to encounter much diffi- 
culty finding someone to do it. Yet Kennedy 
believes — or, at least, wants an upset vot- 














er to believe — that the state can put a stop 
to a practice that is harmless and requires 
only inexpensive supplies that can be picked 
up in one quick trip to the local CVS. 

Even the conservative Boston Herald edi- 
torial page lambasted Kennedy’s bill: 
“What’s next — requiring hair stylists to 
get notes from home before they give kids 
exotic cuts? Or what about regulating the 
sale of those outrageous nail-polish colors 
teens are so fond of?” 


Kennedy’s bill was assigned to the Crimi- 


nal Justice Committee. If there is any sense 
whatsoever on Beacon Hill, it will never 
again see the light of day. 


Tom Menino 
FIRST AMENDMENT, 3; MAYOR, 0 

Boston mayor Tom Menino has built a 
reputation as a man who likes things to run 
his way. When he doesn’t get what he 
wants, his first inclination is to lash out. 
And if someone’s free-speech rights form 
an obstacle in his path, well, too bad. 

Last summer Menino went up against 
the First Amendment three times. Each 
time, the First Amendment was the winner. 

First, US District Court judge George 
O’Toole ruled that Menino and his admin- 
istration erred in 1994 when they refused 
to give a parade permit to the Nationalist 
Movement, a white-supremacist group that 
wanted to march through South Boston. 
Richard Barrett, the leader of this tiny band 
of hatemongers, won damages of more 
than-$80,000. What made it worse was that 
Barrett and about 30 supporters held their 

1994 march anyway, without a permit, pro- 
tected from Southie’s outraged citizenry by 
a phalanx of Boston Police officers. 

Then, Suffolk Superior Court judge Car- 
ol Ball issued a temporary restraining order 
against Menino’s licensing officials, ruling 
that they had exceeded their authority when 
they stripped Seth Greenberg of the enter- 
tainment license he needed to operate the 
Paradise nightclub. The city had cited 
chronic overcrowding. But Greenberg’s 
lawyers argued that the city, by shutting the 
club rather than simply cracking down on 
code problems, had violated the First 
Amendment rights of the performers. Ball 
agreed that Greenberg should be allowed to 
continue operating the Paradise while chal- 
lenging the city in court. 

Finally, and most significantly, Menino 
tried to wipe out the annual Freedom Rally, 
a peaceful pro-marijuana demonstration 
held on Boston Common every October. 
Judge Ball ruled that Menino had violated 
the free-speech rights of the Massachusetts 
Cannabis Reform Coalition by rejecting its 
request for a permit. 

Despite the city’s contention that past ral- 
lies had been marked by rampant illegal pot- 
smoking, vendors without permits, and even 
a dangerously large propane tank, Ball 
found that the city’s true, and unconstitu- 
tional, motivation was to stop MassCann 
from speaking out. Indeed, the city had writ- 
ten to MassCann that in order to obtain a 
permit, organizers must “refrain from incit- 

ing or encouraging attendees to smoke mar- 
ijuana.” MassCann lawyer John Swomley 
told the Boston Herald, “I'm truly amazed 
that they’ve put this in writing, because it all 
but assures that an injunction will be is- 
sued.” He was right. Advocating civil dis- 
obedience, Ball noted, is protected by the 
First Amendment. “Civil disobedi- 

ence is a bedrock of our so- 

ciety: the Boston Tea Par- 
ty, the Vietnam War 
protests,” she said, 
making a point that 

should have been ob- 
vious, but that had 
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apparently eluded Menino. 

The ninth annual Hemp Day, held on 
October 3, drew about 40,000 people, 62 
of whom were arrested, mainly for marijua- 
na possession — thus illuminating two 
facts: pot remains illegal (ludicrous though 
that may be), but telling someone to smoke 
pot is constitutionally protected speech. 


Hugh Bownes 
YOU DON’T NEED CHILDREN 
TO MAKE CHILD PORN 

The relationship between child pornogra- 
phy and the First Amendment is an uneasy 
one. The US Supreme Court has held that 
this most disturbing of all expression is not 
protected speech. Like obscenity, it may be 
banned, and even its mere possession may 
be prosecuted. 

This is understandable but wrong, since

the real horror of child pornography is that 
children are exploited in order to produce 
it. Though anyone who manufactures or 
distributes child porn should be arrested 
and charged with child abuse, sending 
someone to prison for what he looks at is 
dangerously close to outlawing a person’s 
thoughts. As the Supreme Court-put it in a 
1969 obscenity case, before its unfortunate, 
decades-long retreat: “If the First Amend- 
ment means anything, it means that the 
State has no business telling a man, sitting 
alone in his own house, what books he may 
read or what films he may watch.” 

Then there is First Circuit Court of Ap- 
peals judge Hugh Bownes. In a shocking de- 
cision last January, Bownes upheld a bizarre 
1996 federal law that prohibits the posses- 
sion of child pornography even if it turns out 
that the materials in question aren’t really 
child pornography. Bownes has turned anti- 
child-pornography law on its head. No ex- 
ploitation of children has to take place to 
produce illegal materials. In fact, there don’t 
even have to be any children. 

The law in question, the Child Pornogra- 
phy Protection Act of 1996, prohibits a vari- 
ety of images, including “a photograph of 
a real child, an innocent picture of a 
child [that] may be manipulated by 
computer to create a sexually 
oriented photo or a fake child 
[that] can be generated wholly 
by computer graphics.” In oth- 
er words, a computer artist, 
without exploiting any children 
whatsoever, can create a picture 
whose very possession puts the hold- 
er at risk of a prison term. US District 
Court judge Gene Carter, sensibly, had ruled 
that the law was unconstitutionally vague. 
But Bownes reversed Carter, writing, “A jury 
must decide, based on the totality of circum- 
stances, whether a reasonable unsuspecting 
viewer would consider the depiction to be of 
an actual individual less than 18 engaged in 
sexual activity.” 

Thus does Judge Bownes offer up the very 
definition of a thought crime: it doesn’t mat- 
ter whether or not you’re looking at child 
pornography; if you think it’s child pornog- 
raphy, then you’re breaking the law, and you 


can be arrested, prosecuted, and imprisoned. 


There is only one reason to celebrate, 
however tepidly, Bownes’s misguided, op- 
pressive majority decision. The person who 
ran afoul of the Child Pornography Protec- 
tion Act was one David Hilton of Norway, 
Maine, a self-described anti-pornography 
crusader who, according to news accounts, 
downloaded so much child pornography as 
part of his so-called investigation that he 
aroused the suspicions of federal officials. 

Sounds like he got what was coming to 
him — although we at Muzzle Awards Cen- 
tral nevertheless hope he wins his planned

Bobbie D’Alessandro 
A CRACKDOWN ON GOING TO 
SCHOOL WHILE BLACK 

Because of controversy over so-called 
racial profiling, the phrase “driving while 
black” has become part of the national de- 
bate over race. In some jurisdictions, police 
regularly pull over drivers who fit a certain 
predetermined criminal profile (i.e., young, 
black, and driving a car more expensive 
than the cop thinks he can afford) and put 
them through the law-enforcement meat 
grinder. Given such practices, it should 
surprise no one that African-American men 
speak bitterly of regular police harassment, 
and that the number of blacks arrested is 
disproportionate to the number of whites. 

Now it turns out that there’s a junior- 
varsity corollary to the crime of driving 
while black. Call it “going to school while 
black.” 

Just a few weeks before the end of the 
school year, Cambridge schools superin- 
tendent Bobbie D’Alessandro approved a 
raid targeting 28 students in grades five 
through nine, mostly boys and mostly 
black. The searches — ordered by the 
school system’s security forces — were 
carried out because of suspicions that the 
kids were involved in gang activity. 
Though not a violation of their free- 
speech rights as strictly defined, the 
searches were a gross violation of their 
right to free association — and their 
right to be left alone in the absence of ev- 
idence that they were either breaking the 
law or violating school disciplinary rules. 

The searches were met with righteous 
anger on the part of Cambridge’s black par- 
ents, who packed a meeting at the Cam- 
bridge Community Center. “No one has the 
right in this town to search our kids with- 
out a parent’s permission,” said Lawrence 
Adkins, according to an account in the 
Cambridge Chronicle. When Adkins de- 
manded D’Alessandro’s resignation, the 
crowd reportedly erupted in applause. An- 
other parent, Kathy Reddick, was quoted as 
saying, “We have a system that is out of 
control and nobody is taking responsibility. 
Who’s authorizing these searches?” 

D’Alessandro, though, stood firmly behind 
her goon squad. Saying she had been receiv- 
ing reports of gang activities since February, 
she told the crowd that she feared a Boston 
gang known as the Hillside Crips had infil- 
trated Cambridge’s elementary schools. “I 
stand firmly behind our security department,” 


D'Alessandro reportedly said. “I would rather 
err for the safety of our children.” 

Err she did, especially if one judges by 
the weapons being carried by the 28 kids: a 
meat-tenderizer mallet and a sheathed 
knife, instruments more suited for wrestling 
one of the cafeteria’s Salisbury steaks into 
submission than for waging gang warfare. 

The worst part was that two of the 
schools where the raids took place, the 
Agassiz and the King Open Schools, didn’t 
even notify parents that their kids were go- 
ing to be searched, something that even 
D’Alessandro agreed should have happened. 

As one Agassiz parent, Lorraine Wood- 
son, was quoted in the Chronicle as saying, 
“They can call us when our kids are kicking 
and fighting. I think they should call us 
when there’s a problem. Everyone’s 
screaming about Columbine. Everyone’s 
saying we have to be careful. I don’t see any 
white children getting searched.” &

shows a skeleton riding a motorcycle 

away from a burst of orange flame. In- 
side the yellow headlight is the outline of a 
black triangle, and inside the triangle is the 
number 12. 

The “12” symbolizes a 12-step alcohol re- 
covery program, and Bob (not his real name) 
describes his tattoo as “coming out of hell on 
a Harley.” For Bob, a lumbering 53-year-old 
with thinning white hair drawn back in a 
ponytail, hell was years of abusing drugs and 
booze. His addiction led to convictions for 
drug possession in the 1970s and, in 1980, 
for armed robbery, after what he calls a 
drunken attempt to stick up a pharmacy by 
pretending to have a gun. He came away 
with two tablets of Valium and a stint in the 
state prison at Walpole . 

That was almost 20 years ago. Now, after 
alcohol rehab and training in human services, 
Bob is a substance-abuse counselor who’s

helped design rehabilitation programs for lo- 
cal agencies. In the rehab world, Bob is a 
success story: a man who turned his life 
around and now, like a lot of recovering ad- 
dicts, devotes it to helping others do the same 
thing. 

Remarkably, it’s the kind of story that the 
Paul Cellucci administration doesn’t like. Un- 
der current policy, Bob’s conviction would 
permanently prevent him from being hired by 
any state-subsidized rehab center, homeless 
shelter, or other human-services agency. 
Massachusetts mandates background checks 
through the state’s Criminal Offender Record 
Information (CORI) database for state 
human-services employees and workers at 
private human-services agencies receiving 
state money. Since 1996, if the check turns 
up certain convictions from any time in the 
past decade — including drug possession 
with intent to distribute, multiple drunk-driv- 
ing arrests, or assault — the applicant must 
be rejected. And if the check turns up a more 
serious conviction, like armed robbery, the 
candidate is barred permanently. 

The result causes problems system-wide. 
For recovering addicts with criminal records, 
the policy closes a productive lane of main- 


stream employment. For current addicts, it 
reduces the pool of qualified counselors. And 
it’s certainly not the best use of taxpayer dol- 
lars: it virtually guarantees that state-funded 
rehab centers and homeless shelters must 
turn away some of the best-qualified people 
who apply for jobs. 


HE STATE’S policy began with good in- 

tentions. In April 1996, the Boston Globe 
reported that the Department of Social Ser- 
vices was hiring foster parents with extensive 
criminal records — including convictions for 
child abuse and drug dealing. The paper 
found one New Bedford man with more than 
150 criminal arraignments who had been ap- 
proved as a foster parent. The response by 
the Weld-Cellucci administration was swift 
and severe: the day after the story hit, the 
state announced new background-check 
rules. Starting one month later, past convic- 
tions for really bad stuff — rape, murder, 

KATHLEEN DOOHER armed assault — would 

’ carry a lifetime employ- 
ment ban. So would 
several serious drug- 
trafficking offenses. 
Not-as-bad stuff (larce- 
ny, lesser assaults, and 
possession with intent to 
distribute) would man- 
date a 10-year freeze- 
out. Dozens of lesser of- 
fenses — misdemeanor 
assaults, some more-mi- 
nor drug possessions — 
would be left up to the 
discretion of the em- 
ployer. 

It wasn’t long before 
the full consequences of 
the law became appar- 
ent. It’s well understood 
in the rehab business 
that people in recovery 
make some of the most 
effective counselors, and 
many of these people, 
like Bob, committed 
crimes to feed their addictions. Shelter and 
drug-rehabilitation programs quickly began 
having a tough time filling jobs with the peo- 
ple they wanted. ; 

Why are the ex-addicts, even those with 
criminal records, in such demand? In the 
simplest terms, it’s a credibility issue. “The 
guests in a shelter are going to relate much 
more to people who walk the walk and talk 
the talk, who can confront them when they 
are in denial about substance abuse and can 
also be there in times of incredible pain,” says 
Linda Wood-Boyle, executive director of the 
Somerville Homeless Coalition, adding that 
about 70 percent of the coalition’s shelter 
guests have substance-abuse problems. “It’s 
not to say that others can’t learn that, but 
there is a trust level between recovering and 
current addicts that’s irreplaceable.” Roxbury 
activist Haywood Fennel, a recovering heroin 
addict who did time in prison, puts it like 
this: “If you come into it [drug counseling] 
with a Harvard degree and no experience — 
well, that’s counterproductive. A nine-month 
internship is not as good as someone who 
has had nine years of horror and cleaned 
themselves up.” 

The problem is, an applicant pool of ex- 
















junkies comes with a lot of criminal bag- 
gage. “The role of drug use and/or addic- 
tion and criminal behavior is intertwined,” 
says Ann Tafe Graw, executive director of 
the Alcohol and Drug Abuse Association, a 
trade association for rehab agencies. Ad- 
dicts unable to hold regular jobs while us- 
ing may have peddled drugs, broken into 
cars, turned to prostitution — even be- 
come violent. 

Under the state’s policy, organizations are 
forced — frequently — to turn away appli- 
cants they believe would make excellent 
counselors. Wood-Boyle, who calls the policy 
a “whole lot of trouble,” says in the past six 
months she’s rejected 10 applicants for jobs 
in the Somerville Homeless Coalition’s adult 
shelter system. She was ready to hire nine of 
them. 

“There are things people do when they 
are drinking or using drugs that they have 
not done since recovery,” she says. “Often, 
it’s people we absolutely want as a model but 
can’t hire because eight and a half years ago 
they distributed pot or operated under the 
influence.” 

Adds Bob, who — after earning several 
counseling certificates and qualifications — 
now works in administration as well as in di- 
rect care, “You have a lot of people who 
don’t even bother to apply. The pool of re- 
sources has shrunk.” 

And at the street level, the policy has an- 
other, less quantifiable effect on the morale 
of addicts trying to get clean, says Graw. 
“We say, come into treatment, make an ef- 
fort to change your life and get it together — 
but, by the way, when you get there, you 
can’t work for us. That’s a conflicting mes- 
sage. [It’s saying] you are damaged goods.” 


T LAST count, the number of people 
who got rich being substance-abuse 
counselors or working with the homeless at 
publicly funded agencies was approximately 
zero. At Meridian House, a recovery home in 

East Boston, the starting salary is about 
$21,000 per year, which is about par for the 
course and better than that of many places. 
Something stronger than cash pulls recover- 
ing addicts into the field. Counselors often 
speak of their profession in almost spiritual 
terms. 

“T feel like I was kept alive to do this 
work,” says Holly Bradford, a substance- 
abuse counselor at a Boston drug-rehabilita- 
tion program who, as a runaway youth and 
eventual heroin junkie, racked up several 
convictions for drug possession, including 
the intent to distribute that now carries the 
10-year disqualification. “So many of us 
don’t make it. I buried a lot of my friends 
from AIDS, from suicides, from overdoses.” 

“Helping others has just nurtured me,” 
adds Bob. “Spiritually, I am inspired by this 
work, as are tons of other people in my field. 
It’s a feeling that you just can’t duplicate.” 

To critics, the state’s policy is yet another 
manifestation of the Weld-Cellucci adminis- 
tration’s customary emphasis on punishment 
over rehabilitation. “We used to say that 
when people get out of prison, they have paid 
their debt to society,” says Philip Mangano, 
executive director of the Massachusetts 
Housing and Shelter Alliance. “What the 
Weld-Cellucci CORI policy does is extend 
that debt that used to be paid behind the

walls and extend it to the 
community. We are going 
back to 18th-century, primi- 
tive corrections.” 

Says Steve Saloom of the 
Criminal Justice Policy Coali- 
tion, which monitors state- 
corrections policy: “When 
you consider the real impact 
this is having on people who 

. have done time and got 
out of prison and want to re- 
build their lives and play by 
the rules, I can’t imagine why 
you would want to prevent 
them from being able to enter 
the very field or fields 
[where] in many cases they 
may be able to effectively give 
back to their community.” 

For a couple of years 

now, Mangano and others 
have lobbied William 
O'Leary, Cellucci’s health 
— and human-services secre- 
tary, to change the policy — 
without results. O’Leary was not available 
for comment, but spokesman David Ball says 
the state’s position has not changed and like- 
ly won’t anytime soon. “The most important 
thing to the administration is that services 
provided to the clients are provided in a safe 
setting,” he says. “We have a policy designed 
to protect our clients and at the same time 
set a reasonable standard for working in the 
human-services field.” 

Ball points out that agencies do have the 
discretion to hire some ex-convicts; dozens 
of offenses, including some drunk-driving 
and drug-possession charges, carry no 
minimum disqualification. But where 
more-serious drug offenses and other 
crimes are concerned, he says the state 
would “rather err on the side of caution.” 

The thing is, the providers feel much the 
same way. Mangano says people who run 
agencies have as much interest in the safety 
of their clients as anyone. Wood-Boyle, for 
example, agrees with the state policy as it re- 
lates to the family shelter run by her agency. 
Yet when it’s adults working with adults, she 
says, a different and more relaxed set of rules 
is in order. 

The Massachusetts Housing and Shelter 
Alliance has drafted proposed changes to the 
regulations that would do away entirely with 
lifetime disqualifications. The proposal calls 
for mandatory 10-year disqualifications for 
many sex offenders and people who have 
otherwise assaulted children, and five-year 
disqualifications for a slew of other offenses; 
it would also allow individual agencies to use 
their discretion in hiring people who have 
committed drug-related offenses. Mangano 
has supplied the state with a draft of this 
proposal. 

The administration’s reaction? Nothing. 
“They have not even said, ‘We reject the poli- 
cy,’” says Mangano. “They have been co- 
matose in response.” 

At this point, pure politics may well have 
backed the administration into a corner; even 
if he saw the benefit of a revised policy, the 
tough-on-crime Cellucci would have to sum- 
mon an awful lot of guts to make an about- 
face on this issue. 

Still, critics intend to keep the pressure on. 
Last year, Haywood Fennel helped co-found 
an advocacy group, the Stanley Jones Clean 
Slate Committee Project, to help prisoners re- 
enter society. Stanley Jones, now deceased, 
was a convict who turned his life around and 
became a celebrated counselor. One of the 
group’s key issues, Fennel says, is the soften- 
ing of background-check laws in order to al- 
low agencies to hire at their own discretion. 

Fennel hopes the group can build a long- 
term strategy to help recovering addicts com- 
ing out of prison find jobs. He and others in 
the field feel that people who have done time 
or who have successfully fought addiction 
deserve another chance. 

It’s an idea echoed in the corner office at 
Meridian House. Last week, in preparation

What can be done to help women at risk? 


Hard time

URROUNDED BY SMOKE that 
swirls from the remnant of a cigarette 


stuck between her fingers, Kim sits 
motionless. Her frail frame rests on the 
cracked cement stoop in front of a rundown 
three-story apartment building on the 
Abington/Weymouth border. The tall 
brunette has a sallow complexion and sunken 
features. She looks much older than her 32 
years. Kim pushes the long sleeves of her 
black jersey up to her elbows, careful to keep 
the open sores and track marks in the creases 
of her arms covered. 

On a drizzly night in April 1994, Kim was 
picked up by police behind a Walgreen Drug 
Store on Main Street in Weymouth. A cruiser 
patrolling the empty parking lot had noticed 
movement within the big blue dumpster at 
the back of the lot. It was Kim, "dumpster 
diving," as she puts it. "I was looking for un- 
opened food, old furniture, or anything else | 
could find." 

At the request of the police, Kim emptied 
her pockets, revealing a small piece of tinfoil 
stuck inside the cellophane of her cigarette 
pack. Inside, packed in a tight white square, 
was about $45 worth of heroin. A quick check 
revealed that Kim had defaulted on a previous 
drug charge. Within weeks, Kim had been 
charged, arraigned, tried, and convicted of 
possession; she served 18 months and was or- 
dered to receive mandatory drug counseling, 
which she didn't attend 

"When I was in jail, all | wanted to do was 
get out and get high," she explains as she 
takes the last long drag of her cigarette. She 
stomps it out on the pavement and reaches for 
another one from the crumpled soft-pack of 
Winstons laying on the stoop beside her. "I 
didn't give a fuck about anything else. I just 
wanted out." 

In February 1997, when Kim was battling 
what she thought was a bad case of bronchi- 
tis, she went to a local health center. There 
she informed the doctor that she had been 
sick for more than three months. She also ad- 
mitted she was an intravenous drug user and 
that she occasionally sold sex for drugs or 
drug money. 

"I was so sick I didn't care what they tested 
me for, just so long as they gave me some- 
thing that got rid of what I had," she explains. 
"Then I found out what I had couldn't be got- 
ten rid of." Kim was diagnosed with a pro- 
gressive strain of HIV and was informed that 
she had full-blown AIDS. Today, Kim says 
she is just waiting to die and staying high until 
it happens. 

Kim is not sure when she contracted HIV; 
doctors say it may have been before she went 
to prison. It would not be unusual if she had 
the disease while she was in jail but it went 


undetected. HIV testing is not required for in- 


mates, and many prefer to avoid being tested 


and accessing HIV services because of the po- 


tential impact that disclosure of their status 
might have on their relationships with fellow 
inmates, correctional officers, and health-care 
staff, according to a 1996 report published in 
the AIDS Reader. 

"And beyond the fear of being found out, 
some females have never had access to a gy- 
necologist or even a general practitioner and 
have no reason to believe they may be ill," ex- 
plains Ellen Miller-Mack, a nurse practitioner 
and HIV coordinator at the Brightwood 
Riverview Health Center in Springfield who 
also works in the AIDS unit at Hampden 


Correction Facility in Ludlow. 
"These women would never 
participate in voluntary testing 
because they simply don't 
seek health care." 

Also, the majority of HIV- 
positive female inmates have 
experienced some form of 
abuse or emotional trauma 
that has steered them toward 

a high-risk lifestyle. 

Take Debi Cuccinelli. She 
was diagnosed as being HIV- 
positive in 1987 while serving 
a prison sentence for drugs, 
robbery, and prostitution. In 
1994, while serving a sen- 
tence at MCI-Framingham 
for testing positive for nar- 
cotics while on probation, she 
met Dr. Anne De Groot, 

TB/HIV research-laboratory 

chief at the Brown University 

School of Medicine’s Interna- 

tional Health Institute, who 

worked at MCI-Framingham 

as an HIV doctor from 1992 

to 1995. In her first interview with Cuccinelli, 
De Groot asked her if she had ever been 
abused as a child. 

"When I was six — maybe before that, I'm 
not sure of my exact age — my brother started 
to touch and kiss me different from my other 
brothers," explains Cuccinelli. "I remember the 
first day he raped me as if it were today. I was 
getting out of the tub and he was going pee. 
No one was home. I put my robe on and went 
to my room. He came too. I sat on my bed. He 
pushed me down and pushed himself inside of 
me. It hurt so bad I was crying. He said if I 
told Mom he would break my dollhouse and I 
would never be able to go to the park. I didn't 
understand. But he said I made him." 

Cuccinelli says the abuse went on for four 
years, until her brother found a girlfriend 
and stopped abusing her as often. Cuccinelli 
says she was hurt by her brother's sudden 
lack of attention and began acting out. She 
eventually told her mother about the abuse. 
"She hit me and said to stop making up sto- 
ries and sent me to my room," remembers 
Cuccinelli, who is now 37. "She said if I ever 
lied like that I would end up in a bad girls’ 
school." 

With nowhere to turn, Ciiccinelli at- 
tempted suicide at the age of 10. When she 
was 11, she ran away and ended up in court 
for skipping school. Just as her mother had 
said, Cuccinelli was sent away to a juvenile 
detention center for girls. At the age of 12, 
she began prostituting, and by 15 she was 
shooting heroin. Eventually, she began rob- 
bing people's homes for drug money. Since 

1986, she has been in and out of prison five 
times. 


HE NUMBER of female prisoners with 

AIDS continues to surpass that of male 
prisoners. In addition, statistics released in 
March by the Justice Department’s Bureau of 
Justice Statistics (BJS) state that the preva- 
lence of HIV infection among women in 
prison is 35 times higher than the rate of HIV 
infection in non-incarcerated women, 

According to the Department of Correc- 
tions’ (DOC) 1998 annual report, as of Jan- 
uary 1, 1998, there were 12,119 inmates in 
state facilities in Massachusetts, and another 
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12,000 in county facilities. Six percent of 
the inmates were women. According to the 
Department of Public Health's AIDS bu- 
reau, 5.5 percent of men entering prison are 
infected with HIV. The bureau reports that 
8.5 percent of women entering prison are 
infected. 

The number of cases of incarcerated wom- 
en with HIV is actually much higher, accord- 
ing to De Groot. But, she says, the precise 
number cannot be accurately determined be- 
cause of the lack of mandatory testing and the 
fact that many inmates who know they are 
HIV-positive keep quiet. Nonetheless, by 
working closely with inmates, offering them 
counseling and understanding, and treating 
them with respect, De Groot and her col- 
leagues have been able to convince many to 
get tested voluntarily. The 1996 AIDS Reader 
report, which De Groot co-authored, reflects 
that fact: it identifies the number of HIV-in- 
fected women at one of the state prison sites 
as being as high as 15 percent in 1993 (com- 
pared to the 4.5 percent reported by the 
prison), and as high as 20 percent in 1994. 

"The majority of incarcerated women are 
there because of drugs or drug-related 
charges," says Miller-Mack. (A full two- 
thirds, according to BJS.) "That means they 
have participated in activities that foster 
such illnesses as HIV." Miller-Mack says 
these women use dirty needles, or crack 
pipes without rubber stoppers, which cause 
burns and open wounds on the mouth. 
"Many of them exchange sex, particularly 
oral sex, for drugs or drug money," she ex- 
plains. "There are multiple risks for con- 
tracting the HIV virus and these women 
have participated in at least one, if not 
more, of these activities." 

De Groot reports that the prevalence of 
such behaviors and of histories of childhood 
sexual abuse among women at MCI-Fram- 
ingham are high. In fact, according to De 
Groot, the majority of her patients at the 
prison who were infected with HIV were 
survivors of childhood sexual violence. 
"Childhood sexual abuse is often the root of 
adolescent misbehavior and is directly asso- 
ciated with later participation in illicit drug 
use and sex work," she says, referring to 
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studies released at the Conference on HIV 
Infection in Women, in Washington, DC, in 
1995. 


TATE CORRECTIONS officials insist that 

he AIDS epidemic in Massachusetts pris- 
ons is under control. "Although the rate of in- 
fection is higher, the actual number of HIV 
cases diagnosed in prison is lower than it was 
10 years ago," says Tim Gagnon, head of the 
state's Department of Public Health's AIDS 
Bureau. "And today, the majority of people 
who are HIV-positive in the prison system are 
accounted for due to increased testing, 
whether it be blind [anonymous] or voluntary." 

But, as Gagnon states, the rate of infection 
is higher, and such things as mandatory test- 
ing and condom distribution in prisons re- 
main taboo in this state. According to BJS, 
however, even though Massachusetts is said 
to have the third highest rate of AIDS among 
inmates in the country, it is also touted as 
having one of the most aggressive treatment 
programs. 

In Massachusetts and Rhode 
Island, according to De Groot, 
on-site services are provided by 
board-certified infectious-dis- 
ease specialists, although HIV 
clinics are not available at all of 
the state prisons and jails in 
Massachusetts. Lemuel Shat- 
tuck Hospital in Jamaica Plain 
serves as an Off-site clinic for 
inmates. 

Health workers argue that 
there is as much a need for pre- 
vention as there is for medica- 
tion. Women must be educated 
in order to thwart the disease 
or, at least, to treat it before it 
becomes too advanced, as in 
Kim's case. 

There are many prevention 
and treatment programs now 
available in the state's prison 
system. For instance, the 
Hampden County Correction- 
al Center has been nationally 
accredited as having one of the 
best HIV programs in the 
country. The center offers 
something that isn't always offered at other 
facilities — a correlating drug treatment 
and sexual abuse survivors’ group. Patty 
Marion, the women's health nurse at Hamp- 
den, with the assistance of Becky Parent, the 
facility's fitness instructor, developed a 
unique health-related eight-week curricu- 
lum. The topics include HIV, self-esteem 
and empowerment, nutrition and exercise, 
cancer prevention, stress management, and 
the physiology of the body. 

Other programs available at women's 
prisons involve courses covering anatomy 
and physiology of the reproductive tract, 
sexually transmitted diseases, female birth 
control, and breast exarns. "Many of these 
women have never had regular gynecologi- 
cal exams and may have contracted some- 
thing they know nothing about," says 
Miller-Mack. "In prison, these women are 
able to access physicals and pelvic exams as 
well as be offered medication, education, 
and counseling that they would have no ac- 
cess to on the street." 

Such programs are vital to solving the 
problem. "I had come to believe during my 
three years of practice at the women's prison 
in Massachusetts that it was extremely impor- 
tant to understand the framework of my pa- 
tients’ lives if I was to have any positive effect 
on their disease," says De Groot. "I became 
convinced that they would not adhere to the 
medications or complicated regimens that I 
prescribed if they did not value themselves as 
human beings.” 

Of course, the issue is not about simply re- 
ceiving treatment once diagnosed, but also 
preventing HIV infection by stopping the be- 
haviors that lead to it — such as sexual abuse, 
drug use, and random sexual partnerships. "If 
I weren't molested by my mother's boyfriends, 
if I didn't see her doing drugs all the time off 
the kitchen table, maybe I wouldn't have got- 
ten hooked, maybe I wouldn't have gotten 
sick," says Kim. "All I know now is by the time 
they started talking to me in jail about drugs 
and sex and seeing the doctor, it was too late 
for me." «

Can the BSO find the right replacement?

never thought it would happen. Despite the rumors 

that Seiji Ozawa’s departure from Boston was immi- 

nent once he’d surpassed Serge Koussevitzky’s BSO 
record for longevity (1924-1949), I was convinced Oza- 
wa would remain here until he retired. He seemed lonely, 
isolated by his own choice from his family in Japan and 
from the local community as well. He evidently never de- 
cided to improve his English. So why would he want to 
stay — except that he was conducting one of the world’s 
great orchestras and certainly making a great deal of 
money? Then why would he want to leave? 

But he got the offer he couldn’t refuse — the offer he 
wanted not to refuse. He was invited to take over — in 
three years — an even older, larger, and more prestigious 
institution: the Vienna State Opera. Hasn’t he been say- 
ing for years that he wanted to conduct more opera? 
Now he’ll be running one of the world’s greatest opera 
companies. 

“Running” is a funny word to use for Ozawa. One of 
his failures as music director of the Boston Symphony 
Orchestra has been lack of leadership. Did he ever really 
“run” the BSO? Did he ever make a decision on his own 
about repertoire or guest artists? One of the surprises 
about his recent heavy-handed shake-up in the adminis- 
tration of the Tanglewood Music Center was how un- 
characteristically draconian a gesture it was — and [ still 
wonder whether this was his own idea or whether he was 
acting with someone else’s encouragement. 

After 25 years, large — the largest — questions re- 
main unanswered. Ozawa is currently the longest- 
tenured music director in the world. What did he come to 
represent? Did he have any encompassing ideas about 
music? What did music mean to him? A friend asked me 
recently whether there’s any piece of music that Ozawa 
ever played better than anyone else. (There isn’t.) What 
recordings did he make that anyone will want to play in 
10 years? Or next year? (Even the record companies 
don’t seem very interested.) Did he have any concept of 
the function of a symphony orchestra? What did the BSO 
represent to him? What did his orchestra mean to this 
city, or to the world? In 25 years, why did he perform so 
rarely with local organizations other than the BSO? (I 
count one performance with students at the New England 
Conservatory; two concerts — years ago — with Col- 
lage, the new-music group with a large contingent of 
BSO players; and a handful of Bach cantatas at Em- 
manuel Church.) Did he do anything that made him in- 
dispensable to Boston? To the world? To music? What is 
his intellectual and artistic “legacy”? 

Think about what some other living conductors repre- 
sent. Pierre Boulez stands for the idea that all music, new 
or old — Baroque, Classical, Romantic, or 20th-century 
— relates to our world, and that it must be played with 
style and flair, flow and precision (a view that used to be 
mistaken for lack of warmth — but perhaps the greatest 
and warmest, most moving Haydn performance I’ve ever 
heard was a recent broadcast of Boulez conducting 
Haydn’s last symphony with the Vienna Philharmonic). 
Sir Simon Rattle put the English industrial city of Birm- 
ingham on the international musical map with his ambi- 
tious and inventive programming, his community involve- 
ment, and his commitment to contemporary music and to 
building the orchestra. For years, Rattle had been the 
hoped-for replacement for Ozawa among those music 
lovers who still had hopes for the BSO. Boston audiences 
cheered his thoughtful and exciting concerts, and he ap- 
parently wanted to come here. His appointment as music 
director of the Berlin Philharmonic was announced the 
same day as Ozawa’s resignation. Boston has lost its 
most promising possibility for reclamation. 

There’s also Claudio Abbado, who was evidently the 
candidate the BSO players turned down 25 years ago in 
favor of Ozawa, and who represents an idea of elegance, 
spirituality, and excitement. Christoph von Dohnanyi, 
just stepping down as music director of the greatest 
American ensemble, the Cleveland Orchestra, stands for 
a clean, clear sound, lack of melodrama, and European 
traditionalism combined with out-of-the-way program- 
ming (the BSO players evidently hated him when he last 
conducted them). Carlos Kleiber, the eccentric but bril- 
liant son of another distinguished conductor, stands for 
an idea of perfectionism. Kurt Sanderling, a European el- 
der statesman, stands for a traditional style delivered with 
loving intimacy, delicacy, and variety. The Met’s James

Levine stands for an idea of passion and fire and “voice.” 
The Boston Philharmonic’s Benjamin Zander stands for a 
devotion to the central European repertoire and the ideal 
of total conviction, intellectual understanding, and the 
uninhibited intensity of each moment. 

Boulez, Rattle, Oliver Knussen (the lively, volatile 
British composer and brilliant conductor who recently 
stepped down as director of Tanglewood’s New Music 
Festival), Michael Tilson Thomas (once a controversial 
candidate for BSO music director who now leads the San 
Francisco Symphony), and Gunther Schuller are excit- 
ing, thoughtful conductors committed to the necessity of 
exploring and discovering 20th-century and contempo- 
rary music; the latter two are especially concerned with 
promoting music by living American composers. All these 
conductors LEAD. They perform with a sense of mission 
and a sense of nuance, of intellectual and emotional in- 
tention, that Ozawa has never seemed interested in. 

What does Ozawa stand for? Putting on a good show? 
Knock-’em-dead endings? In a radio interview last week, 
former Boston Globe critic and BSO program annotator 
Michael Steinberg called it the “repertoire of flash.” Oza- 
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wa has often been more praised for his “traffic control 
of large orchestral forces than for the quality of his musi 
cal insights. He was better at Ravel than at Haydn, 
Mozart, Beethoven, Schubert (whom he conducted very 
rarely), Schumann, or Brahms. His Bach was deplorable 
He achieved a reputation for 20th-century showpieces, 
but his Stravinsky was as boring and empty as his 
Beethoven except for the fast, loud endings. In a re- 
hearsal of the Berg Violin Concerto, it was embarrassing 
to see that he didn’t know the orchestral accompaniment 
is a Viennese waltz (the soloist, Itzhak Perlman, had to 
lean forward and explain). He commissioned and led 
some significant new works (Messiaen, Sessions, Tippett, 
Dutilleux, Kirchner, Harbison), but none as significant as 
Koussevitzky’s commissioning of Stravinsky's Symphony 
of Psalms or Barték’s Concerto for Orchestra, and there 
was rarely any follow-through. The performances more 
often than not seemed 
dutiful rather than 
committed, let alone 
inspired. 

New York magazine's 
Peter G. Davis once 
compared Ozawa to an 
actor reciting Shake- 
speare who actually 
understood no English. 
Last year, Wall Street 
Journal critic Gregory 
Sandow, in a blistering 
attack on Ozawa, 
talked about how you 
couldn’t hear any rela- 
tion between the emo- 
tions Ozawa was acting 
out on the podium and 
what the orchestra was 
producing. In recent 
years, the spin emanat- 
ing from Symphony 
Hall depicted a “new 
Seiji,” a more serious 
musician who was 
working harder on un- 
derstanding rather than 
merely memorizing 
scores (after scores of 
scoreless, superficially 
memorized perfor- 
mances that often de- 
pended on rhythmic 
oversimplification), 
concentrating harder, 
making bigger de- 
mands in rehearsals, 
and playing a more ac- 
tive part in the decision 
making. Some critics 
buy this, but I didn’t 
hear much difference 
between the “new Sei 
ji” and the old one, 
though there was 
maybe a little less of 
the old coarseness (dé 
pending on the partic 
ular personnel of the 

winds and brasses) 

There have been a 
few important new ad- 
ditions to the ensemble, 
like flutist Jacques 
Zoon, who has plenty 
of personality along 
with the technical wiz- 
ardry. There might be 
(but I’m not sure) a 
generally higher level of 
technique. But where 
are the players who give 
the orchestra a profile? 
It’s revealing that the Wall Street Journal article triggered a 
series of belated potshots by a previously complacent New 
York press. Just a few weeks ago, the New Yorker's Alex 
Ross, lamenting the loss of a distinctive sound in American 
orchestras, wrote that “Seiji Ozawa, for example, contin- 
ues to pilot the Boston Symphony toward mediocrity.” 

I won’t miss Ozawa. I’ve yearned too long for his resig- 
nation. Although the sudden announcement of his depar- 
ture makes me feel sadder than I expected at 25 years of 
unfulfilled promise. I was certainly as excited as anyone - 
perhaps more than most — over Ozawa’s initial appoint- 
ment. It was an act of courage on the BSO’s part to take a 
chance on a young musician (he was 38) of non-European 
descent who had long hair and wore beads and turtlenecks, 
the trappings of a new generation, in contrast to the con- 
servative, elderly, white, Eurocentric males who had domi- 
nated the orchestra since its inception 

But I soon lost heart. My two favorite Ozawa concerts 
were given within his first two seasons. Schoenberg’s 
Gurre- Lieder, that overflowing fairy-tale cantata, got a 
splendid reading at Tanglewood in the summer of 1974,

with a stunning cast (Phyllis Curtin, George London, 
James McCracken). A tape of that performance holds up 
— and not just the singing. But when Ozawa did it again 
four years later at Symphony Hall, for a recording, it was 
a bloated, leaden disaster. In his second season, Ozawa 
and another excellent cast (including the late Jan de Gae- 
tani) and the then dazzling BSO woodwinds caught the 
childlike delight of Ravel’s children’s opera, L’enfant et 
les sortiléges — it’s one of his few successes that (in 
1996) he succeeded in recapturing. 

But by the time I first started reviewing Ozawa, in 
1977, I was already disillusioned. I was so turned off, I 
sometimes feared I couldn’t be objective. I once drove 
around listening to a terrible Beethoven performance on 
my car radio, waiting to learn who was conducting. The 
more I listened, the more certain I became that it was 
Ozawa. And I was right — I passed the blindfold test and 
confirmed my confidence in my objectivity. 

But maybe the quality of the musicmaking didn’t really 
matter. Wasn’t it the image, the charming personality, 
the beads, the smile, the athletic ballet of gestures that

made Ozawa popular? And isn’t the popularity itself, not 
the talent, the self-feeding reason for his fame, not only 
in Boston but around the world — even in Vienna? 

Still, I wish him well. It would be good for him to feel 
excited about a new future. I hope the liberation he must 
now feel also will mean livelier, freer performances dur- 
ing the three years before he leaves. 

But I’m nervous about his replacement. I don’t trust the 
BSO to make the best choice. And with the loss of Rattle, 
there’s no obvious candidate. With few exceptions, most of 
the available aspirants are as faceless, or careerist, as Oza- 
wa. Who would have the ambition to play a significantly 
more active part in the Boston community, or to work in- 
tensively to develop the orchestra’s individuality, especially 
when a high-profile job like this brings along with it fre- 
quent alluring offers of guest-conducting in more glam- 
orous places (Ozawa being the number-one example — 
how else could he get his offer from Vienna?). How tempt- 
ing for the BSO to opt for a musical nonentity like Neeme 
Jarvi, who (perhaps for this very reason) seems to produce 
a new recording every week. Pianist/conductor Christoph 


Eschenbach and James Conlon are more-serious musicians, 


and perhaps more-serious contenders. The orchestra ap- 


parently likes playing for them, though their recent guest 
stints were not among this season’s more memorable 
events. 

A name almost everyone mentions is Robert Spano, 
Ozawa’s former assistant conductor and now music direc- 
tor of the Brooklyn Philharmonic. He’s an exciting, “edgy” 
(in the word of one Boston composer) musician who is 
just shy of Ozawa’s age when he took over the BSO. Ap- 
parently most of the players don’t think he’s ready. It 
would be taking a big chance. But what wouldn’t be? 

The loss of Ozawa is big news. But the bigger news is 
the prospect of desperately needed change. The director 
of a world-class orchestra ought to be an intellectual and 
artistic leader, one capable of making a vital contribution 
to both local and world culture — though very few living 
music directors have made such a mark, or even seem to 
want to make one. Boston is now competing with nu- 
merous other major orchestras currently in the same 
about-to-be-rudderless boat. It’s not the happiest 
prospect given the current pool of choices and the bot- 
tom-line, playsit-safe policies our decision makers usual- 
ly take. Yet, what an exciting opportunity this sudden 
new opportunity could be. €

tender, about the names of amusement-park rides: 

Tilt-A-Whirl, Tumble Bug, Waltzer. The rides them- 
selves made gentle sport with their patrons, eliciting merry 
squeals — a far cry from the existential howls churned up 
by today’s breakneck ordeals. The Demon, Serial Thriller, 
Blazing Fury, Rampage, the Chiller, the Nightmare — and 
it’s not just the names. Amusement-park rides have gotten 
ugly, and roller coasters are the ugliest rides of the bunch. 

When it comes to getting their kicks, however, Ameri- 
cans seem to feel that the uglier the better. All over the 
country, people are lining up by the millions to experience 
the sensation of having their teeth clatter, their hearts 
lurch, and their eyeballs smack the back of their skulls. 

“This has been a record year,” says David Escalante, 
public-relations director of the advocacy group American 
Coaster Enthusiasts (ACE). “The parks are really pushing 
coasters as a big draw.” 

There are currently about 430 roller coasters operating 
in the US. So far in 1999, 60 new coasters have been 
built, up from 39 during all of last year. It’s the biggest 
coaster boom since the 1920s, and these aren’t just any 
coasters. The steel coasters that have developed in the past 
20 years are a different breed of beast: bigger, faster, and 
loopier than their wooden predecessors, using computer- 
age technology, postmodern whimsy, and boom-time 
money to frighten seven shades of shinola out of the 
bravest of coaster buffs. 

In the midst of all this manic de- 

velopment, though, New England 
has largely been bypassed. The 
mammoth theme parks all get built 
elsewhere: California, New Jersey, 
Virginia. With its tradition of low- 
rent, family-owned amusement 
parks, this region has remained a re- 
doubt of the Tilt-A-Whirl, the Zip- 
per, and the Caterpillar, and has 
been thrilled — or terrorized — by 
none of the major new technology. 

Well, almost none. 


T HERE USED TO be something reassuring, almost 


IVERSIDE PARK, in Agawam, 

was owned for 50-plus years by 
Boston’s Carroll family. The last 
time the park boasted anything near 
state-of-the-art equipment was in 
the early "40s, when Boston movie- 
theater owner Edward J. Carroll in- 
stalled a carousel, Ferris wheel, and 
bumper cars. . 

That changed in 1997, when 

Riverside was bought by the theme- 
park developer Premier Parks; the 
following year, Premier acquired an 


industry giant, the Six Flags chain, rattled, and rolled. 


feet of steel track rising to a 

height of 115 feet, the Mind 

Eraser isn’t the largest coaster in 

the park. That distinction belongs to 

the Cyclone — a neotraditional wooden 

coaster built during a brief construction 

boom in the ’80s — which boasts 3600 feet 

of track atop a structure of Himalayan 

grandiosity. What makes the Mind Eraser spe- 

cial is the way you ride it. It’s a “suspended looping 
coaster,” which means riders are dangling from the track 
rather than sitting on it, and not always feet down. 

Despite its relatively modest size, the coaster certainly 
stands out, especially this gloomy Thursday afternoon, the 
sky as colorless as cabbage water. Painted blood red and 
propped up by teal pillars, the track looks like the spine of 
a scoliotic dinosaur, scribbling its way through a manic 
convolution of corkscrews and coils. If wooden coasters 
aspire to the sublime, their steel counterparts seem content 
to go for sheer menace. And the Mind Eraser is no excep- 
tion. “Aaaargh!” yell the riders as they sweep by, legs kick- 
ing at the air. 

But the spectacle lacks a sense of immensity, and I begin 
to suspect that this thing might deliver more of a shock to 
the system than heart-chilling awe. That’s certainly the way 
some coaster enthusiasts see it. “I’m not a big fan of that 
one,” moans local ACE member Rick McEachern. “It’s

and dubbed Riverside “a member of 
the Six Flags theme-park family.” 

In effeet, the park had been made. Premier promptly sank 
$80 million into Riverside, building 30 new rides and trans- 
forming the seedy old park into a corny new one. The public 
loved it. Attendance topped the million mark in 1997 — the 
year the park unveiled its $10 million coaster, the Mind 
Eraser — a 30 percent increase over the previous year. 

Of the battalion of new rides that Premier built at River- 
side, the Mind: Eraser, is farand away the biggest gun. “It’s 
a new generation’of theme-park excitement,” gushes River- 
side’s PR manager, Jerry Gretzinger. But even with 2170 


over so quickly. You can’t even enjoy it,” he says. “You ask 
yourself, “What the fuck did.I stand in line for?’ ” 

I put this down to coaster. snobbery and go in search of 
someone unsullied by expertise. A couple of teenage girls 
emerge from the Mind Eraser exit. “Oh, it’s pretty scary,” 
says one girl. “Kind of scary,” says her friend. 


A ND SO, emboldened by their ennui, f take my place in 
the. Mind Eraser corral, where 4 relatively. short litte of -” 

teeny-somethings stand about in arm-folding, gum-snapping 

anticipation. After about a half hour, I am strapped, buckled, 
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chained, and 

yoked into a harness, and 

cranked up to the coaster’s highest point. 

The Connecticut River is to my left, the park to 
my right, my feet dangling directly below, and 
ahead of me — in the parlance of the trade — is a 
cobra roll: two inversions, a twist loop, and double 
hartline flips. How scary can it be? 

As McEachern points out, the Mind Eraser is not a 
lengthy ride — 30-odd seconds from the time you start 
hurtling until the time you stop. What McEachern neglects 
to point out, though, is that 30 seconds is more than 
enough time to drive your fingernails through your own 

palms. Not only are you shooting through 
space at cheek-rippling speed, you’re being 
whipped to the left, to the right, up, down, 
around and around and around. Only now 
— hooting like a choirboy — do I see that 
the nonchalance of those teenage girls was 
bravado, the kind of understatement that 
might lead one to describe a nuclear explo- 
sion as “kind of loud.” 

“It’s a bit rough,” says local coaster enthusiast 
Joseph White. “It’s not a smooth ride.” Quite. I 
remember once watching an alligator with an 
antelope in its jaws, maniacally spinning itself in 
order to tear off a piece of flesh. Riding the 
Mind Eraser gave me a sense of how both the 
alligator and the antelope must have felt. 

Even among people who consider that kind 
of feeling a good thing, the Mind Eraser is 
not without its critics. Roller coasters inspire 
a peculiar breed of enthusiast, many of whom 
travel the country in search of the latest thrill. 
ACE’s David Escalante reckons he has ridden 
about 300 coasters in his time. “And that 
pales,” he says. “Some of our members have 
ridden them all.” 

In the eyes of coaster enthusiasts, the Mind 
Eraser is guilty of an almost unforgivable sin: 
it’s a “cookie-cutter ride.” Manufactured by 
the Dutch company Vekoma, the Mind Eras- 
er can be found at a half-dozen other venues 

around the country. There’s one at Darien Lake, in New 
York, and another in Colorado. 

“It’s like, yeah, you know, ridden that one already,” says 
Escalante. 

Nonetheless, the Mind Eraser does have its fans, and 
ACE member Brad Walters counts himself among them. “I 
thought it was one of the better inverted coasters I’ve been 
on,” he says. “It’s a very visceral experience, a very lasting 


_ experience.” After getting off the. Mind Eraser, he says; “for 
‘a half-hous I could stilb close my eyes and picture myself 


flying over the treetops. It gives you a good aftertaste.” 








W HAT CONCERNS amusement-park owners, though, 
isn’t that the Mind Eraser might be short, or violent, 
or mass-produced, but that it’s teetering on the edge of ob- 
solescence. “People talk about computers: you get them 
out of the box and they’re outdated,” says Gretzinger. “It’s 
the same thing with amusement parks.” 

The same year Riverside introduced its Mind Eraser, 
Busch Gardens promptly one-upped it with its own invert- 
ed looping coaster, Alpengeist: six loops instead of five, a 
vertical drop of 170 feet instead of 100, a top speed of 67 
miles per hour instead of 55, and a price tag of $20 million 
instead of $10 million. 

“It’s an arms race,” says Joseph White. “The big compa- 
nies that design the rides, they try to keep them under © 
wraps. They don’t want competitors to know maximum 
drop, how many loops.” 

The Mind Eraser is one of the most popular rides ever 
built by Vekoma, but the company is already casting an eye 
toward newer innovations, such as linear induction motors 
and linear synchronous motors, which accelerate coasters 
at a much faster rate than mere gravity. “People want a ride 
to be safe in the end, but still want to be scared beyond 
imagination,” says company spokesperson Sabine van 
Doorn-van der Leeuw. “This explains somehow the need 
for a faster, higher ride.” 

Today’s state-of-the-art ride is Superman the Escape, at 
Six Flags Magic Mountain in Valencia, California. Using 
the imposing-sounding linear synchronous motors, this 
coaster thrusts riders around at speeds of 100 miles per 
hour and drops them from a height of 415 feet, generating 
a G-force of 4.5, enough to knock many a fighter pilot on 
his or her ass. But that’s nowhere near the limit. “For roller 
coasters, a vertical load of up to seven Gs is acceptable,” 
says van der Leeuw, though she allows that “it is not neces- 
sarily better or preferable to expose people to G-forces of 
this level. In many cases, restricting the maximum G-level 
to five is adequate.” 

“I don’t know where it’s going to end,” says coaster en- 
thusiast Peter Allen. “I guess the ultimate coaster would be 
one where everyone comes out unconscious. Maybe they’re 
preparing us all to be astronauts.” 

Maybe. The force generated during 
liftoff of the space shuttle peaks at 

about three Gs. The Mind Eraser hits 
you with nearly six Gs. 


T’S VERY disorienting,” says Allen. 

“I prefer the Cyclone. It feels even 
more dangerous.” 

When you boil away the money, the 
technology, and the physical wallop 
that these rides pack, one thing re- 
mains: mortal dread. Danger, or at least the illusion of dan- 
ger, is the real key to a good coaster ride. 

“It’s about facing your fears,” says Allen. “Life is so uncer- 
tain. Tomorrow, you could be hit by a car.” In a sense, roller 
coasters represent little more than an elaborate, modern-day 
memento mori. In a world crawling with peril, you get to 
scream in the face of death, and then laugh about it afterward. 

Sometimes, however, the danger gets a little too real. “I 
went on the Coney Island Thunderbolt,” says David Es- 
calante of the now-defunct wooden coaster. “It was the 
most frightening ride ever because I was worried for my 
safety. They shouldn’t have been running it,” he says. 
“Nails were sticking up; we barely 
made it around.” 

That’s not quite the kind of fear 
amusement-park owners, or safety in- 
spectors, like to hear about. Actually, 
amusement parks are pretty safe; ac- 
cording to the Massachusetts Depart- 
ment of Public Safety, Riverside re- 
ported no accidents at all for the years 
1997 and 1998. That same period saw 
nine fatal roller-coaster accidents na- 

tionwide — a sobering number, to be 
sure, but one that represents a minus- 
cule percentage of all riders. 

Of course, the appearance of barely 
making it around, not the reality, is 
what coaster designers are aiming for. 
And that’s where steel coasters — stur- 
dy, shiny, and sleek — fall short. 
Joseph White, who describes himself as 
a fan of the “extreme” roller-coaster 
experience, does not consider the Mind 
Eraser to be New England’s most ex- 
treme ride. That honor goes to its mas- 
sive neighbor at Riverside. “The Cy- 
clone’s much more interesting,” he 
says. “Wooden coasters create the illu- 
sion of near misses.” 

The Cyclone is less than 20 years 
old, but it looks ancient and rickety. 
The thousands of wooden beams af- 
fixed almost haphazardly, the absurd 
scale, even the peeling white paint, are 
all calculated to inspire.both awe and 
insecurity. And that’s before you get 
on the ride. 

As with most coasters, the Cyclone 
ride starts off serenely enough. A chain

hauls you and your fellow riders to the top of the first hill 
with a regular tink-tink-tink. Despite the nagging fear that 
the cars could disengage and go hurtling backward, this 
part of the ride is actually quite pleasant, offering a com- 
manding view of the paaAAHHHHH! 

The “coaster” part of the term “roller coaster” is a com- 
plete misnomer. In the couple of seconds it takes to plunge 
the 90 feet down the Cyclone’s first drop, you’ve not only 
had time to consider this point, you’ve also taken stock of 
your rapidly rearranging innards and noted the 60-degree 


right-hand turn waiting for you at the bottom of the plunge. 





DROP KICKS: newer rides, such as the Hellevator 


for sheer, white-knuckled terror. 
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Physical laws as I understand them dictate that we 
should keep rocketing forward, smashing through the 
coaster’s oversized matchstick structure. But physics are 
being meddled with here. There isn’t just one wheel keep- 
ing us on the track, but three (one on top, one underneath, 
and one on the side). And the track banks around the turn, 
so centripetal force overrules the law that would have us 
hurtle into oblivion (or at least litigation). And so — ta- 
dah! — we’re alive. As sure as the proverbial rabbit is 
pulled from the hat, the fear we feel is the result of a trick 
— albeit a very elaborate one. 

All too real, however, is the feeling of being shaken, 
stirred, and beaten with hundreds of small sticks. Where- 
as steel coasters generally use a special metal-plastic 
compound for their wheels, which makes for a smooth 
ride, wooden coasters run on metal wheels, on metal 
tracks. Not only is this very noisy, but every infinitesimal 
flaw in the track is amplified and sent clattering through 
your bones, with the result that speed is vastly exaggerat- 
ed and physical pain becomes something considerably 
more tangible than the prospect of a terrible accident. By 
the time you get off the ride, you feel like you’ve been 
thrown down a short flight of stairs. “I’m surprised they 
don’t get sued,” McEachern says. “I got a big bruise. It’s 
awesome.” 

I don’t believe I’ve ever had every muscle in my body 
tense up at the same time before — on the Cyclone, I was 
stricken with a sort of premature rigor mortis. It’s a truly 
terrifying ride, infinitely more so than the Mind Eraser, but 
not entirely unpleasant. As Joseph White points out, when 
it comes to roller coasters, “Terrifying and unpleasant are 
two different things.” 














































ERROR, HOWEVER, isn’t the only primal reflex 

stirred by a good coaster ride. As the Cyclone shudders 
to a halt, a young couple in the car in front of mine are do- 
ing a fair impersonation of Siamese twins joined at the lips. 

In his book Going Out: The Rise and Fall of Public Amuse- 
ments (Harvard University Press), author David Nasaw points 
out that the romantic urge has long been a major incentive for 
amusement-park patrons. “One of the chief attractions of 
these pleasure rides,” he writes, referring to 
the early coasters, “was the not-so-subtle 
way they induced couples to hold on to one 
another as the cars careened around curves 
and down embankments.” ° 

The day I visit Riverside, the place is 
seething with teens: boys loping about 
bouncing basketballs; girls simply bounc- 
ing about. The average age is probably 
17, and the place is a mess of flirting and 
flexing, of fluttering lashes and flashing 
skin. Even today, you get the sense that for many of these 
kids, a fleeting brush of an elbow or a thigh can get the 
heart beating faster than a hundred killer rides. 

Which brings me to my major criticism of the Mind 
Eraser: it’s fast and it’s thrilling — heck, it may even be 
safe — but it’s not very romantic. Wedged in the ride’s 
bucket seat, swaddled by a veritable straitjacket of re- 
straints, the only thing you’ll come into contact with on this 
ride is your mortality. And no one, after all, wants to face 
death alone. 6

_ was king. Thirty-five years later, the drive-in is nearly extinct, and big-screen presentations of Beatles flicks in any 

form are almost as few and far between. But thanks to the tireless efforts of the zany, countercultural crusaders at 
Cambridge’s Zeitgeist Gallery, you can catch a double bill tonight at 9 featuring A Hard Day’s Night and 1969's 
psychedelic cartoon Yellow Submarine in what amounts to a drive-in setting minus the automobiles. The Zeitgeist 
has been hosting a summer-long “Wildlife Preserve” film series for several years in the parking lot outside 
Carberry’s Bakery in Central Square. In past years the Man has intervened after getting complaints about noise — 
whether it issued from the movies themselves or from the local jazz, rock, and spoken-word acts who often 
performed beforehand. This year, the Zeitgeist folks have solved the problem by rigging an extremely low- 
frequency transmitter that will broadcast the audio track (or a band’s music) to anyone with a Walkman or 
transistor radio in the parking lot — essentially replicating the concept and effect of those little single-speaker 
moduies irom the drive-ins of old. The “Wildlife Preserve” nights — every Friday at 9 through September 17 — 
typically include a side of visual artists, bands, performance art, and other surprises. The Zeitgé¢ist people are also 
searching for local filmmakers to screen short films preceding the features (and, yes, they’re looking for a bunch 
of cheap radios).

The (no) sub continent 


Central Square has long been a mecca for Indian restau- 
rants. What you might not realize is that the area even 


has its own Indian fast-food joint, located in the rear of 


Shalimar, a mini Indian-goods emporium. Pass the stacks 
of rice, the racks of pickles, the videos, the spices, the 


saris, and the jewelry, and you'll find a no-frills “food 


court”: a counter, a cooler, and a microwave. 


At a buck apiece, the veggie samosas — a moist, 
tasty mash of potato and spice wrapped in crisp pastry — 
are perfect for a cheap and cheerful fix. A buck fifty will 
get you more of the same, but with a dollop of ground 
beef. Yum. The food can't always stand up to the sit-down Indian around town; our pakoras ($1) were dry and clumpy, 
and the saag paneer ($4.50) — creamy sauce, spinach, and cubes of soft cheese — was a tad bland and skimped on 
the cheese. The chicken in the chicken curry ($4.75) was plentiful and lean, though the tomato-based sauce had a bit of 
a Ragu ring to it. For dessert we had coconut cutlet (75 cents), a slice of syrupy delight, and coconut chum chum (75 


cents), possibly the tastiest wad of sawdust I've ever had. 
But one shouldn't gripe. This is, after all, fast food, and it's an improvement on your average burger — or at least a 
change. Forgo the strawberry shake for one day; try a mango lassi instead ($1.75).

Traditional Parisian bistro 
flavors with some hearty Alsatian dishes 
A clone of a second restaurant by 
Chicago's Alsatian chef Jean Joho, this 
is a remarkably useful restaurant for the 
Colonnade Hotel, the Symphony- 
Prudential area, and anyone who hap- 
pens by for breakfast lunch, dinner, 
drinks, or a late graze. Unusually for the 
‘90s, the big flavors are in the entrees,

AURA, One Seaport Lane (Seaport 
Hotel), Boston Waterfront, (617) 385- 
4300. $19-$32. Chef Ed Doyle's food can 
be handsome — check out the roasted 
bass on a cedar plank — but al these 
prices, you have a right to expect a per- 
fection that the flavors don't always deliv- 
er. And Aura’s hotel-lobby setup is clear- 
ly more oriented toward conventioneers 








than natives. Esquire’s reviewer named 


Aura one of the country's top new restau- 
rants of 1998. Maybe he was impressed 
by the desserts, which are gorgeous. 
Maybe he just doesn't get to Boston 
much.

1 was also impressed with the 
fish dishes that tasted like fish. | 
ordered baby mackerels in a 
brown-butter sauce with capers 
and lemons ($12). It’s not always 
wise to order fish on Sunday 
night, but the chef wisely suggest- 
ed I substitute the fresher tuna. 
Though I like mackerel, I can’t see 
any reason to switch back, given 
what a lovely dish this was with 
medallions of tuna. 

An appetizer of “fish skewers” 
($8) featured peppers and onions 
alternating with tuna and salmon 
kebabs. This came with two excel- 
lent dips: one of mild, rich sesame 
tahini, the other of hot red-pepper 
paste — possibly the Malaysian 
influence of Pandan Leaf next 
door? “Fire-roasted tuna Nicoise” 
($7) was mostly raw, in the 
seared-sushi mode of fashionable 
appetizers, but the underlying 
salad made this a good dish with- 
out pretenses. 

The antipasto was a small sym- 
phony of roasted vegetables — red 


and green peppers, eggplants, por- | 


tobello mushrooms, potato slices, 
cherry tomatoes, with the some- 
what disappointing additions of 
greasy croutons and bland white 
kosher cheese. A six-bean soup 
($3) was a large, superior bowl 
with enough cumin and pepper to 
make it resemble vegetarian chili. I 
could tell it wasn’t vegetarian chili, 
though, because it was richer — 
and not overwhelmed with toma- 
toes as “vegetarian chili” always is. 
Fish chowder ($4) was an earthy 
bowl with scraps of several kinds 
of fish and skin-on potatoes. 
You'll never miss the bacon in this 
chowder, but you may miss the 
fish stock — the broth tastes more 
like thyme and potato skins than 
fish. 

The- pasta of the day when we 
were there was fish-stuffed ravioli 
in a basil cream sauce ($14). This 
was about as good as it sounds — 
obviously homemade (and some- 
what orange) pasta, an unobtru- 
sive filling, and a delightful mild 
sauce that didn’t claim to be pesto. 

Kosher restaurants are family —_| 
restaurants, and Zaatar’s has an 


| 








attractive children’s menu, and a 
very wise policy of serving kids’ 
food in “adult portions” for $5 
more. This option suited a couple 
of young teenagers in our group, | 
who will always order macaroni 

and cheese or a cheese sandwich 
with French fries if there is any 

way to do so without actually 
ordering off the kids’ menu. The 
cheese sandwich ($4 base price) is | 
really a kind of quesadilla in one 
of Zaatar’s flatbreads, and the 
French fries are skin-on and excel- 
lent. The mac-and-cheese is quite 
cheesy, with some well-deployed 
bread crumbs. I thought both suf- 
fered from the blandness of the 





kosher cheese — but both dishes 
were consumed with gusto by the 
target audience. 


The wine list is limited to Kedem 


labels, such as Baron Herzog 
(from California) and Bartenura, 
and without vears. The limitation 
on kosher wine is that it has to be 
supervised continuously by obser- 
vant Jews from crush to bottling. 
As a practical matter, the right 
kind of winemakers have to be 
bused in to most wine regions; this 
makes for a frantic four or five 
days between Sabbaths, and dic- 
tates short fermentation times and 
no barrel aging. Thus, light white 
and blush wines are the best picks; 
my favorite Baron Herzog is the 
beaujolais-like Gamay. We had the 
Bartenura '97 pinot grigio ($16), 
and it was a very clean quaff with 
seafood. You could do a lot worse 
with this fashionable grape. The 
religious laws pertain only to grape 
products, so the beers here — 
including Maccabee from Israel — 
are standard market brands. 
Desserts are good, but not yet 

what you might expect from a bak- 
ery with a wood-fired oven. 
Chocolate bread pudding ($5) was 
the pick of the lot. It’s not really 
pudding, but more a single slab of 
chocolate-swirl babka with some 
custard soaked in, baked in choco- 
late sauce. Cheesecake ($4) was 
good, not great, and it used obvi- 
ously frozen strawberries while the 
restaurant was serving fresh ones 
(and some fresh blackberries) with 
whipped cream for another dessert 
($4). Rugelach ($3) are buttery 
enough, but all three of ours were 
underbaked. An apple-cherry crisp 
($5) was delightful. But what 
about the oven? I suppose an oven 
hot enough for flatbreads might 
not have a cooler corner for baked 
pies and puddings, but how about 
some fruit tarts? 

The atmosphere at Zaatar’s, 
even with the new room, is some- 
what loud and all business — peo- 
ple are here to eat, not to relax. 
Our service started out iffy and 
then dissolved: our waiter asked 
men for their orders first, lost an 
order of fish soup, blamed us * 
instead of apologizing, disappeared 
after the appetizers, poured the 
wine without offering a taste, and 
failed to clear plates. Other staff 
produced one menu when asked 
for dessert, ran off without coffee 
orders, and sent a third waiter in a 
filthy shirt (field promotion from 
busperson?) to take coffee orders. 

On the positive side, water was 
refilled well, and the kitchen did 
steer me from the mackerel to the 
tuna. 

The old Zaatar’s was very highly 
designed for a cafeteria room, and 
the new space extends that with its 
bold use of color and its shiny sur- 
faces. It’s a step down in energy 
from the original room, but still 
bright and informal. @

A 
tiny taqueria in the West Fenway chan- 
nels the cheap-'n'-fun spirit of West 
Coast burrito shops, but fuels it with the 
inventive energy of a chef who's worked 
in some of the city’s high-end bistro 
kitchens. It's hard to go wrong here, and 
at $3 to $5 an item, you might as well try 
it all. Don’t miss this. 

SOPHIA’S, 1270 Boylston St., Boston, 
(617) 351-7001. $15-$19. A big room 
with drinks and entertainment (this used 
to be the nightclub Quest) serving 
Spanish-style tapas from early evening. 
Since no one in urban Spain dines until 
almost midnight, we aren't too surprised 
that the place is pretty empty until about 
nine, and we aren't too proud to sneak in 
for Manchego flan, roasted stuffed pep- 
pers, baked avocado and shrimp in gariic 
sauce. You could be pretty happy with a 
full diner of Chilean sea bass or veal cut- 
lets, too. 

SORENTO’S ITALIAN GOURMET, 86 
Peterborough St., Boston, 424-7070. $6- 
$19 A (somewhat yuppie) neighborhood 
pizza parlor with food better than most 
“northern italian” cafés. The secret: a 
short list of top ingredients worked into ai 
dente pastas, delectable calzones and 
pizzas, and a couple of creamy sauces 
BR Sat. and Sun., 10 a.m. -4 p.m 

TIGER LILY, 8 Westland Ave 
(Symphony), Boston. (617) 267-8881

$7-$14. Stylish, inexpensive trattoria and 
roastery. See listing under Beacon Hill. 
MARCUCCIO’S, 125 Salem St., Boston, 
723-1807. $9-$17. It's like a Newbury 
Street bistro with better food. Some of 
the fancy Italian dishes come with highly 
flavored colorless sauces as weirdly 
effective as transparent beer; some are 
just directly tasty. Be sure to have the 
antipasti (which lean on fresh grilled veg- 
etables), the veal marsala, and seafood 
with "tomato-water" sauce.

Seth 
and Shari Woods build on the success of 
their Metropolis Café with this new all- 
French bistro that reminds us how good 
foie gras and truffles can be. Hanger 
steak and fries are so deeply flavored 
with truffle demiglace they seem almost 
cheap at $17; same for the duck-and- 
foie-gras ravioli. You'll barely recognize 
the old space of Botolph’s on Tremont, 
now sleek and dark and woody; the 
crowd is huge and so is the somewhat 
pricey wine list. 

BOB THE CHEF'S, 604 Columbus Ave., 
Boston, 536-6204. $6-$13. The same 
mild-mannered soul food in a newly (and 
handsomely) bistro-ized space makes 
this a mellow place for an evening out, 
often with live jazz.

The food is seri- 
ous enough to suit anyone, with fine 
soups, unusual salads, deliciously gar- 
nished entrées, and knockout desserts.

THE DELUX CAFE & LOUNGE, 100 
Chandler St., Boston, 338-5258. $5-$10 
The perfect, five-star, not-a-false-note 
postmodern café-bar for people in their 
20s. Deceptively simple great food and 
openhearted, sincere cool make this a 
great visit for anyone else. Wall art and 
music superbly evoke the ‘50s-'90s con- 
nection.

A hidden 
location, a modest sign, and a consider- 
able reputation for simple dishes with a 
twist of brilliance — and it all works, 
nightly, for a variety of South Enders and 
knowing drive-ins.

HAMERSLEY’S BISTRO, 553 Tremont 
St, Boston, 423-2700. $23-$38. Casual 
French-inspired food with a distinctly 
American and decidedly upscale accent: 
guests wear ties while the chefs wear 
baseball caps. Famed for duck confit, 
wild mushroom and garlic sandwich, and 
roast chicken with garlic, lemon, and 
parsley — an olfactory and culinary ti- 
umph. One of Boston's best.

1790. $21-$30. A longtime favorite that’s 
held its own. American ingredients with 
flair in a romantic, festive environment.

LA BETTOLA, 480 Columbus Ave.,

tion for its freewheeling continental 
menu with light Asian inflections. It's fla- 
vorful and fun, but the food sometimes 
loses focus. The prix fixe dinner ($41) 
lets you roam the menu freely.

Physically and 
culinarily, this is halfway between the 
innovative South End bistros and luxuri- 
ous verities of the Ritz/Aujourdhui/Biba 
axis. Laurel is a handsome room push- 
ing the $20-per-entrée price line with 
some fun dishes like smoked Chilean 
sea bass and a fresh-fruit martini glass 
dessert, and some solid classics like 
grilled duck breast, Argentine sirloin 
steak, and cookies (with milk!) for 
dessert. BR Sun., 11 a.m.-3 p.m 

LE GAMIN CAFE, 550 Tremont St., 
Boston, 654-8969. $7-$11. A cute little 
créperie decorated with French road- 
signs and photographs of Paris. The 
sandwiches and crépes are cheap, con- 
sistent, and all accompanied by a pile of 
mesclun with a fine vinaigrette. Try the 
leek-and-goat-cheese crépe, smoked- 
salmon salad, and plain lemon-sugar 
crépe for dessert.

Rhone 





BY DAVID MARGLIN In the past decade, the long-neglected 


wines of France’s Rhone Valley 
popularity. This was sparked 


influential critic who “rediscovered” the 
Rhone in the ’80s, and in part by the 
“Rhéne Rangers” — the loose group of 
California winemakers who pioneered 
Rhone varieties in America. 

But the Rhdéne renaissance has been 
mostly in reds — chiefly syrah, which is 
finally coming into its own all over the 
world. White Rhéne varietals, on the other 
hand, are still strangers to most wine 
drinkers. This is partly because so many 
Americans who drink white wine think and 
drink only chardonnay. It may also be 
because there’s a perception that Americans | 
haven't been particularly successful in 
growing the grapes. | 

It’s true that New World 
growers have had relatively 
little experience finding ideal 
growing sites and fine-tuning 
the fruit. But at their best, 
white Rhéne grapes — 
whether from the Rhéne 
itself or from the Rhone 
Rangers — can make wine 
that’s fruity and floral, deep 
and subtle, vibrant and 
refreshing, and a wonderful 
accompaniment to a range of 
foods. 

Of the three primary 
grapes used in white Rhénes 
— viognier, marsanne, and roussanne — 
viognier has the most exclusive pedigree, 
being the only grape used in the rare Rhone 
white Condrieu. It’s also considered quite 
hard to grow; one critic has even suggested 
that until now, viogniers made outside the 
Rhé6ne valley were a “dismal failure.” But 
I’d dispute that. Before 1980, there were 
fewer than 75 acres of viognier grown in 
the entire world; today there are at least 
2700 acres planted, and a lot of the grow- 
ers are producing great wines — just with- 
out big wineries (or big marketing budgets) 
to back them up. 

Marsanne and roussanne provoke similar 
disagreements. According to one Napa win- 
ery owner, neither grape works yet here in 
the US. She contends the wines are always 
imbalanced and too fruity for her taste — in 
other words, not refined enough. Again, I 
disagree. There are plenty of good 
American roussannes, and although many of 
the best are hard to find (Cline’s award- 
winner, for instance, can be obtained only 
from the winery in Sonoma), some are 
widely available. Zaca Mesa, for instance, 
makes a pleasant version that sells at 
Martignetti’s (and elsewhere) for around 
$17, and there are some excellent rous- 
sanne-based blends, such as Terre Rouge’s 
Enigma. 

Along with the American newcomers, a 

number of Rh6ne grape varieties are being 
planted in France outside the Rhone valley. 
Mas de Daumas Gassac makes an excellent 
Rh6ne-style blend, which has peaches and 
hints of pears and lilacs, and is a solid wine 
year in and year out; the 1997 is on the shelves 
right now and it rocks, even for 30 bucks. 
Also, in France’s Languedoc region, where a 
lot of bulk and table wines were traditionally 
made, excellent viogniers are being churned 
out — very engaging and most affordable.

Varietals are the spice of life 
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In the Rh6ne itself, you pretty much 
can’t go wrong with the leading white 
wines from the past couple of years, 
though many of these will need a couple of 
years to settle down. On the other hand, 
Rhéne varietals from outside the Rhéne — 
whether Californian, Virginian (Horton 
makes a splendid viognier that shows up 
on many wine lists), or French — are 
often best drunk after only a year or so in 
the bottle. 

The key to appreciating these intriguing 
wines is deploying them properly. They all 
tend to be fruity, verging on sweet, which 
makes them wonderful accompaniments to 
big, piquant foods such 
as Cajun tuna or spicy 
grilled pork. The viog- 
niers tend to be tropical, 
which makes them nice 
on hot summer days; they 
have so much audacious 
taste when young that 
serving them quite chilled 
won’t inhibit their flavor, 
as can happen with 
meeker wines. Roussanne 
tends to be a lot rounder 
and more nutty — 
indeed, almonds and a 
good roussanne are:an 
unbelievable combination. 

They say variety is the spice of life, and 
drinking more than one or two white vari- 
etals can make life — and many a meal — 
a heck of a lot spicier. So don’t be a 
stranger to the white Rhénes. 

Lurton Les Salices Viognier 1997 Vin 
de Pays D’Oc ($9.99, Martignetti’s). 
Nothing but zesty lemons and a zinging fla- 
vor. Not stylish, but quite effective in its 
straightforward way. One to serve cold on a 
hot summer’s eve while watching the stars 
appear in the sky. A sleeper. 

Terre Rouge 1997 Enigma Amador 
County ($14.99, Wine Cask). An enticing 
and intriguing wine, with apricots, 
almonds, and flowery notes. A blend of 
roussanne, viognier, and marsanne, this 
sexy number seduces you from first smell 
to full finish. A winner at this price (or 
twice that). 

Zaca Mesa 1997 Roussanne Santa 
Barbara ($18.99, Martignetti’s). Lovely 
wine, very smooth and silky, not a flavor 
bomb, but ever so refreshing. There’s a bit 
of lemon zest up front, then a little creme 
brilée behind it. A very nice, unintimidating 
wine, worth getting to know. 

Jaffurs Viognier 1997 Santa Barbara 
(about $24, Martignetti’s). Who says viog- 
nier isn’t fully realized and classy in 
California? This garage winemaker makes 
one helluva start-up wine, with plenty of 
grip and loads of peach. A delight. 

Mas de Daumas Gassac 1997 Vin de 
Pays de Il’Heurault ($29.99, Wine Cask). 

A stylish, full wine, lots of flowers and 
honeysuckle, a hint of créme brilée — 
altogether a potent beverage. Full and 
long on the tongue, this wine sings a 
sweet song that is not easily forgotten. @ 
)

The 
second Tibetan restaurant in New 
England, with a variety of dishes that 
seem like milder versions of Indian or 
Chinese dishes. We recommend Tibetan 
tea and every form of “momo” 
(dumplings) — including dessert chura 
momo with sweetened cottage cheese 
inside. 

SANDRINE’S BISTRO, 8 Holyoke St, 
Cambridge, 497-5300. $15-$29. Pretty 
serious and beautifully composed food, 
especially for something called a bistro, 
but the dedication to the food of Alsace 
ensures that soups and entrées will have 
hearty, bistro-like flavors. And then 
there's the signature pizza-like flam- 
mekueche, loaded with onions and 
smoked bacon. Fabulously composed 
desserts, 

TANJORE, 18 Eliot St. (Harvard 
Square), Cambridge, 868-1900. $9-$13. 
(Daily buffet, $6.95) At last, an Indian 
restaurant that breaks out of the tradi- 
tional Punjabi menu and promotes novel 
regional dishes, especially the sweet-hot 
cooking of Western India, such as the 
“dokla & patra” appetizer, bhel, and 
shrimp no paatio.

Order what you see on their 
tables, such as Cantonese-style season- 
al vegetables and seafood, but don't 
miss the stuffed eggplant appetizer, or 
anything green on the whiteboards. 
SALTS, 798 Main St., Cambridge, 876- 
8444, $16-$24. This tiny space has been 
home to a series of inventive bistros over 
the years, and the current occupant is 
charming and consistent. The food is 
New American with an Eastern European 








influence; when we visited in the fall, that 
meant excellent Ukranian dumplings with 
a lovely roasted lamb loin. 

THAIS, 1 Kendall Sq. (Building 300), 
Cambridge, 577-8668. $9-$16. (lunch, 
$6-$7) Lovely, elegant, uncrowded place 
with tuxedoed servers — and you can 
still get delectable Thai (and some 
Vietnamese) food. Great fried appetizers 
and unusual grilled flavor in the 
Vietnamese shrimp-asparagus roll and 
grilled meats with lemongrass. Also, 
credibly hot jumbo shrimp chee and a 
generous pad Thai. 


NORTH CAMBRIDGE 

FRANK'S STEAK HOUSE, 2310 Mass 
Ave, Cambridge, 661-0666. $6-$19. The 
oldest steak house in Massachusetts, as 
far as anyone knows, is in the midst of a 
transformation from a biond-wood ‘70s 
eatery back to the dark red-meat empori- 
um it was when Tip O'Neill hung out 
here. You can certainly order chicken, 
but be warned: the motto is “Home of the 
Boneless Sirloin Sizzling Platter.”

Jay Mohr, who comes to the Comedy 
Connection next weekend, has a disarming smile 
that can turn on you in nothing flat. It’s a gift 
most actors would kill for, and it has earned 
Mohr such diverse roles as punk kidnapper Brett 
Campbell in Suicide Kings and deadpan mobster 
Anthony Cortino in the slapstick parody Mafia! 
Still, blessing or curse, he is best known for Bob 
Sugar, the ruthless sports agent who fired Jerry 
Maguire. He’ll mention his role as a man dying 
of AIDS in Playing by Heart or the nice-guy 
boyfriend in the Jennifer Aniston vehicle Picture 
Perfect and people will still bring up Sugar. “I 
really try not to do the same role twice, but it 
seems futile. People just seem to remember, 
‘Hey, you’re that asshole from Jerry Maguire.’ 
All right, | was.” 

It’s an image Mohr might have an even 
tougher time shaking this fall, when his new 
Action debuts in the Fox Thursday night line-up. 
Mohr plays Peter Dragon, a slimy Hollywood 


producer whose only endearing relationship is 
with a prostitute he meets at a premiere party. 
The show is an especially mean-spirited satire of 
the movie industry, the flipside of Maguire’s 
feel-good sentimentality. Mohr himself can’t 
avoid making the comparison: “It’s kind of like 
The Larry Sanders Show with Bob Sugar from 
Jerry Maguire.” 

Then again, Mohr has always been fighting 
for a chance to show what he can do. His first 
big gig was as a cast member of Saturday Night 
Live, a two-year stretch (1993-’95) he calls 
“disappointing.” Although he occasionally broke 
the surface with his dead-on impressions of 
Christopher Walken and Sean Penn, he was 
mostly a support player. His lack of recurring 
characters might have benefitted his movie work 
in the long run, saving him from getting trapped 
in Canteen Boy hell, but it still smarts. “It all 
worked out, but in retrospect | still kind of wish 
I’d had the opportunity to show off, I guess, and 
flex my muscles on camera a bit more.” 

Mohr still wants to stretch. He’s letting the 


producers of a film based on the life of jazz great 


Chet Baker know he’s interested in the role, 
bringing it up in interviews and hoping they 
notice. Ask him what attracts him to Baker and 
he’ll rattle off the man’s bio: the drug use, the 
transformation from pin-up star to ragged 
junkie, the fact that Baker lost all of his teeth 
and spent a year learning how to play trumpet 
without them. Mohr talks about the physical 
transformation from early photos of Baker to 
later in life. “It’s a horrific change, what the 
drugs just did to his face and his body. Just the 


lines in his face and the greasy hair. I mean, this 


guy was a pin-up idol. He was a gorgeous man.” 


Even if Mohr doesn’t get to play Baker, he 
has more than enough on his plate to keep 
busy. When Cherry Falls comes out this fall, it 
will be the third film released this year — the 
others were 200 Cigarettes and Go — in which 
he has a major role. Yet he’s lost no love or 
enthusiasm for the craft that broke him in. 
“Keith Richards said, the first time he heard a 
Chuck Berry record, his life went from black

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In his own image 


The Brattle celebrates Hitchcock’s first 100 years 
BY PETER KEOUGH His 100th birthday on 


August 13 just beats out the centennial of the

movement his work and reputation 
helped spawn. Ask people to name 
a famous director and chances are, 
if they haven’t been corrupted by 
the age of Stephen Spielberg, 
George Lucas, and _ James 
Cameron, they'll come up with 
Alfred Hitchcock. A master of self- 
promotion as well as suspense, the 
director made his portly profile as 
immediately identifiable as his 
pared-down style. Gracious, 
refined, Olympian, and sinister, 
the creator of elegant surfaces and 
unspeakable nightmares, an 
obsessive controller controlled by 
obsessions that have been 
immortalized in cinema’s most 
popular and influential body of 
work, his images and image define 
film in this century. 

To celebrate the occasion the 
Brattle Theatre is offering some 
variations on the usual suspects 
from this oft-retrospected direc- 
tor’s career. There’s a sneak pre- 
view of the PBS documentary 
American Masters: Hitchcock, 
Selznick & the 
Hollywood (1999; July 2 and 3), 
which is scheduled to air in 
November. Crisp and incisive, it 
argues that David O. Selznick, the 
rising young mogul about to set 
the world on fire with Gone with 
the Wind, built his and 
Hollywood’s own funeral pyre 
when he invited the star of the 
British film industry to work for 
his studio in 1938. The ensuing 
battle between the two for domina- 
tion of the screen that resulted in 
such masterpieces as Rebecca 
(1940; July 3) and Spellbound 
(1945; July 16 and 17) would end 
10 years later with Selznick a bro- 
ken man and Hitchcock an icon; 
the studio had fallen, the director 
would be king. 

Which in fact he already was in 
the smaller realm of British cine- 
ma. The Brattle series screens a 
generous selection of Hitchcock’s 
pre-Hollywood output, beginning 
with his first sound film, the blithe, 
gritty, sometimes surreal thriller 
Blackmail (1929; July 9). 
Originally filmed as a silent, it was 
reshot for sound when the new 
technology became available, and 
it shows Hitchcock to be a natural. 
The most striking moments on the 
soundtrack include a scream, birds 
singing, and the repeated word 
“knife.” 

The latter has been wielded by 
young Alice White (Anny Ondra), 
who makes the mistake of not 
going to a movie with her detective 
boyfriend Frank (John Longden), 
with whom she’s squabbled. 
Instead she follows an artist (Cyril 
Ritchard) up to his apartment, 
where she stabs him to death when 
he tries to rape her. Frank is 
assigned to the case, and his 
attempt to cover up her crime goes 
awry when a witness blackmails 
them. 

This simple penny-dreadful of a 
plot is complicated by the self-

reflexivity Hitchcock indulged in 
even this early in his career. He 
had already begun making his 
trademark cameos with his third 
picture, the silent The Lodger 
(1927), and in Blackmail he 
appears as a passenger on the sub- 
way tormented by a child. But he 
also establishes his presence with.a 
stand-in for the director — in this 
case, the murder victim, who,

Marshall), who had served on her 
jury and reluctantly voted to con- 
vict, is smitten by the girl’s cata- 
tonic malleability. He believes she 
is innocent, investigates on his 
own, and traps the actual killer by 
rewriting the scenario of the actual 
crime as a play and having him 
audition for it. 

Although not a woman, the cul- 
prit is ambiguous — not only is he 
a “half-caste,” but he is also a cross- 
dresser who impersonates police- 
men. Such ambiguity figures also in 
The Man Who Knew Too Much 
(1934; July 9) — pallidly remade in 
1956 (July 30) with James Stewart 
and Doris Day — though with the 
locus of power reversed, as epicene 
enemy agent Peter Lorre orches- 
trates an assassination by including 
a gunshot as part of the score in a 
concert at Albert Hall. 





before his demise, poses Anna 
before his easel in a tutu before 
making his move. 

How Hitchcock himself manip- 
ulated his actresses can be seen in 
one of American Masters’ more 
revealing moments, a behind-the- 
scenes segment shot during the 
making of Blackmail in which he 
flusters the Czech actress Anny 
Ondra — whose dialogue had to 
be dubbed because of her accent 
— with what would now be 
described as sexual abuse. Thus 
was established the Pygmalion-like 
shaping of a woman into a beloved 
image, often through sadistic 
abuse, that would persist through 
his films. 

That’s the case in Murder! 
(1930; screens July 9), where an 
actress (Norah Baring) in a tour- 
ing group is accused of the title 
crime. Amnesiac, she acquiesces to 
her guilt, but renowned thespian 
Sir John Menier (Herbert 
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In other films the dynamics are 
overtly homoerotic, as thrill killers 
John Dall and Farley Granger play 
games with dinner guests — 
though less successfully with 
Nietzschean mentor James Stewart 
— in Rope (1948; July 24). 
Granger returns as another feck- 
less, this time unwitting accom- 
plice in the brilliant Strangers on 
a Train (1951; July 24), in which 
psychopath and alter ego Robert 
Walker forces him to play his mur- 
derous game. 

Sometimes, too, Hitchcock will 
let women take charge and mold 
their damaged, bewildered, or idle 
male counterparts in their image. 
In The 39 Steps (1935; July 2), 
stranger Madeleine Carroll rebuffs 
fugitive Robert Donat’s attempt to 
implicate her in his flight, and she 
later tips off police when he tries to 
disguise himself as a speaker at a 
political rally (one of Hitchcock’s 
most inspired comic moments).

Although handcuffed to him and 
forced to play the role of his “run- 
away lover,” she finally breaks free, 
learns the truth, and sets the stage 
for the final unmasking. 

A similar pattern unfolds in 
Young and Innocent (1938; July 
23), which true to its title is one of 
the director’s sunniest and most 
ingenuous works — one need only 
compare it with another Hitchcock 
version of resourceful female ado- 
lescence, Shadow of a Doubt 
(1943; July 10). In 
Young and Innocent 
the daughter of a con- 
stable (Nova Pilbeam, 
the kidnapped daugh- 
ter in The Man Who 
Knew Too Much now 
grown up) defies her 
father to prove the 
innocence of a young 
scriptwriter accused of 
murder whom she 
meets when _ she 
revives him after he’s 
fainted. Later, she will 
discover the real killer 
through the same 
charitable act, but in 
the meantime she 
must 
accused as her beau 
— a scene where 
they’re trapped in a 
children’s _ birthday 
party prefigures a far 
less innocent moment 
in The Birds. One 
truth their play-acting 
uncovers is that they 
love each other. 

In The Lady 
Vanishes (1938; July 
10), the woman who 
exerts control is more 
mother than daughter, 
and she does so not 
through seeking but 
by disappearing. 
Dame May Whitty is 
kidnapped by foreign 
agents on a train, and 
her absence at first 
alienates, then rallies 
her fellow English pas- 
sengers, reforming flighty boor 
Michael Redgrave and uniting him 
with spunky heroine Margaret 
Lockwood. Although the vanished 
lady’s influence is less baleful, she 
is a precursor of the absent mater- 
nal figure looming over Psycho 
(1960; August 13 and 14). 

In Spellbound (1945; July 16 
and 17), however, it’s the male 
character who vanishes. His iden- 
tity, at any rate, for, in a bout of 
amnesia common in Hitchcock, 
he’s forgotten it. Gregory Peck is 
discovered to be an impostor pre- 
tending to be the new head of the 
asylum where Bergman practices. 
She treats him by analyzing his 
nightmares (designed ostenta- 
tiously by Salvador Dali, who 
seems to have lost touch with the 
subconscious since collaborating 
with Luis Bufiuel), re-creating 
scenes from his past, and falling in 
love. He proves to be the man of 
her — if not his — dreams.

With Spellbound, the Pygmalion 
role is nearly reversed. That might 
have been due, as the American 
Masters documentary suggests, to 
the influence of Selznick, whose 
studio produced it (his therapist, 
May E. Romm, was a consultant). 
More typical of Hitchcock is 
Bergman’s role in the troubled 
masterpiece Notorious (1946; July 
16 and 17): she plays the daughter 
of a Nazi war criminal who must 
undo her past by playing the part 
of a whore under the direction of 
agent Cary Grant. They fall in love, 
and the resolution is rousing, if 
soiled. 

She fares better than Kim Novak 
in the equally accomplished and 
more profound and perverse 
Vertigo (1958; August 6 and 7). 
The very image of the woman 
whom detective James Stewart had 
failed to save from death, Novak 
becomes a mannequin whom he 
dresses up and disposes like the 
original: She also represents the 
director’s own obsessive efforts to 
shape nature — if only in the form 
of a single actress — into an aes- 
thetic object of desire that he can 
control and gaze upon. 

In a previous incarnation that 
actress had been Grace Kelly, rep- 
resented in this series in the slighter 
films Dial M for Murder (1954; 
July 30 and 31) and To Catch a 
Thief (1955; July 31) but not in 
the consummate Rear Window 
(1954). In later years the victim of 
Hitchcock’s attention was Tippi 
Hedren. As described in Donald 
Spoto’s biography The Dark Side 
of Genius, the aging Hitchcock 
crossed the line between real life 
and make-believe in his relation- 
ship with the actress during the 
making of Marnie (1964; August 
6 and 7), his last really serious 
work (he’d make four more 
movies, none of which is in this 
series). Here Hedren plays a klep- 
tomaniac with a repressed past who 
marries publisher Sean Connery — 
a role that in a way combines that 
of Ingrid Bergman in Notorious 
and Gregory Peck in Spellbound.

A more haunting legacy is The 
Birds (1963; August 13 and 14). 
Here Hedren is not an image con- 
tained and controlled by the direc- 
tor but a talisman invoking the 
wrath of all that’s beyond control 
— nature, death, desire — 
unleashed by the birds long ago 
prettily caged by the murderess in 
Blackmail. Tragedy has given way 
to disaster and spectacle, the 
realm of special-effects masters 
like Spielberg, Lucas, and 
Cameron (ironically, the first 
Hollywood film Selznick consid- 
ered for Hitchcock was called 
Titanic, but it was abandoned as 
too expensive). The film’s final 
image is among Hitchcock’s most 
terrifying — a silent landscape, 
darkened by the waiting birds, into 
which the small knot of humanity 
vanishes. e

SUMMER OF SAM 


Everyone is pissed off at Spike Lee for his new film about 
the 1970s serial killer, including the culprit himself, David 
Berkowitz, and the filmmaker’s own fans. Summer of Sam 
is a misconceived mess, with enough flashes of brilliance 
to make it seem truly criminal. The idea is smart, bold, and 
provocative —- how the killer’s rampage in blue-collar 
neighborhoods of Queens and the Bronx instigated and 
illuminated the intolerance and violence underlying those 
communities. But Lee’s treatment is at best a rehash of 
Martin Scorsese’s Mean Streets and Taxi Driver, and over- 
all a listless mishmash of sloppy narrative, erratic tone, 
phony verisimilitude, and smug platitudes. 

Among the residents of the country-club section of the 
Bronx whose life is altered by the “Son of Sam” is Vinny 
(a whiny John Leguizamo), a local hairdresser who can’t 
stay faithful to his straitlaced wife, Dionna (Mira Sorvino, 
surprisingly feisty), At least Vinny feels guilty about his 
strayings; his long-time friend Ritchie (Adrien Brody) rev- 
els in the transgression of punk culture, sporting a spiky 
mohawk, playing in a rock band, and, on the sly, baring it 
all for a few bucks at a Manhattan gay club. When the 
neighborhood forms vigilante groups to hunt down the 
killer, Ritchie gets fingered as a suspect, and Vinny has to 
choose between loyalty and conformity. 

Lee almost succeeds in drawing a parallel between 
Berkowitz, who blamed his crimes on Satanic messages 
from his neighbor’s dog, and his characters, who seek out 
scapegoats for their own vices. Too bad Lee’s writing isn’t 
as effective as Berkowitz's: the letters the killer sent to the 
police and the media during his rampage provide some of

MY SON THE FANATIC 


The clash between religious fundamentalism and secular 
humanism gets a rare charge of common sense and com- 
passion in this moving and hilarious gem directed by 
Udayan Prasad from a script by Hanif Kureishi (My 
Beautiful Laundrette).

LENA’S DREAMS 


In the spirit of John Cassavetes’s Opening Night comes this 
feisty New York story about how a closely held dream can 
sour into all-consuming desperation. The woman on the 
verge here is struggling actress Lena (Marlene Forte), 

who, on her 32nd birthday, realizes she’s dogging audi- 
tions the way a junkie does a fix and is nowhere close to 
balancing career with house, husband, and health insur- 
ance, Fed up with the rejection and the humiliation, she 
embarks on a day-long emotional rampage that reels from 
catharsis to cliché. 

Melodrama aside, the film is uncompromising in its 
truth about the siren call of acting, or for that matter any 
artistic pursuit.

BURY ME IN KERN COUNTY 


No one has been able to recapture the raunchy outra- 
geousness of John Waters’s films of the early ’70s, least of 
all John Waters. Many, though, have imitated the squalid 
characters and milieu, affectless acting, and minuscule 
production values. For most, the trash has been willing but 
the spirit has been weak, as is the case with Julien 
Nitzberg’s debut feature. 

“Timid” Sandra (Mary Sheridan) and rawboned Dean 
(Judson Mills) are a couple in a redneck town trying to 
make ends meet by selling drugs. Their lives are ruined 
when they’re busted by the local sheriff and their arrest is 
broadcast on a Cops-like TV show.

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Shakespeare Company’s touring productions 
of both A Month in the Country and Troilus

In Friel’s bouncy adaptation, A 
Month in the Country goes by like 
a day trip.

(Indeed, it was not 
until Chekhov had changed the 
face of Russian drama, turning it 
psychological, that A Month in the 
Country, written around 1850 and 
first produced in 1872, was fully 
appreciated — in the landmark 
1905 Moscow Art Theatre staging 
that featured Stanislavsky as 
Rakitin and Chekhov’s widow, 
Olga Knipper, as Natalya 
Petrovna.) And the energetic RSC 
production emphasizes the con- 
temporaneity, as well as the 
urgency, of Friel’s treatment. For 
his part, the Irish author, in addi- 
tion to underlining Turgenev’s 
classification of the work as a com- 
edy, steams things up even as he 
turns the temperature of frustra- 
tion down. 

Natalya Petrova, considered a 
forerunner of Ibsen’s Hedda 
Gabler as well as of such sun- 
starved Chekhovian flowers as 
Yelena of Uncle Vanya, is the beau- 
tiful and indulged wife of a rich, 
rustical landowner. As the play 
opens, she lounges on her chaise, 
possessed of the adoration not only 
of her farm-enthusiast husband, 
Arkady, but also of long-suffering 
family friend Rakitin.

But 
Shakespeare’s play, as 
written, was rarely per- 


formed until this century, 
and even now it doesn’t 
pop up all over the map. 
One reason may be that 
the romantic interplay of 
the title characters is not 
only shortlived, it’s arcane 
(and, on her part, full of 
pledges not worth the lin- 
guistic posies_ they’re 
painted on).

just of discomposure but of ugli- 
ness. Walker’s girlish Vera turns 
drawn, sad, and steely after inter- 
mission. And the moment in which 
Graham’s dapper, never quite 
pathetic Rakitin exposes the 
intense pain of his enslavement to 
Aleksey, like a preview of coming 
attractions, is harrowing. 

Not as graphically so, however, 
as Achilles’s dispatch of Hector in 
the troupe’s business-suited, 
blood-spattered Troilus and 
Cressida, which presents some of 
the same actors in interestingly 
mirrored personae. Stewart is 
Helen, of course, making her first 
appearance as a_ replacement 
madonna on the makeshift altar 
that serves as a set piece, Tarlton’s 
leering-pretty-boy Paris doing a 
backward roll out from under her 
skirt. Darrell D’Silva, the touch- 
ingly clueless Arkady of Month, is 
a decadent thug of an Achilles, the 
loungy line of his black jacket 
spoiled by a holster belt. And 
Elaine Pyke, a_ giddy-spinster 
Lizaveta in the Turgenev, is his 
Victor/Victorian Patroclus. Colin 
Hurley metamorphoses from 
Month’s comically precise Herr 
Malaprop, Schaaf, into a chillingly 
precise Ulysses. And Hutchinson, 
the cynic-vaudevillean physician 
of Month, becomes a scurrilous 
Archie Rice of a Thersites. A com- 
bination lechery scooper and war 
correspondent, he’s gotten up in a 
filthy suit and totes an old-time 
camera as he scavenges the stale- 
mated Greek-Trojan conflict for 
photo ops. 

There is no record that this 
shockingly modern, nihilistic play 
was performed in the Bard’s life- 
time. Dryden rewrote it as Troilus 
and Cressida, or The Truth Found 





besieged Trojans draped in 

gun belts. And, curiously, 
Roy Hanlon’s Pandarus (who 
does not have the last word, his 
final speech having been trans- 
posed) is a tall, fraying dodderer 
who appears to mean well. 

The 1930s Mediterranean setting 
not only suggests the fast waning of 
idealism and allows for some reli- 
gious mumbo-jumbo, it also paves 
the way for Boyd’s most striking bit 
of staging. When Cressida, pulled 
Romeo and Juliet-like from her first 
night with Troilus, is delivered to the 
Greek camp in exchange for a 
Trojan prisoner, the officers (includ- 
ing Sam Cox’s starchy chump of a 
Menelaus) line up not only to kiss 
her but to dance with her. 
Forcefully, they fling the reluctant 
guest among themselves in a sort of 
progressive samba until she grows 
flush, flirtatious, and blowzy. The 
dance is at once a violation and a 
seduction, awaking the wanton in 
Jayne Ashbourne’s heretofore hot- 
blooded but sweet Cressida. 

Naturally, this being the Royal 
Shakespeare Company (albeit its 
traveling farm team), the play is 
very well spoken, its long speeches 
about war and dirty dealing (espe- 
cially by Hurley’s clipped Ulysses) 
standing in marked contrast to 
such rallying calls as Henry V’s 
“We few, we happy few.” (It’s as 
if the Bard had been through a 
Vietnam or two.) But when 
director Boyd lets loose the reins, 
surrendering Troilus to blood, 
guts, and mounting percussion 
and William Houston’s boyish 
Troilus to savagery and numb- 
ness, the carnage is pretty horri- 
fying. The denizens of A Month 

in the Country stew and suffer 
mightily in their hothouse human 
sensibilities. But at least they 
hold on to them. =

Afterlife 


Reviving Tennessee Williams 


enchanting works. Written in 1953, it’s a 
dream play set in an afterlife peopled by liter- 
ary icons and characters from literature and 
popular culture — Jacques Casanova, 
Marguerite Gautier (the heroine of Dumas 


| fils’s Camille), Lord Byron, Proust’s Baron de 


Charlus, and others. Trapped in a border zone 
redolent of Hollywood’s Casablanca, at the 
edge of a seemingly uncrossable desert, they 
languish at the Siete Mares, a hotel run by the 
irrepressible Casper Gutman (the inscrutable, 
elegant villain played by Sydney Greenstreet 


in The Maltese Falcon) — or, if their money 
supply runs dry, they seek a room at one of 
the Camino’s seedier establishments. Here 
they wait in terror for the eerie, giggling 
Street Cleaners to come to take away their 
bodies — they’re already dead, though most 
of them don’t realize it. The Camino is a 
prison, a waiting room for obliteration, but 
there’s a whiff of implausible hope in its 
decaying atmosphere. Williams locates it in 
the dreamers, whose devotion to love and 
whose willingness to reach out to each other 
marks them as rebels. 

Camino Real is infrequently performed, 
because of its challenging style — part poetry,

mainstage season at Williamstown this summer, is one of 
Tennessee Williams’s wackiest and most uncategorizably 


parading down the aisles and an explosion of 
color ‘on the stage. But the staging is busy 
rather than inventive, and Michael Krass’s 
costumes aren’t flattering, either to the actors 
or to Williams’s ideas. You don’t get the sense 
of the poet-dreamers’ triumph here; the final 
reconciliation of the lovers, Marguerite and 
Casanova, after their separate disillusion- 
ments have torn them apart, is touching, but 
nothing in either the staging or the design 
allows for the transcendence of the hero, 
Kilroy, over the despair of his environment.

That’s because the mood of poetic despair is 
missing, and in its place is only an undifferen- 
tiated chintziness, part Tijuana, part Ringling 
Brothers. 

It doesn’t help that the Kilroy, Ethan 
Hawke, is so uncharismatic. I’ve loved Hawke 
in some of his recent movies, and a clip of his 
performance as Vince in Buried Child includ- 
ed in the recent PBS documentary on Sam 
Shepard suggested a young stage actor will- 
ing to take big risks. Here, though, he’s flat as 
a board, and his physical work is notably 
poor. Kilroy, whose name derives from the 
graffiti that identified the GI presence in

And as her 
mother, the Gypsy, Kristine Nielsen brings 
some of the lunatic energy and self-invented 
high style she exhibited earlier this year on 
the New York stage in the latest Christopher 
Durang play, Betty’s Summer Vacation 
(which Nicholas Martin also directed). 
There isn’t enough of Nielsen in Camino 
Real, but she makes something memorably 
wild out of her role. She and Davis — a 
strangely convincing mother-daughter duo 
— and the interplay between Blair Brown 
and Richard Easton provide the high-flying 
moments in an otherwise flat-footed edition 
of Williams’s lovely play. ®

The landscape 
in which contemporary art, no 
matter what boundaries it may 
appear to transgress, typically 
takes shape is one where joy and 





despair, thrill and ennui, fear and 
delight have little place. For 
whatever reason, profound 
aspects of human nature are 
largely forbidden territories for 
self-respecting, let alone 
successful, artists. Such freedom 
quickly suggests a jail. 

Enter John O'Reilly. His long 
and rewarding career as a creator 
of photomontages — all black 
and white, nearly all diminutive in 
scale, all marked by such integrity 
that to see one O’Reilly show is to 
recognize his work forever — has 
from its inception been marked by 
a willingness to go where few 
dared. The artist’s wry, shameless 
wit (his bespectacled head and 
bare, narrow shoulders superim- 
posed on a robust statue of 
Apollo) and strangely delicate 
eroticism (tiny identical men tum- 
bling in space like a cosmic circus 
act, each boasting an almost 
invisible erection) are among his 
signature features. He’s also out- 
right funny, bawdy, silly, compet- 
itive, dreamy, forlorn, self-effac- 
ing, egotistical, charming, com- 
plex, and ruminating. 

If you’re going to be in New 
York anytime soon, you can get

an introduction to O’Reilly’s oeu- 
vre — highly recommended but 
not a requirement for appreciat- 
ing the series now on view at the 
Yezerski Gallery — from the 
powerful retrospective at the Julie 
Saul Gallery in Manhattan (560 
Broadway). There you can watch 
O’Reilly as if in fast-forward, 
beginning with his hilarious, 
almost disturbing send-ups of 
celebrity, art, and the artistic 
process (in Action Pose Before 
Picasso a naked O'Reilly striking 
a severely twisted balletic pose 
models on a soap box before a 
busily brushing Pablo). Also on 
view are his droll, uncanny self- 
portraits dating from the mid 
1990s. In one, a hairless, shirt- 
less, balding O’Reilly stares at us 
beside an image of a self-portrait 
painted by Degas. 

Perhaps more than anyone else 
making important art these days, 
O’Reilly is a humorist; in the tra- 
dition of Mark Twain, his images 
begin in wit and play that gradu- 
ally reveal a wealth of psychologi- 
cal, emotional, and moral under- 
standing. A recurrent motif for 
him is work. A great number of 
his collages depict artists’ studios, 
within which some image of him 
invariably appears. Almost always 
undressed (and never flatteringly 
so), O’Reilly in his studio con- 
structions is typically up to some 
mischievous antic — having his 
torso painted by Seurat, or ges- 
turing like a melodramatic circus 
performer while seated on a 
trapeze in what looks like a muse- 
um storage area, a clutter of 
frames, pillars, statues, and a 
painting by Gainsborough. 

Yet out of such seeming silli- 
ness, you can begin to appreciate 
his committed debunking of the 
worshipful gravity we fall into 
with respect to masterpieces — in 
one collage, Bellini’s portrait of a 
poet appears in a heavily crowded 
space that includes O’Reilly way 
off in the background mooning 
the camera. And out of poking 
fun comes a restored celebration 
of the impulse to create. Every 
meticulously constructed, multi- 
faceted collage has required the 
artist to probe, dissect, associate, 
assemble — in short, to work. 

Even if you’re familiar with 
O’Reilly’s opus, however, you 
may be surprised by what awaits 
you at the Yezerski Gallery: a 
series of 13 pieces — still pho- 
tomontages, still small and still 
black and white — called simply 
“To Patrick.” Gone is the jester 
magician collapsing time, refuting 
archness. Gone are the levity and 
mirth and __ self-examination. 
Gone, too, at a technical level, is 
the seamless, Cézanne-like juxta- 
position of elements. Whereas 
before you couldn’t quite pinpoint 
where one Polaroid shard ended 
and another began, every “To 
Patrick” collage shows tears; the 
pictures look opened the way 
shrapnel opens flesh. 

Indeed, the theme of these lat- 
est works is death, death at its 
most wrenching — a relentless 
violence connects all the pieces in 
the exhibit, and you leave 
exhausted by their bombardment. 
All we know about Patrick is that 
he was born in 1975 and died 22 
years later, and in each of the 
works dedicated to him images of 
the body of a young man appear

torn apart: limbs, torsos, and 
faces lie scattered among the 
frames as if in a series of open 
graves. 

The visual background from 
which those body parts extend — 
the grave, as it were, in which 
they lie — is nothing less than Art 
itself: O’Reilly has his fractured 
youth’s components emerging 
from a backdrop of portraits by 
the masters, most often 
Rembrandt self-portraits. 
Moreover, the Rembrandt por- 
traits are themselves fractured; an 
eye or eyes stare out at us from 
the center of the frame, and the 
rest of the visage is made up of 
snapshots of disembodied youth. 

The result is unsettling. Age 
and youth commingle in these 
collages to suggest that the for- 
mer supervises or at least over- 
sees the destruction of the latter. 
In #1 of the series, a young man’s 
headless body appears split down 
the middle, legs on either side of 
Rembrandt’s unflinching stare. 
Further, Rembrandt’s head looms 
gargantuan compared to the size 
of the seated, naked, incomplete 
man. In #7 the same phenome- 
non occurs, with the difference 
that two bodies, apparently in the 
act of making love, appear sev- 
ered by Rembrandt’s head. 

Whereas O’Reilly’s visual refer- 
ences to master artists in his ear- 
lier works was spirited by sarcasm 





and ribaldry and a_ peculiar 
belonging (however ridiculously, 
images of himself were integrated 
into the stages that included 
Picasso or Seurat or Degas), now 
those references have been trans- 
formed into something ominous, 
forbidding. Now it’s Rembrandt’s 
face, world-weary and pained, 
that glares at arrested desire, erot- 
ic demise. “To Patrick” is John 
O’Reilly’s troubling thanatopsis. 


ALSO AT THE YEZERSKI 
appear, of all things, the ele- 
gant, meditative, abstract wood 
constructions of James Tellin. 
They’re lovely. Tellin takes rec- 
tangular boards and planes 
them into delicate vertical 
accordions that he gently colors 
to highlight both the properties 
of the wood and his own engi- 
neering. Each piece works like a 
small sanctuary: calm, transcen- 
dent, self-assured. Item #96 
suggests a rocket, dark skirts of 
wood on either side of an 
upwardly mobile center. Item 
#94 looks like an arborist’s ver- 
sion of a page from Gray’s 
Anatomy: a muscular extension 
that calls to mind a forearm and 
biceps. After the more immedi- 
ate drama of the neighboring 
works by John O’Reilly it would 
be easy to overlook the nuanced 
accomplishment of James Tellin.

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Braving the elements

dancers as superhuman, more beautiful and 
accomplished than the rest of us. Their bodies 
are perfectly honed to execute tremendous feats 
that remain in their muscle-memory banks for 
years. They can make an _ instantaneous 


physical response to a visual or 
mental stimulus, and they can 
coordinate with their fellow 
movers, sometimes even without 
being able to see who’s behind 
them. Despite these extra- 
ordinary attributes and skills, 
they always seem to be looking 
for ways to transcend what few 
limitations remain. 

Dance Umbrella’s final pre- 
sentation of the season, in mid 
June at the Emerson Majestic, 
featured several varieties of 
“aerial dance.” This is not a sin- 
gle form or technique but a 
shared quest for a range of 
movement that isn’t defined by 
one’s relationship to the ground. 
The eight companies I saw on 
the first evening were working 
within two related aerial tradi- 
tions: the aesthetics of circus 
and acrobatic athletes and the 
arranged risk-taking of rock 
climbers, high-wire stuntmen, 
and Evel Knievel. Aerial dance 
isn’t new to the theater or the 
experimental dance scene either. 
I thought most of the groups 
were working on refinements of 
very simple strategies tested 
around th@fate ’60s and early 
’70s in Trisha Brown’s equip- 
ment pieces (Planes, Walking on 
the Wall, Man Walking Down 
the Side of a Building). By now, 
aerial dance has become one 
component of a whole genre of 
spectacle ranging from Cirque 
du Soleil to Elizabeth Streb’s 
Ringside. 

Streb, by the way, has devel- 
oped a portable set, called a box 
truss. Adapted from the struc- 
tures used for rock concerts, it 
contains and supports the many 
flying, falling, diving, tumbling, 
multidimensional effects that 
constitute her dance. In New 
York last week I heard a “tech 
talk” about that elaborate, envi- 
ronmental grid. It was being 
installed in the Winter Garden of 
the World Financial Center, 
where Streb and company are 
conducting a three-week, six- 
hour-a-day public rehearsal res- 
idency. 

For all its diversity, the Dance 
Umbrella program seemed tame 
compared to Streb’s drastic and 
demanding work. Of course, it 
takes training and courage to 
strike beautiful poses and 
change your grip from hand to 
ankle to crook of the knee while 
swinging or hanging upside 
down on a wire — I would not 
dream of doing it. But this 
seemed to be the extent of tech- 
nical and aesthetic aspiration for 
many of the works, and in the 
end they began to look alike. 

Pilar Cervera of Fura, which is 
based in Barcelona, used a red 
silk cloth that she tied into slings 
and knots to stand in and lean 
out of and sometimes drop from, 
as she melted from one shape to 
another. At various times she

| looked like a snake charmer, a 


Hindu goddess, and an exotic 


| dancer. She finally fashioned the 
| cloth and herself into a six- 
| pointed star. This piece, Catorze 


(“Fourteen”), set an Orientalist 


| tone of exquisite exhibitionism 
| that carried over into several 
| other things. 


Axis Dance Company’s 
Descending Cords (directed by 
Joanna Haigood) had two peo- 
ple on a revolving ladder going 
through a series of continuous, 
complementary and _ possibly 
amorous shapes — I thought of 
Susan Marshall’s 1987 Kiss, 
where the dancers floated apart 
and together harnessed to the 
ends of two cables. In another 
part of the Axis space, two other 
dancers wafted in tandem on 
two almost invisible swivel 
chairs. And two men sensually 
partnered each other on a swing 
trapeze in Bodyvox’s One, which 
was choreographed by Eric 
Skinner to romantic music from 
Songs of the Auvergne. 

Only a few pieces emphasized 
movement as something more 
than the maneuvers required to 
create decorative or metaphoric 
effects. Jo Kreiter showcased her 
upper-body strength in Test, 
throwing herself at an upright 
pole, climbing it, winding 
around it, fastening herself per- 
pendicular to it. The program 
closed with David Parsons’s sen- 
sational solo Caught, which was 
danced by Jaime Martinez. 
Using a hand-held switch, 
Martinez activated a strobe light 
every time he hit the peak of a 


| jump, so that he made himself 


seem to be levitating. But the 
most physical and riskiest event 


| of the evening was a pre-perfor- 
| mance cliff caper by four people 


from Project Bandaloop (based 
Out West somewhere), who 


| scaled down and rappelled off 
| the side of the Castle at Park 


Plaza, stopping rush-hour traffic 


| and collecting an awestruck 
| crowd on Arlington Street. 


THE FOLLOWING WEEK | 
went to Washington, where I 
up with the Royal 
Swedish Ballet, which was tour- 
ing to only two places in the US 
with an amazing program of 


| reconstructions from the cele- 
brated but almost totally extinct 


Ballets Suédois. ; 
Avant-garde dance disappears 
fast. It either fades as soon as its 
novelty wears off or it serves, 
like Trisha Brown’s early work, 
to open up new and increasingly 
sophisticated genres. Self-styled 


| dance archeologists Millicent 
| Hodson and Kenneth Archer 


have been bringing the dance 
history of the early 20th century 
to life for more than a decade. 
Hodson researches and directs 
the choreography; Archer re- 
creates the designs. They’ve res-

urrected works by Nijinsky, 
Balanchine, and now the Ballets 
Suédois’ Jean Borlin. 

Seeing the program at the 
Kennedy Center (it was pre- 
miered last summer in 
Stockholm) was like entering a 


| time machine. When they’re per- 


formed at all, period pieces tend 
to get tucked in among more 
familiar fare, as if producing 
companies were afraid we’d for- 








get what they really do. It was 
Robert Joffrey who sparked a 
serious interest in the choreo- 


| graphic heritage of ballet, but 


after his death, in 1988, the 
125-year archive he built up — 
including Hodson’s monumental 
re-creation of Le sacre du prin- 
temps and 14 others from the 
period 1910-1940 — quickly 
disappeared again. 

Joffrey never got around to 


| the Ballets Suédois, but he might 
| have, after working his way 
through the choreographers of 


Diaghilev’s Ballets Russes — 
Fokine, Massine, Nijinsky, 
Nijinska, and Balanchine — 


| plus the German expressionist 


Kurt Jooss. A rival of the Ballets 
Russes though much less 
durable, the Ballets Suédois 
(1920-1925) was arguably more 
experimental, and democratic, 
than ° Diaghilev’s enterprise. 
Bankrolled by its founder, Rolf 
de Maré, it didn’t have to culti- 


| vate an audience as strenuously 
| as the Ballets Russes. De Maré 


employed the modern painters 
and composers of the time, but 
all the choreography was done 
by Bérlin, who had neither the 
physique, the virtuosic ability, 
nor the inclination to work in a 
neoclassical direction. This 
means that the Ballets Suédois 
didn’t acquire either the elitist 








| seemed more 





clientele or the long-term critical 
cachet that the Russes did. With 
only one choreographer, who 
died only five years after the 
demise of the company, the 
repertory didn’t spread out 
beyond its original venue. 
Nothing but bits were filmed, 
and until now, nothing survived. 

Hodson derived her stagings 


| of Within the Quota (music by 


Cole Porter, designs by Gerald 
Murphy), Dervishes (Aleksandr 
Glazunov, Georges Mouveau), 
and Skating Rink (Arthur 
Honegger, Fernand Léger) from 


| existing visual materials, musical 


scores, written accounts, inter- 
views with surviving dancers, 
and a dancer-scholar’s immer- 
sion in the sensibility of her sub- 
ject. We can’t know how authen- 
tically they replicate the origi- 
nals, but probably they’re the 
closest thing we’ll ever get. They 
certainly tell us more about the 
Ballets Suédois’ aesthetics than 
the other reconstruction on the 
program, Ivo Cramér’s El Greco, 


| which followed Bérlin’s scheme 


of animating famous paintings 


| and connecting the tableaux into 
a story but used an expressionis- 


tic movement and mime and 
modern than 
1920. 

Within the Quota, where a 


| Swedish immigrant lands on 
| American soil and meets up with 
| every stereotyped character a 


European would have recog- 


| nized from movies and shows of 
the time, was interesting mainly 


for the simultaneous, clashing 
rhythms and keys of Cole 
Porter’s score. Dervishes repli- 
cated what we still see in tradi- 
tional Sufi ceremonies, with 
hints of personal relationships 
underlying the ritual patterns of 











the five-dervishes and the five 
soldiers who pass by, become 
intrigued, and join in the 
whirling dances but finally cap- 
ture the devout practitioners. 
Hodson has spoken a lot 
about the cubist intentions of 
Skating Rink. Fernand Léger’s 
geometric set and costume 
designs are set in motion by the 
large group of simulated roller- 
skaters, who glide continuously 


| in big and small circles and cut- 


up linear tracks while various 


| characters emerge to enact their 


stories. This is a big and inter- 


| esting ballet, more than you can 
| grasp at one viewing, and I hope 
| the Royal Swedish will keep it in 


repertory. 
A couple things that struck me 


| about the program were the 
| range of thematic sources and 
| the attempts to distinguish all 


the dancers. Even the 24 mem- 
bers of the corps de ballet in 
Skating Rink had titles designat- 
ing their occupation, their class, 
and sometimes the color of their 
costumes, so the audience could 


| pick them out. In these four bal- 


lets, at least, we can see that the 
Ballets Suédois’ idea of mod- 


| ernism was not limited to refor- 


mulating traditional ballet classi- 
cism with the same polarizing 
social set-ups. Class boundaries 


| are much more permeable; peo- 
| ple are recognized for what they 
| do, not the status into which 
| they were born. The subject 


matter could be ethnological, as 
in Dervishes and many other 
folk-dance ballets Borlin 
devised, and religious themes 
could be quite specific. The

Missy “Misdemeanor” Elliott's Real World

cold obvious that the average young female pop 
fan in this country is far better off if she doesn’t 
identify herself as a bitch. I mean, it shouldn’t 
take much theoretical acumen to realize that a 


convoluted psycho-social 


internalized misogyny isn’t good 
for anyone’s mental health. 

Think again. Rapper/produc- 
er/singer and all-around hip-hop 
mogul Missy “Misdemeanor” 
Elliott isn’t interested in theory, 
and there’s nothing at all wrong 
with her mental acumen. The lead 
single from her new album is 
called “She’s a Bitch,” a jittery 
rap set to a kind of dark, mecha- 
nized tango in which the per- 
former wears the putdown with 
pride: “See I got more cheese/So 
back on up while I roll up my 
sleeve.” She dares call herself the 
b-word because she lives in the 
real world — or, as her new 
album title puts it, Da Real World 
(The Gold Mind/EastWest), a 
place where nothing is stone-cold 
obvious at all and theory gets 
whupped upside the head if it 
don’t move out the way. 

Take any African-American 
community where the mess of the 
real world is still felt — perhaps, 
the one in Portsmouth, Virginia, 
that nurtured Missy Elliott and 
her long-time friend and collabo- 
rator, Timbaland. In these com- 
munities, convoluted psycho- 
social pathologies have taken 
such a toll on youthful gender 
relations that what seems like 
internalized misogyny can actual- 
ly work as a defense mechanism 
— beat ’em by joining ’em. In 
fact, though “She’s a Bitch” is 
really just a series of standard 
boasts, Da Real World’s under- 
pinning theme is the intensity and 
variability of those hyped-up gen- 
der relations, from the nothing- 
going-on-but-the-rent ‘tude of 
“All n my Grill” and gold digging 
of “Hot Boyz” to 


ELLIOTT DARES call herself the b-word because she lives in the real world, a place where nothing is stone-cold obvious at all and theory 





like 


the jealous-yirl rage of “You 
Don’t Know” (directed at the 
other woman) and “Stickin’ 
Chickens” (at her lyin’-ass man). 
In this context, it’s probably safe 
to say that the braggadocio of 
“She’s a Bitch” sounds to many 
young black women a little the 
way the Ramones’ “Judy Is a 
Punk” must have sounded to the 
white bohemian fringe, or Ice 
Cube’s “The Nigga Ya Love To 
Hate” to hardcore hip-hop heads 
— like a raw, liberating challenge 
to the linguistic propriety that 
keeps us all in our proper places. 

Yet in most of the white com- 
munities that are home to the 
majority of average young female 
pop fans, order still rules. If you 
watched MTV’s All Request Live 
during the end of May and the 
beginning of June, you saw and 
heard those white girls deciding

the curse word. Day after day, the 
song would receive a marginal 
special mention — a young girl 
announcing to the camera or 
sending in an e-mail about how 
she’s a bitch too and proud of it 

while the majority of the 
requesters demanded the perfect- 
ly healthy pop comforts of ’N 
Sync and the Backstreet Boys. I 
know I’m just talking metaphors 
here, but even before the rapper’s 
new album came out last week, 
the single had dropped off the 
Billboard 100 entirely. 

Of course, the single was a hit 
of sorts, and it got props in major 
and minor hip-hop spots, from 
the Source to my favorite 
Friday-night college-radio rap 
show. But if Missy’s minor mis- 
step in judging her whole audi- 

ence was far from fatal, it 
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gets whupped upside the head if it don’t move out the way. 





was crucial nonetheless. For 
starters, it was the first time this 
creative dynamo had ever made a 
move that didn’t simultaneously 
broaden her base and strengthen 
her roots. After being “discov- 
ered” in 1992 by a member of the 
R&B group Jodeci and spending 
three years in the business estab- 
lishing her entrepreneurial inde- 
pendence, she started churning 
out hits for other artists with 
accelerating regularity. By the 
time she turned 25, in 1997, and 
cut her smash debut album, Supa 
Dupa Fly (The Gold 
Mind/EastWest), her financial 
independence was already 
secured by paychecks from the 
likes of Aaliyah, Ginuwine, SWV, 
and many others — a roster that 
continues to grow, especially 
under the auspices of her own 
Elektra-distributed label, the 
Gold Mind. 

In turn, those royalty checks 
may have been partly responsible 
for the remarkable chances that 
Elliott and Timbaland took on 
Supa Dupa Fly, a slow, simmer- 
ing, profoundly spare album 
(think about it) that bridged hip- 
hop and pop by stretching the 
sensibilities of each camp toward 
a literal no man’s land. In the lop- 
ing funk and hook-laden chorus- 
es of unstoppable cuts like “The 
Rain (Supa Dupa Fly)” and 
“Sock It 2 Me,” the radio was 
forced to give it up to a newcom- 
er whose tracks were both looser 
and more finely layered than any 
rap that usually reaches the air- 
waves. Yet precisely because it 
was a woman at the helm, the 
expression of these “soft” sounds 
and their attendant gat-free, 
hedonistic lyrics didn’t seem to 
damage Missy’s street cred — if 
anything, the streets were drawn a 
little bit closer to her sound and 
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vision (and a lot closer to 
Timbaland’s beats). 

It hardly seems a coincidence, 
then, that the only real compari- 
son to Missy in the two years 
since Supa Dupa Fly has been 
another woman, Lauryn Hill. 
With her soulful, wide-ranging 
production and her masterful 
blend of rap and R&B, Hill’s 
1998 solo debut, The 
Miseducation of Lauryn Hill 
(Columbia), is rightly credited for 
instilling a sense of possibility in 
hip-hop at least as large as that 
which Supa Dupa Fly threw 
down. The difference is that 
Lauryn not only escaped the con- 
straints of hardcore rap, she 
largely escaped hip-hop itself — 
not the form (complaints about 
her “flow” are for purist prigs), 
but that elusive sense of belonging 
to a community of disparate 
artists talking to one another 
across their recordings, and how 
that acts as some kind of mirror 
of the community from which 
they all came. There’s nothing 
necessarily wrong with Hill’s 
move, but it’s one reason nothing 
on her album is anywhere as fun 
or sexy or, yes, communal as 
Elliott’s musical question “Beep 
beep/Who’s got the keys to the 
Jeep?” 

On the other hand, Hill has 
also freed herself from the 
responsibility of pledging alle- 
giance to her community every 
time out, a responsibility that 
weighs down Da Real World in 
ways it barely touched Supa 
Dupa Fly, from the generic hard- 
core album title on down. 
Likewise, Timbaland, Missy’s 
heretofore unfailing right-hand 
man, often overloads his sophisti- 
cated brand of gritty/friendly 
funk. Instead of playing Curtis 
Mayfield trying to imitate James 
Brown with a light buzz on, he 
slathers on the usual pompous 
minor-key fantasias so beloved by 
the hardcore rap clique. 

Not that Timbaland waterlogs 
the whole project. The entire mid- 
dle section sports solid effects 
alleviating the gloom, like the 
sitar-like licks of the soul jam 

“You Don’t Know” and 
the electro-beats of 
“Smooth Chick” 
running _hippity- 
skippity like a video 


game at one 





level too fast to handle. Then 
there’s Lady Saw’s guest toasting 
on “Mr. D.J.,” a coda that jacks 
up the track a notch or three as 
some pseudo-Sicilian mandolin 
plays counterpoint against stacca- 
to strings. In fact, extended codas 
are a major feature of the album, 
part of a _ technique that 
Timbaland and Elliott seem to be 
calling “the matrix.” After drain- 
ing a track of all conceivable juice, 
they jack it up for another go- 
round, sometimes with a com- 
pletely new beat attached — a 
trick that’s most startling on the 
Eminem feature “Busa Rhyme.” 
Not that this particular number 
needs it, the guest shot is so star- 
tling and outrageous in itself. As is 
his wont, Eminem vents his spleen 
with a misogynistic fervor that 
makes the debate over “Bitch” 
seem an absurd trifle, saving his 
sentiments from utter con- 
temptibility by the sheer force of 
his psychotic imagination and the 
hint of self-condemnation hidden 
in his spew (“I’m not a commodi- 
ty; I’m an oddity”), sort of like a 
hip-hop Quentin Tarantino (or is 
that redundant?). Even so, his rap 
was so outrageous that part of the 
track was scrambled just before 
release — the lines where he 
walks through the airport and hits 
a “fucking pregnant bitch in the 
stomach” with his luggage. It 
takes Missy Elliott almost the 
whole rest of the album to win 
back your complete attention. 

Take Emimem’s besting of 
Missy as a sign not of her weak- 
ness but of her_ incredible 
strength at helping f6 bring on 
the so-called hip-hop renais- 
sance — easily the best time for 
hip-hop albums since the late 
80s. The irony is, that renais- 
sance means a return to the 
one-shot unpredictability of a 
form that has always been 
among the most communally 
driven in pop music, so that 
Missy can rule one year, Lauryn 
Hill the next, and a whiteboy 
freakazoid like Eminem after 
that. There are manifold reasons 
why few hip-hop artists are 
dependable beacons of creativity 
while the movement itself burns 
on so brightly, but perhaps the 
most inspiring is the mere fact 
that the form is so damn hard to 
catch and hold, to do right again 
and again. 

That doesn’t mean individual 
artists don’t still lead the pack: for 
all her subjugation to hardcore 

formulas this time out, Missy 

proves she does. In his Source 
§ interview, Timbaland said 
tA 6that Missy balked at per- 

j : 

forming any of the slow 
romantic numbers she 
writes so well for others, 

but at the album’s close, she 

slips in a haunting ode to 
obsession, “Can’t Resist.” 

It’s a pure shot of slow-burn 
R&B, the closest thing on 

the album to the free-form 
invention of Supa Dupa Fly, 
and it’s followed by a short 
tribute to God that’s as tender 
and humble as these things 
ever get. Together, they’re lit- 
tle winks letting us know the 
score. This time, she’s 
caught up in the game, but

There was a telling Chemical Brothers 
anecdote in the March 1999 issue of Britain’s 
club-culture monthly the Face. That issue’s 
installment of “Objects of Affectation,” a 
column about club memorabilia of years past, 
was about amyl nitrate, or “poppers,” a drug 








that dilates blood vessels, 
increasing skin sensitivity and 
inducing a brief but powerful head 
rush. A long-time staple of the gay 
club scene, amyl — inhaled from a 
capsule, or in liquid form through a 
soaked cigarette — became the 
drug of choice at London’s fierce 
Sunday Social Club, where the 
Chemical Brothers did a career- 
naking residency in the summer 
and fall of 1994. 

They were still spinning as the 
Dust Brothers then, borrowing the 
iame — without permission — 
from LA hip-hop producers Mike 
Simpson and John King. But their 
signature style was already in evi- 
dence. As Gareth Grundy noted in 
“Objects of Affectation,” amyl’s 
one-minute rush “dictated the 
music policy. The more belligerent 
the track . . . the louder the 
response. ‘Sabotage’ by the Beastie 
Boys and the Beatles’ “Tomorrow 
Never Knows’ worked best.” 

That's early Chemical Brothers, 
nutshelled — a soundtrack for a 
fleeting high. From their 1992 sin- 
gle “Song to the Siren” on up to

1997’s_ Dig Your Own Hole 
(Astralwerks), it was all about peaks 
and climaxes, with every sample 
advancing the payoff, driving 
straight to the hoop. You can ID the 
elements of a signature smackdown 
like “Block Rockin’ Beats” as they 
stack up — a thumb-wars bass riff, 
a Schooly D boast, funk-factory 
percussion, fire alarms crying disco 
inferno, the “Woo!” from Frankie 
Cutlass’s (1994 boriqua spot-rock- 
er) “Puerto Rico,” and on and on. 
But the individual pieces don’t real- 
ly matter. “Block Rockin’ ” was an 
exercise in cumulative thrills; the 
Brothers took the rules of hip-hop 
break-extension (essentially, bite 
the section of the record that really 
rocks the bells, rinse, repeat) and 
got positively fanatical with them, 
piling peaks upon peaks. ie 
Back in the day, those same prin- 
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ciples of construction allowed pio- 
neering hip-hop break miners to 
redeem countless artists — from 
Billy Cobham to Billy Squier to Billy 
Joel — whose works appeared hope- 
lessly undope to the untrained ear. 
Let’s take Joel as an example: the 
Piano Man’s “Stiletto” is wack. But 
after ’89, when Marley Marl hooked

up a drum loop from “Stiletto” on 
Kool G. Rap’s “Road to the Riches,” 


Joel — or, more accurately, a few 
transitory seconds of his back cata- 
logue — became de facto cool. 


(Now unscrupulous hip-hop shops 
even charge new-wax prices for 
thrift-store copies of 52nd Street.) 
The Chemicals just applied this 
black-rockin’ approach to acid 


house and late-’80s British indie 
rock. The end result was a run on 
hip-hop’s infinite jackpots potent 
enough to zap even guitar-music 
loyalists with the bop gun. They may 
not have been the first DJs to stum- 
ble on it, but epiphanous shit is 
epiphanous shit, and in spreading 
the gospel first to London clubland 
and then to the world, the Brothers 
— formerly Tom Rowlands and Ed 
Simons, dweeby Manchester 
University history majors — became 
as money as Billy Joel. 

Last year, the Brothers released 
a mix CD, Brothers Gonna Work It 
Out (Astralwerks). Like Prodigy 
mix maestro Liam Howlett’s more 
recent Dirtchamber Sessions (XL 
Recordings), the disc was a tip of 
the cans to old-school hip-hop, 
mixing Chemical rarities with old 
Kenny “Dope” Gonzalez and 
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Jimmy Castor joints. But Work It 
Out also saw the Brothers getting 
back in touch with their house- 
music roots, shuffling in vintage 
Chicago acid tracks and growing 
all misty over epoch-defining 
nightspots like Manchester’s 
Hacienda. 

With their third full-length, 
Surrender (Astralwerks), the 
Brothers push deeper into the 
same groove. There’s an occasion- 
al nod to hip-hop — the Daft 
Punk—y “Music: Response” quotes 
part of Nicole’s Timbaland-pro- 
duced hit “Make It Hot,” and 
“Hey Boy Hey Girl” abstracts a 
piece of Rockmaster Scott and the 
Dynamic Three’s “The Roof Is on 
Fire.” But the dominant black beat 
on the album is house’s resolute 
4/4, and most of the “dance” 
tracks are robo like Kraftwerk, and 
disco like 14-carat coke spoons. 

Fueled by ecstasy and acid house, 
Britain’s 1989 Summer of Love was 
itself a retro phenomenon — the 
music came from gay clubs and 
warehouse parties in New York and 
the American Northeast, but the 
scene lifted imagery, ideals, and 
fashion tips straight from the 1960s. 
Accordingly, the Brothers’ field trip 
to rave’s ground zero quickly veers 
into swirling psychedelia. Surrender 
time-tunnels back to the ’80s to dig 
for beats, but like Austin Powers, it 
looks to the 60s for its mojo. A song 
tile like “The - Sunshine 
Underground” says it all. Or check 
the first single — the infectiously 
derivative “Let Forever Be” throws a 

shimmying bass line 


and some DJ 
Shadow-ish_snare- 
drum cartwheels 


under a Noel Galla- 
gher vocal and a 
droning melody line 
that could be 
Mellotron cello or 
Jimmy Page sawing 
ax. Orchestral-pop 
eccentrics Jonathan 
Donahue and Mer- 
cury Rev played on 
Dig’s prescient clos- 
er, “The Private 
Psychedelic Reel”; 
here, Donahue does 
a tender duet with a 
battle droid on 
“Dream On,” and 
hazy synth sounds 
pour down around 
him like purple rain. 

The loveliest analog 
instrument on Sur- 
render is the voice of 
Mazzy Star’s Hope 
Sandoval, who sings on “Asleep 
from Day.” For a minute, the 
freakin’ and peakin’ gives way to a 
tranquil, chiming folkscape, full of 
fake plastic trees and little fluffy 
clouds. The drum machine lays out 
until halfway through, and Sandoval 
gets all elliptical, murmuring about 
the moon, and her friends, and their 
beautiful eyes. She’s subbing for 
Beth Orton, who acted as chill-out 
chanteuse on the first two 
Chemicals records before striking 
out on her own. But Sandoval’s 
style, at once hair-raisingly intimate 
and somnambulantly detached, 
actually serves the Brothers’ 
smoked-out sound better — where- 
as Orton was always waking up with 
a hangover, Sandoval has yet to 
touch ground. 

All this swirling trip rock rubs up 
against tracks like “Got Glint?” and

“Influenced,” some of the danciest 
music this “dance” act has ever 
made. The juxtaposition speaks to 
the Brothers’ uncertainty about the 
future of the funk and their place in 
it. Maybe they should be worried. 
Fatboy Slim’s got more hooks than 
Sam Jackson has Kangols, and his 
own rave-nostalgia trip, “Praise 
You,” has already done more busi- 
ness than Surrender’s ever gonna do. 

Meanwhile, a clutch of less 
inspired beat-flunkies have jacked 
the Brothers’ sound wholesale, 
turning it into something its origi- 
nators would undoubtedly prefer to 
leave behind. But frogs like Daft 
Punk and the Respect posse do this 
nu-house-cum-disco thing far bet- 
ter. So do Underworld — their 
Beaucoup Fish (JBO/V2) is the 
best British dance record of ’99, a 
Daydream Nation for ravers com- 
ing down in a planetarium and gov- 
erned by almost tantric cycles of 
suspension and gratification. It 
savors thrills the Chems’ dust-ups 
barely even save. 

And though it’s obvious by now 
that punching up the Mantronix- 
on-steroids roar of Big Beat is 
Column A/Column B cake to the 
Brothers, their departures from 
that formula feel a little familiar 
too. Most of Surrender’s psyche- 
delic reels are _ rethreads: 
Gallagher and Donahue again, 
Sandoval filling in for Orton. 
“Let Forever” is such a ripoff of 
the Brothers’ own “Setting Sun,” 
they should jump back and sue 
themselves. 

Besides, the wayback-machine 
music that rules Surrender can be 
only a temporary refuge — you 
can’t go house again. Club life is a 
young man’s game, dropping out a 
young person’s pursuit. Surrender 
dwells, ambivalently, in that space 
where losing your mind/finding 
yourself in a field at midnight gives 
way to harsh dawn, to a reality that 
goes day-to-day and not beat-to- 
beat, to getting a job and ordering a 
“Beat Any Drug Test!” kit from the 
back of Rolling Stone. 

It’s all there in Michel Gondry’s 
eye-popping, space-bending video 
for “Let Forever Be,” in which a 
make-up-counter salesgirl hoofs 
back and forth between real life 


and the surreal variety-show set of 
her dreams, where she’s just 
another clone in the chorus line. 
The clip’s acid-flashback subtext 
might as well be spelled out in sub- 
titles, but it neatly encapsulates 
Surrender; like their bewildered 
video stand-in, the Brothers are 
between worlds. As Trouble Funk 
once commanded, they’ve dropped 
the bomb on the white boy. But 
now they’re at a loss for a deft 
segue to the next kick. It’s like 
Beth Orton sang at the end of Dig 
Your Own Hole — where do they 
go from here? 


ORBITAL have a suggestion — 
nowhere. The duo’s early rave hits 
— like 1989’s “Chime,” home- 
recorded with nothing but a Casio 
and a delay pedal — were master- 
pieces of electronic counterpoint, 
spooky synth-phonies that put a 
premium on melody and treated 
beats like training wheels. When 
drum ’n’. bass sounds fluttered 
through their 1994 Snivilisation 
(ffrr), it constituted a rare conces- 
sion to the trend of the moment — 
for the most part, Orbital’s Phil 
and Paul Hartnoll have been tech- 
no’s most reliable, least ambitious 
name act, rejecting their genre’s 
obsession with planned obsoles- 
cence, upgrading the same sounds 
in what looks like perpetuity. 
Middle of Nowhere (ffrr), the 
pair’s fifth album, is as characteristi- 
cally context-less as its title suggests. 
It’s also way over-programmed, 
replacing the old stuff’s cold sweat 
with underwhelming Pro Tools fire- 
works. And though the tracks sel- 
dom sound dated, they ain’t exactly 
fresh, either — more like well-pre- 
served. Still, there are some inspired 
moments — like the summer-sub- 
lime “Style,” where the Hartnolls 
catch the bus outside Gary Numan’s 
house, cruise by Expose’s crib, then 
get picked up by a flying saucer — 
that make Nowhere almost worth 
the non-trip. &

BRIAN WILSON: 
STILL A BEACH BOY 


A Brian Wilson solo concert could go 
in either of two directions. Ideally, 
Wilson could take the approach of Don 
Was’s documentary, J Just Wasn’t 
Made for These Times: he could play 
grand piano with a small and soulful 
combo, digging up his deepest and 
most personal material, redefining the 
songs and revealing himself along the 
way. 

Or he could do what he did at 
Symphony Hall a week ago Monday 
— present a Beach Boys concert with- 
out the Beach Boys. Although the set 
list offered a few tantalizing glimpses 
into Brian’s darker corners, it was 
weighted toward the same oldies that 
the Boys have performed for years. 
Instead of “Surf’s Up” we got “Surfin’ 
USA”; instead of “ ’Til I Die” it was 
“Fun, Fun, Fun.” The near-sellout 
crowd may have come in to be wor- 
shipful, but by the end of the first set 
the dancers were up and beach balls 
were being thrown around. It was the 
first day of summer after all 

With an 1 1-piece band (anchored by 
LA's Wondermints) in tow, the songs 
were treated more lovingly than they’ve 
been at Beach Boys shows. It may be 
the first time that “Good Vibrations” 
has been performed with all the com- 
plex vocal and instrumental parts 
intact. In the night’s main surprise, the 
band even played the two instrumental 
tracks from the Pet Sounds album while 
their composer turned around and 
looked on. Wilson was content to work 
his voice into a group mix, sounding 
most comfortable with the middle-reg- 
ister leads that Mike Love used to sing. 
Many of the old “Brian” parts were 
covered by singer/guitarist Jeffrey 
Foskett, the same guy who handled the 
falsetto vocals on latter-day Beach 
Boys tours. 

Making few on-stage speeches but 
doing a lot of grinning and waving, 
Wilson did provide a few payoffs for 
serious fans. “God Only Knows” and 
the new “Lay Down Burden” formed a 
moving two-song tribute to his late 
brother Carl. And the encore of 
“Caroline No” found him hitting the 
right feelings as well as the right notes. 
But the song he seemed most invested 
in was the one he didn’t write: the Phil 
Spector/Ronettes hit “Be My Baby.” 
When he keyed into that song’s essen- 
tial romance and innocence, it was the 
clearest glimpse into Brian Wilson’s 
soul that anyone’s likely to get.

J. GEILS BAND: 
MUSICIANS 
ON A MISSION 


Peter Wolf fondly remembers the good 
old days of Boston debauchery. “This is 
goin’ out to the Combat Zone,” he said, 
introducing a song from the Tweeter 
Center stage. “What you wanted, it got; 
and when you needed, it had.” Wolf 
also remembers the good old values of 
classic R&B and rock. So do his allies 
in the re-formed J. Geils Band, who 
played three shows in their home town 
— at the Paradise under the guise of 
Juke Joint Jimmy and His Houseparty 
Rockers a week ago Saturday, and to 
two packed houses at the Mansfield 
amphitheater last Wednesday and 
Thursday — as they began their first 
tour together in 17 years. 

That’s why Wolf was so damn enter- 
taining: dancing nonstop, dropping to 
his knees, dashing into the crowd, con- 
ducting the band in big rave-up song 
endings, and launching into stream-of- 
semi-consciousness raps about every- 
thing from sex to dreams to stoner TV. 
And why the Geils Band played — 
hard and with all their hearts — for 
two and a half hours (a little less at the 
Paradise), offering relentlessly high- 
powered versions of their hits (“Love- 
itis,” “Freeze Frame,” “One Last Kiss,” 
“Centerfold,” “Sanctuary,” 
“Whammer Jammer,” “Love Stinks,” 
and a boat-load more) and gems from

the “R&B canon” (“First I Look at the 
Purse,” “Homework,” “Land of 1000 
Dances,” and another boatload). 
When the Geils gang were coming up 
in the ’60s, what they needed, they got 
— from Don Covay, Otis Redding, 
Wilson Pickett, Otis Rush, Muddy 
Waters . . . musicians on a mission to 
play their best and win every damn heart 
in the house. And what they got, they 
gave. Despite a near-two-decade break, 
they still know how to give. Even better 
than before. Wolf remains a born front- 
man, yet his singing’s improved since 
the band’s ’70s and ’80s springtime. J. 
Geils has become a more flexible gui- 
tarist with a stronger tone to apply to his 
bag of Chicago-blues-based licks. 
Harmonica ace Magic Dick remains a 
disciple of the great bluesman Sonny 
Boy Williamson II who’s learned how to 
wrap the harp’s Delta dialect ‘round 
rock tunes. Seth Justman’s got a power- 
ful command of the keys — especially 
roadhouse B-3 organ. And with Rollins 
Band ironman Sim Cain (replacing 
original drummer Steven Joe Bladd) 
alongside Danny Klein on bass, the bot- 
tom is bigger and badder. Their new 
math adds up to one of the finest rock 
and R&B ensembles ever to hit stage. 
Wolf has made the point that this 14- 
date cross-country trek isn’t a nostalgia 
tour. The J. Geils Band’s visceral per- 
formances restated his case. But they 
did hark back to a time when rock and 
roll had a different value system: that 
pre-punk, pre-shoegazer era when 
bands played as hard as long and as 
good as they could and aimed to please 


every soul with a ticket.

THE ART ENSEMBLE 
OF CHICAGO: 
LUSTER WITHOUT 
LESTER 


The Art Ensemble of Chicago made a 
virtue of necessity during their Boston 
Globe Jazz and Blues Festival concert 
at the Berklee Performance Center a 
week ago Wednesday night. With 
trumpeter Lester Bowie hospitalized, 
reed player Roscoe Mitchell, bassist 
Malachi Favors, and drummer Don 
Moye called on Chicago saxophonist- 
pianist Ari Brown to join them. And 
rather than run down a set of tunes, 
they played 90 minutes that was near- 


ly all free improvisation. Their eclec- 
tic sets of tunes in different styles, 
linked by freely improvised segues, 
have gotten close to a predictable 
routine. Certainly their most recent 
album betrayed a sense of going 
through the motions. But with Bowie 
out, they had to rely more on their 
instincts as improvisers to make 
everything work. With their masterful 
musicianship and intuition honed by 
years of experience, they pulled off an 
improvisational tightrope act without 
the safety net of written music 

The serene opening section with 
Mitchell on bass recorder and Brown 
on flute. had an undercurrent of ten- 
sion provided by Moye and Favors on 
his little percussion instruments. That 
eventually gave way to a section built 
around the contrasts between 
Mitchell’s long tenor-sax tones and 
Brown’s pecking soprano notes. 
When Mitchell moved to alto, explor- 
ing his enormous vocabulary of 
unusual timbres, Moye filled in the 
spaces around Mitchell’s highly edited 
outbursts. Brown spent much of the 
set at the piano, and his sharp percus- 
sive chords bolstered Moye’s drums 
and Favors’s hard-swinging lines 
behind Mitchell’s exhausting soprano- 
saxophone outburst that followed. 

A tightly argued solo by Brown 
blended his gruff, classic tenor sound 
with Moye’s Africanized free rhythms 
on conga. Mitchell then launched into 
the set’s emotional climax, a thorny 
soprano-sax solo in which his circular 
breathing helped him maintain an 
uninterrupted flow of notes for several 
minutes. At times he seemed to be 
playing more than one horn, as he 
interwove several clashing angular 
lines. The band wrapped up the section 
swinging in tempo, then returned for a 
red hot encore in which the two saxo- 
phonists locked in high-energy dia- 
logue over roiling bass and drums. 

Inevitably, the set wandered in and 
out of focus — still, it was fascinating 
to listen to the players move from one 
section to the next, offering ideas to 
one another, until a suggestion coa- 
lesced into a definite direction. The Art 
Ensemble and other members of the 
Association for the Advancement of 
Creative Musicians like Brown pio- 
neered this kind of concert-length 
improvisation more than 30 years ago 
They remain among its undisputed 
masters.

MacDowell, and Robert Pete Williams. 

“Hearing their records showed me the 
way to connect the parts of my entire musi- 
cal life,” the 39-year-old Washington resi- 
dent explains.

1997’s Roll Away the Stone (Hannibal), his 
second CD, he marries music born of the 
juke joint with the type of fervent old-time 
spirituality that made his blues heroes 
repent every Sunday morning. With 
Phelps’s burnt-velvet whisper of a voice 
and the crying peals of his dazzling slide 
guitar, the songs of this Resurrection-titled 
album sounded as if they’d been carried 
through five decades to the present on a 
warm Mississippi breeze. And it marked a 
creative leap from his straight-blues debut, 
Lead Me On (Burnside). 

But at a live Boston show after Roll Away 
the Stone’s release, Phelps took his materi- 
al even further. Laying a Gibson dread- 


ple, wraps the 
POR Ae Ss REE. search for enlight- 

enment in a story 
about finding the path to adulthood. 

Of course, Phelps is still interested in 
bringing all of his interests together. So it’s 
no shock that his version of the great moun- 
tain musician Doc Boggs’s “Country Blues” 
veers as close to the cottonlands as the high 
hills. His current fusion of folk, country, 
blues, free improvisation, and spirituals is 
simply the accumulation of the musical sou- 
venirs he continues to collect on his journey. 

“Pushing the doors open wider and hav- 
ing more experiences of my own,” the 
introspective musician ruminates, “having 
the music that comes out of my guitar be 
like nothing that’s been here — that would 
justify my being here. Just like the country 
blues players I’ve responded to in the past, 
nobody else sounds like Doc Boggs or 
Roscoe Holcomb. These mountain artists 
also played music based on a very loose 
structure and improvised to a high degree. 
There’s so much strength and beauty, and 
that comes through the music they play. 
You hear foremost the sound of an individ- 
ual human being. I'd like to find that kind 
of character.” &

Can ruse 


The Tight Bro’s kick out the jams 
BY CARLY CARIOLI In case you haven’t heard, Kill 


Rock Stars is putting out an EP by the one and only 
Ronnie Spector later this year, which is only like a freakin’ 


FROM WAY BACK WHEN: they sound like the MC5, but only the side of the 
MC5 that really dug Chuck Berry, as opposed to the side that wanted to be Ornette 
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rock critic’s wet dream (prospective 
headline: Riot Grrrls Reclaim Rowdy ’60s 
Girl-Group Heritage; Validates Everything 
We Said About the Donnas!). But then | 
got hold of Runnin’ thru My Bones (Kill 
Rock Stars), the debut disc of the Tight 
Bro’s from Way Back When, and I began to 
think the KRS ones had a different strategy 
in mind — they’ve apparently decided that 
after you get done killing off all the rock 
stars, the only thing left to do is start 
resurrecting the bastards. 

Fronting the Tight Broze is none other 
than AC/DC’s Brian Johnson — here 
billed as Jared Miller, a name also shared 
by the singer in the late, great, Melvinsy K- 
Records outfit Karp, but I’m not buying it 
for a second. After all, one of the mani- 
festos on the KRS Web site proclaims that 
“good rock and roll is a conspiracy,” and 
what’s a conspiracy without a few decent 
conspiracy theories? Under the tutelage of 
Johnson/Miller, the Broze pound through 
new sloppy-seconds versions of sweaty, 
throbbing outtakes from the secret and 
thus far unreleased session that the old Bon 
Scott-fronted line-up recorded prior to 
1975’s High Voltage in a converted Motor 
City pork slaughterhouse just down the 
street from the Stooges’ old Fun House. 
Included are the much-more-rocking pro- 
totype for “Givin’ the Dog a Bone” 
(“Workin’ Overtime . . . For Your Love”) 
and a thinly veiled rewrite of the Stooges’ 
“Death Trip” (“Coo-Coo-Ha!”, with the 
soon-to-be-immortal line “That’s right! 
Certifiably loony! Doctor says there’s no 
cure for me!”), which musta bled through 
the walls and down the street or something. 

Tight Broze guitarists Dave (no last 
name) and John “Quitty” Quittner appear to 
have been recruited into the band on the 
false pretense that they were joining an MC5 
reunion — and they haven’t yet figured out 
the dupe! (Tim Kerr used almost the exact 
same trick when he formed the Lord High 
Fixers a few years back, and those guys still 
think they’re in the MC5!) This explains the 
amazingly raw, unbuttoned, wholly un- 
AC/DC-like quality with which they per- 
form — as on “That’s a Promise,” where 
they keep trying to play “Rock ’n Roll 
Singer” as if it were “Kick Out the Jams.” 

It also explains what would otherwise be 
an anomaly — how in interviews the Tight 
Broze maintain they’re trying to sound like 
the MC5 and can’t understand why everyone 
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always brings up AC/DC. Okay, let's’ play 
along — they sound like the MC5, but only 
the side of the MC5 that really dug Chuck | 
Berry, as opposed to the side that wanted to | 
be Ornette Coleman. And though the Tight | 
Broze’s “Rip It Up” isn’t Little Richard’s, 
they do throw a “Bebop a lu bop, a bobbity- 
be” into “Strut,” which in turn has nothing 
to do with the Bob Seger tune of similar 
nomenclature. Since the ’5 basically sucked 
when they were in the studio — which is why 
their best album is the live-recorded Kick Out 
the Jams — the Tight Bro’s go for that live- || 
in-the-studio feel, which, like everything else || 
here, is taken to sublimely absurd lengths. || 
Y’know, like including stage patter (“Okay, I 
wanna see your hands in the air! Back and 
forth, that’s right! Skin on skin!”) and then 
acting incredulous when no one responds 
(“Are you ready? I’ll take that as a yes.”). 
Anyway, in a year that’s seen plenty of 
unofficial AC/DC hit the market, Runnin’ 
thru My Bones is one of the best of ’em — 
better than anything on Hell Ain’t a Bad 
Place To Be, the AC/DC tribute disc fea- 
turing Electric Frankenstein, — the 
Supersuckers, and the Upper Crust, 
though not quite as functionally brilliant as 
Buck Cherry’s “Lit Up,” the cocaine-snort- | 
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ing song credited to the band first spotted 
opening for Jackyl but in all likelihood a 
front for some David Geffen—funded 
black-budget Black Crowes project. Plus, 
the Broze win because in this year of 
Hellacopters and Nashville Pussies — in 
other words, one of the most back-to- 
basics years rock and roll has seen in a 
decade — they’ve released the first album 
in years to include an honest-to-god drum 
solo. “Witchy Potion” tramples the 
Hellacopters on the way to a Kiss conven- 
tion (harmonizing on the line “You got to 
shout it out now”); and despite its title, 
“Hayseed Rock” makes an end run around 
the Pussies, heading straight for a cross 
between Def Leppard’s “Armageddon It” 
and the Who. With lineage like that, you’d 
expect the Broze to run a Union Jack up 
the flagpole, but the cover of Thru My 
Bones is all dolled up in the stars and 
stripes. Yeah, as if anyone were gonna buy 
an American ruse like that. & 
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The Tight Bro’s were scheduled to play 
the Middle East upstairs on the Fourth of 
July, but the concert has been postponed 
because of illness. 
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Caetano Veloso comes to Lowell 
BY DAMON KRUKOWSKI In 1965, a Greek soccer 


coach in Lowell named John Bertos began importing 
Brazilian players for his semi-pro league. Now there are 


250,000 Brazilians living in the city, which 
has become the Brazilian spiritual center of 
New England. So it makes sense that 
Caetano Veloso is coming to Lowell, as 
part of a short US tour that brings him to 
Lowell Memorial Auditorium a week from 
Saturday. And, as promoter Marlon Catao 
proudly points out, the Memorial 
Auditorium (which seats 2700) will be the 
only venue on Veloso’s US tour that can 
fully accommodate his stage production, 
including a huge mobile sculpture and 
backdrop arriving from Brazil. 

Veloso will be joined by an 11-piece 
band, including four percussionists. And it 
is those percussionists that make the 
singer’s latest album, Livro (Nonesuch), so 
distinctive. Although he’s wryly pointed out 
in his lyrics that he is the archetypal “soft 
Brazilian singer,” Veloso’s new CD pairs 
his smooth delivery with an endless variety 
of clanking and banging rhythms. Aside 
from these happily boisterous 
drums, the instrumentation is 
restrained and elegant: a cello, a 
few horns, and classical guitar 
round out the sound. The mix 
makes for a kind of restrained 
raucousness, a carnival for the 
gracefully middle-aged. 

Veloso has always veered 
between extremes of exuberance 
and elegance. He started his 
career as a Joao Gilberto wanna- 
be, singing bossa nova in his soft 
voice on his first two albums: 
Domingo (with Gal Costa, on 
Verve) and Caetano Veloso 
(PolyGram). But this was in the 
late ‘60s, and it wasn’t long 
before all hell broke loose. In 
1968, Veloso famously partici- 
pated in the collective Tropicdlia 
album, a rock-laced take on 
Brazilian music that might best 
be described as acid bossa. When 
Brazil’s military dictatorship 
cracked down on such anarchic 
behavior, Veloso and fellow trop- 
icalista Gilberto Gil ended up in 
prison, silenced and humiliated. 
Several months later they were 
released from confinement but 
exiled from the country altogeth- 
er, and they decamped to 
London. 

There Veloso recorded two 
albums that included English 
lyrics. He also encountered 
British pop in its heyday, pro- 
claiming that “Mick Jagger has 
samba in his body!”, and he 
began incorporating Beatles-ish 
devices into his songwriting. (His 


known as Lanny, and passages of noise that 
sound as if they were being played more for 
pleasure than for the sake of experiment. 

After the commercial failure of Aragd 
Azul, Veloso’s pleasures began to move in 
the direction of mainstream Brazilian 
tastes. By the mid ’80s, his albums were 
regularly going gold and platinum; he is 
now a full-fledged star in his native coun- 
try. Even his poorly received releases sell 
well, he is the subject of weighty television 
documentaries, and he has published a 
500-page autobiography. 

Internationally he remains less well 
known, but in recent years Nonesuch has 
made efforts to bring his work to a larger 
US audience. The label’s first attempt, 
Caetano Veloso (Nonesuch, 1986), is 
known as the “American album” in Brazil; 
it finds Veloso playing the soft-voiced 
singer to the hilt — accompanying himself 
on guitar, he croons in a sophisticated

albums include not only tens of 
Beatles songs but numerous ref- 
erences, including “Sugar Cane Fields 
Forever.”) Transa (PolyGram, 1972) pairs 
his alienated English lyrics with a disarm- 
ingly cheerful Brazilian lilt that makes it 
sound more like Beck than Beck’s own imi- 
tation of tropicdlia. But it was on his return 
to Brazil, when the military relaxed social 
controls in 1972, that Veloso made his most 
radical record. Aragd Azul (PolyGram, 
1973) is the one that the experimental rock 
crowd should be most drawn to today. 
Infamous at the time as the worst-selling 
album in all Brazilian pop music, and delet- 
ed almost immediately upon release, the 
harrowingly addled album has been reis- 
sued on CD. Had Veloso stopped after this, 
he would surely be known as the Skip 
Spence of Brazil; Aragd Azul fuses frac- 
tured pop melodies with found sounds, tape 
loops, atonal studio doodles, the superb 
electric guitar leads of the tropicalista

manner becoming to his age and stature. 
The next two — Estrangeiro (1989) and 
Circulado (1991) — were produced by 
Arto Lindsay, and they feature the sort of 
synthesizer-and-drum-machine overpro- 
duction that often cripples albums of the 
formerly hip. Strangled bits of guitar by 
downtown NYC stand-bys Marc Ribot, Bill 
Frisell, and Lindsay himself don’t abet so 
much as distract from Veloso’s talents. 

All the more reason to be glad for the 
new Livro, which, produced by Veloso him- 
self, is both less strained and stranger than 
the Lindsay recordings. And all the more 
reason to be grateful to coach John Bertos 
for inadvertently helping to make Lowell a 
stop on Veloso’s current tour. i

I live an unconventional 
lifestyle, to say the least — for 
one thing I still live with my 
mother and I’m not ashamed.”

East a year or so ago, the Bevis 
Frond’s Nick Saloman prefaced a 
viciously sad song, “Stars Burn 
imploring Pete 
Townshend to get back on the 
brandy and to the business of mak- 
ing great rock and roll. The broad- 
side was, | thought, very Pete 
Townshend of him — right down to 
the brutally unforgiving, wounded 
sentiment of the tune itself.

WITH A LITTLE HELP FROM 
OUR FRIENDS (Capricorn). 
Guitarist Warren Haynes and 
bassist Allen Woody cut their 
teeth jamming in the Aliman 
Brothers Band. With Gov't Mule 
they still know how to stretch a 
tune out live, but they place a 
higher premium on heavy volume 
and metallic thunder. Recorded 
in Atlanta last New Year's Eve, 
Live . . . with a Little Help from 
Our Friends finds Haynes, 
Woody, and drummer Matt Abts 
jamming with seasoned key- 
boardists Chuck Leavell and 
Bernie Worrell, Black Crowes 
guitarist Marc Ford (who sings on 
a 14-minute version of Neil 
Young's “Cortez the Killer’), and 
former Traffic sideman Randall 
Brambilett, and tackling material 
that ranges from the wistful 
(“Soulshine”) to the gritty (“Mule”) 
to the familiar (Black Sabbath’s 
“War Pigs” and the Elmore 
James blues “Look on Yonder 
Wall”). As you might expect from 
a pair of Allman alums, there are 
some excessive song lengths — 
“Afro Blue,” the two-CD set's 
closer, lasts almost a half-hour.

Sure, Gary Lucas has a great 
résumé: Captain Beefheart’s 
Magic Band, his own inventive 
rock outfit Gods & Monsters, 
songwriting collaborations with 
Jeff Buckley and others, sound- 
tracks, and a rapidly expanding 
universe of solo albums and con- 
certs. But in the land of gui- 
tarslingers, you're only as good 
as your last work. So here's a 
great live recording that stakes 
out his turf as a parcel extending 
from the Mississippi Delta to the 
textural/ambient domain and way 
out into space. It’s hard to 
believe that one guitarist has 
such absolute command of mud- 
deep blues fingerpicking and col- 
orful sonic improvisation. 
Nonetheless, Lucas blends 
roots, jazz, rock, and free improv 
without sacrificing a scrap of 
melody or soul. As you listen to 
Lucas's emotional tear through 
“Rise Up To Be” (the music 
Buckley used for “Grace”) and 


his masterful step-by-step con- 
struction of spontaneous loops, 
rhythms, and searing melodies in 
his own spin down Kraftwerk’s 
“Autobahn,” the sheer creative 
beauty of his playing becomes 
undeniable.

MERLAND (New West). “I'm jot 
in charge, and that's okay/And I’m 
not at large, at least not today.” 
That phrase from “God's Perfect 
Love” is nearly as upbeat as it gets 
for John Dee Graham, a former 
member of legendary Austin punk 
band the Skunks and later the 
country-punk True Believers (with 
Alejandro Escovedo) On 
Summerland, his second solo out- 
ing, his unadorned garage-band 
sound shifts from high-voltage 
grinds to soft songs characterized 
by a melancholy acoustic guitar 
spiked with a mewing slide guitar. 
Graham's yearning, pack-a-day 
vocals heave out stark images of 
the plains heat, a plane crash, or a 
gal on a dance floor, evocative 
details punctuating stories that 
have hazy, ambivalent higher 
meanings.

SOUTHERN LINES 
(Mammoth). It's hard to capture 
a guy like Backsliders frontman 
Chip Robinson on_ record. 
Unselfconsciously flailing in 
cowboy boots and long, stringy 
hair, he’s as likely to dance on 
the tops of tables as he is to 
pass out drunk underneath 
them. But a performer who goes 
through that many ups and 
downs in a night is also capable 
of conveying a broad range of 
emotion, which Robinson does 
in a voice that echoes a slightly- 
closer-to-the-Mason-Dixon-line 
Levon Helm. Whether upright or 
horizontal, Robinson has led this 
Chapel Hill roots-rock contin- 
gent through various incarna- 
tions since 1991. Under the 
guidance of former Del Lords 
guitarist and ubiquitous roots- 
rock producer Eric “Roscoe” 
Ambel, the Backsliders’ second 
full-length dispenses with the 
band’s “hardcore honky-tonk” in 
favor of the more jangly sound 
that grew out of the South in the 
'80s. Not that Southern Lines 
doesn't rock and twang; “Never 
Be Your Darling” chugs like an 
Exile on Main Street outtake, 
and pedal steel whines gently in 
the background of “Cross Your 
Heart” and “The Lonely One.” 
But Ambel also turns Robinson 
loose on quiet, ghostly ballads, 
revealing that the singer's roots 
indeed run in many different 
directions.

Harold Ramis's film tartly lever- 
ages Robert De Niro’s wiseguy 
shtick for some uproarious 
laughs, with De Niro's Mr. V. (a 
New York City crime boss, osten- 
sibly fashioned after John Gotti) 
making a thuggish retort to his 
shrink (Billy Crystal in his best 
role since City Slickers) after 
learning the Freudian definition of 
“Oedipal complex": “Freud was a 
sick fuck and so are you.” There's 
also a delightfully cheesy dream 
sequence where the duo re-enact 
the infamous fruit-market hit 
scene from The Godfather. But 
for every gag that De Niro and 
Crystal pull off (and they do have 
comedic chemistry) the script 
strands them in eddies of frivolity

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**AN IDEAL HUSBAND 
(1999). Despite a formidable and 
misused cast, Oliver Parker's 
adaptation of Oscar Wilde's most 
poignant play is as overstuffed 
and inert as the furniture. Jeremy 
Northam's Sir Robert Chiltern is 
a rising MP with an unimpeach- 
able reputation and an adoring 
wife (Cate Blanchett, her 
Elizabethan fire reined in by 
Edwardian primness) — which 
makes the intrusion of suave, 
soiled Mrs: Cheveley (Julianne 
Moore, too femme to be fatale) 
and her blackmailing letter all the 
more galling.
